The standing Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred 
the petition of Samanthia Harris, praying to be divorced from her 
husband, Wesley Harris, report: 
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That the causes for which a divorce is sought to be obtained, as set 
forth in the petition are—that shortly after the intermarriage of the 
parties, the husband became jealous of, and suspected the fidelity of 
his wife, without any just cause; and secondly, unkindness and ex¬ 
treme cruelty, on account of which, she was compelled to leave the 
residence of her husband, and return to her father’s house for protec¬ 
tion. The testimony taken in support of the petition shows, that the 
said Wesley and Samanthia were married sometime in the month of 
January, 1831; that they lived together as man and wife for about six 
months, when unhappy difficulties arose between them, in conse¬ 
quence of which, she abandoned her husband, and sought refuge with 
her father, with whom she has since generally resided. If it were 
competent or expedient for the Legislature to grant a divorce for 
causes already provided for by a general law, it is the opinion of 
your committee that the evidence in support of this petition does not 
establish a case of extreme cruelty, there being no proof of the exer¬ 
cise of any direct personal violence by the husband towards the wife. 
It is shown by the testimony of the petitioner’s father, that said Harris, 
since the separation, has provided no necessaries for his wife and 
infant child, born shortly after the separation; that he has declared 
he never would provide any thing towards the support of his wife; 
that he has made no attempt to reconcile her; and, as far as the testi¬ 
mony of this witness goes, has exhibited no marks of affection for his 
wife and child. There is, on the other hand, no proof that the pe¬ 
titioner ever offered to become reconciled to her husband, or proposed 
to return to his protection. If this testimony were sufficient to esta¬ 
blish the case of gross and total neglect of duty, your committee be¬ 
lieve that the Supreme Court, and not the Legislature, is the proper 
tribunal to apply to for relief; and, to render it expedient for the 
General Assembly to interpose its power to dissolve the marriage 
contract, the case should be one which strongly addresses itself to the 
wisdom and justice of the Legislature; one in which the Supreme 
Court either has no jurisdiction by virtue of any existing law; or 
where there are insurmountable barriers to the exercise of that juris¬ 
diction. Your committee are not prepared to say that this case is 
one of that character. They, therefore, recommend the adoption of 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the prayer of the petitioner ought not to be granted, 
and that she have leave to withdraw her petition.

4th. The charter of every Bank taking a part of said stock to bo 
elongated-years; 

5th. Such Banks, for every share of such stock they may respec¬ 
tively take, to be authorized to create two additional shares of stock, 
to be disposed of to individuals as such Bank may think proper; 

6th. The State to have no participation in the direction of such 
Banks; 

7th. The Banks to be responsible to the State for the security of 
its stock ; 

8th. The State to have a right at any time, by giving a reasonable 
notice, to borrow from the Banks, in equal proportion, any amount, 
not exceeding the amount paid in upon its stock, at a rate of interest 
not exceeding six per cent per annum; 

5th. The State to have a right at any time to sell its stock, giving 
to the Banks respectively the preference, at the highest price the 
stock will command; 

10th. The dividend accruing to the State to be applied to the support 
of common schools. 

Mr. McMechan moved to amend the resolution, by striking out all 
after the word “ Resolved,” and insert the following: 

That the committee on the Surplus Revenue be instructed to report a 
bill extending, for a limited period, the charters of the incorporated 
4—S 
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Banks of this State, which shall agree to receive from, and for the use 
of the State, a portion of the surplus revenue as State stock, which 
stock shall be available to the State when required in the manner 
prescribed in said act. 

On motion of Mr. McLaughlin, 

The resolution and amendment were laid upon the table, and order¬ 
ed to be printed. 

On motion of Mr. Starkweather,

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On motion of Mr. Patterson,

The Senate then preceded by their Speaker and Clerk, repaired to 
the Hall of the House of Representatives and being seated within the 
bar, the Governor elect appeared, conducted by the Ex-Governor, and 
attended by the Judges of the Supreme Court and Officers of State, and 
was seated between the Speakers of the two Houses. 

He then arose and delivered the following inaugural address: 

Gentlemen of the Senate, 

AND OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES; 

In appearing before you to take the oath of office, custom has made it necsssa* 
ry that I should make to our common constituents, in your presence, a declara¬ 
tion of what is to be my course of policy in the discharge of the various duties 
confided to my care, by the constitution and laws of our State. 

By our constitution, the duties of the Executive are plainly set forth. Fortu¬ 
nately for the political tranquillity of our people, his power is confined within nar¬ 
row limits. He has no patronage to draw around him a crowd of hungry expec¬ 
tants, ministering to his vanity, and lauding his patriotism. The framers of our 
constitution have wisely guarded against this, and those of them that have lived 
to witness the beneficial effects of this restriction on Executive power, and to 
compare our peaceable contests in the election of this officer, with the violent 
and bitter contests in some of our sister States, have reason to be proud of hav¬ 
ing had an agency in giving to the State an instrument of such inestimable value. 
And yet, with all the prudent and salutary restrictions contained in this instru¬ 
ment, it has still conferred upon the Executive a power of fearful responsibility. 
A power that authorizes him to step between the law and its victim, setting at 
defiance the verdicts of your juries and the decisions of your courts. Gentle¬ 
men, the very thought of exercising this power, causes me almost to shrink back, 
and withdraw from the station I am about to assume. I know my own weak¬ 
ness, and fear that I shall lack that nerve and energy that will enable me to re¬ 
sist the strong supplications that will be made in favor of the culprit. The secu¬ 
rity of property and the peace of society rests upon the inflexibility and stern¬ 
ness of your Executive officer—and in the certainty that the penalties of the law 
will be enforced and carried into execution. It is alone in the certaintv that pun¬ 
ishment will follow conviction, that you can hope to restrain the vicious and ar¬ 
rest crime, and all interposition of Executive clemency not warranted by a stern 
regard to the principles of justice, loosens these restraints, and gives encourage¬ 
ment to the evil passions and propensities of the profligate and the lawless. 
Capital punishment is a subject of grave import; it comes in conflict with the 
opinions of a large and meritorious class of our fellow citizens, and it is not my 
purpose to call in question the truth of these opinions. 

It is sufficient for me to say, that the policy of the law is different, and thait 
they, in common with other citizens of the State, have a deep interest in its 
faithful execution. I will only add, that with all the reflection I have been able 
to bestow on this subject, I have come to the conclusion that the case must be 
strong indeed, that can justify the Executive in interposing his clemency, and 
hus virtually taking the administration of justice into his own hands. 

In my general course of administration, I will follow in the path of my prede 
cessors. All must agree that, let what may have been the difference in opinion 
amongst them, in their individual preferences of men, and general politics, that 
their State policy has been the same. It will be my duty to follow their lead, and 
it will be my ambition not to fall short of them in my exertions to give stability 
and permanence to our institutions and State policy, and peace, security, pros¬ 
perity and happiness to our people. 

One prominent characteristic of our people, is their love of order and obedience 
to law; and yet, by the thoughtless and intemperate conduct of a few restless in¬ 
dividuals, the repose of a portion of the citizens of our State has been seriously 
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interrupted. We, to be sure, have not had that fearful violence and disregard ot 
law stalking over our State, uprooting the very foundations of civil government! 
any setting at defiance all order and restraint, that have been the fate of some of 
our sister States; but enough has been done to shew our citizens that it is alone 
in the supremacy of our laws, that they can rest securely in their persons and 
property. 

Let us see, gentlemen* what has been said upon this subject by one of the 
most enlightened statesmen and profound jurists of the present age:>‘Itis a trite 
observation, but not on that account less correct, that the greatest of blessings* 
become the worst of curses, when perverted and abused. Without freedom, 
man is a poor, miserable* abject thing; the sport and victim of his fellow man’s 
rage, caprice and cruelty, having neither vigor of thought, motive for exertion* 
nor rational hope to gratify. But there can be no freedom without law. Unre¬ 
strained liberty is anarchy; domination in the strong, slavery in the weak, out¬ 
rage and plunder in the combined oppressors, helpless misery in the oppressed, 
insecurity, distrust and fear to all,—law is the guardian of freedom. Tbe 
law throws its broad shield over the rights and interests of the humblest, the 
proudest, the poorest and the wealthiest in the land. It fences round what eve¬ 
ry individual has already gained; and it insures to him, whatever his industiy 
may acquire. It saves the merchant against ruinous hazards; provides securi¬ 
ty for tbe wages of the mechanic and the laborer, and enables the husband¬ 
man to reap bis harvest without fear of plunder. The sanctity of the 
marriage tie, the purity of virgin modesty, the leisure of the student, the repose 
of the aged, the enterprise of the active, the support of indigence, and the de¬ 
cencies of IHvine worship, are all under its guardian care. It makes every 
man’s house his castle, and keeps watch and ward over his life, his name, his 
family and his property. It travels with him by land and by sea, and arrays in 
defence of him, and his, the physical strength of the entire State.” 

How plainly does this eminent man shew that the very foundations of our so¬ 
cial compact, are based upon our obedience to the constitution and law. And 
here permit me to say, that that man, be his character or station in life [what 
it may, that gives aid and countenance to popular excitements, for the 
purpose of putting down any grievance, pretended or real* is doing more to 
sap the foundations of our prosperity, shake the confidence of our people in our 
institutions, than can the preaching of all the misguided philanthropists, with 
all the combined aid and influence of the press at their command throughout the 
United States. If our laws want efficiency, the corrective is in your hands; 
if our Judiciary want power, it rests with you to strengthen its arm; but save—I 
ntreat you, save this people from that violence, anarchy and confusion, which, 
if not arrested* must end, for all history is falsified,) in sinking this government 
into a cruel and heartless aespotism. 

Gentlemen, the character of this State stands too high as a member of the 
confederacy, not to call forth your whole energies to give peace and security to 
its citizens; permanency to its credit; and stability to its institutions. With 
states as with individuals, one false step may inflict a wound, that years of om- 
trition and repentance will be unable to heal. The great sources ot our present 
prosperity are to be traced to the stability of our legislation, the integrity of our 
judiciary, and the good faith with which all our engagements hava been kept* 
and our credit sustained. Those diligent and intelligent servants of the State* 
who have had charge of our public improvements, have, by their economy and 
judicious application of our funds, placed our credit abroad, not only upon ele¬ 
vated but enviable grounds; whilst the stern integrity and persevering industry 
of our judiciary have been crowned with equally beneficial and salutary enacts. 
I have again and again, whilst on business in the eastern cities, 
ciary spoken of in terms that made me proud that I was a citizen of Ohio. 

“No collusion or fraud, sir,” says an eminent merchant of one of our eastern 
Cities, “can stand before your judiciary.” This is the character, gentlemen, that 
causes capital to seek employment here; this is the character that gives security 
to our rights, and value to our property *. and to these combined causes, are to he 
attributed a large portion of that flowing prosperity that is felt throughout every 
portion of our commonwealth.

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The people of our State are strictly republican. In their habits industrious 
economical and enterprising; they make no unreasonable exactions at the hands 
of their public servants; they ask nothing, nor want nothing, but a well regulated 
government of laws—faithfully, economically and impartially administered—im¬ 
posing equal burthens, and conferring equal benefits. They have nobly bourne 
themselves through a system of improvement that has thrown upon the back 
ground some of their more wealthy and powerful sister States. A few more 
years of patience and perseverance, will diffuse the benefits of this system, 
throughout every section of our State- It cannot then be doubted, that those 
in the receipt of the benefits of works already constructed, are too just to ask at 
the hands of their neighbors, that which they will not be willing to repay; and 
too patriotic to fold their arms in the enjoyment of unlimited prosperity, the 
fruits of a combined effort of the whole body of our people, whilst any portion 
of them remain unprovided for. 

Gentlemen, there is one other subject I feel it to be my duty to bring to your 
consideration: 

Under a law of Congress, that portion of the surplus revenue of the country, 
belonging to Ohio, is about to be placed at your disposal. Various plans have 
been proposed for its application, some for applying it to the payment of the 
State debt, some for appropriating it to new objects of improvement, some for 
dividing it amongst the counties, and others in favor of its application to the es¬ 
tablishment of a State Bank. All these objects may be worthy of your consider¬ 
ation; but it would be well for you in the first place, to enquire what is the char¬ 
acter of this fund, and to whom it properly belongs; and see whether there is 
not a portion of society, that have not that direct interest in the payment of the 
debt, the further improvement of the State, the building up of county interests, 
or the establishment of a Bank, who have at least an equal, if not a paramount 
claim upon a portion of this fund, and who cannot agree that its application shall 
be made to these objects, without palpable injustice to their own immediate 
wants. 

I cannot say with certainty, what portion of this fund belongs to this particular 
class of society; but from the best computation I have been able to make, at least 
one third of it is theirs, and should be applied to their exclusive benefit, and to 
no other use or purpose whatever. 

This fund has been commonly, but erroneously called the surplus revenue. It is 
in reality the avails of our great land capital converted into money, and not 
revenue , which is the ordinary income of a country from imposts and taxes on her 
property, her trade, and her business. Thirty-five millions of the balance now in 
the Treasury of the United States, has arisen from the sales of the public lands, 
since the payment of the national debt, for which these lands were pledged. This 
sum at least, is the inheritance of the people, originally gained by the toil and 
suffering, and blood of their revolutionary fathers. 

It is a sacred gift to us, now freed from encumbrance, and belongs alike to the 
whole body of our people,—“the humblest and the proudest, the wealthiest and 
the most destitute. ” That which we have received by the uncompromising 
fidelity of those in whom the guardianship and trust was reposed, it is our duty 
to invest and preserve, for ourselves, and for our posterity. 

Then, gentlemen, it is your duty to make the computation, and see what por- 
/ tion of it belongs to the poor and the destitute. Remember that you are now 

about to become their trustees and guardians, and that a heavy responsibility 
rests upon you, to make such application of their means as will enable them to 
become worthy members of society, and enlightened and useful citizens of the 
* State. This can only be done by building up our common schools; and when 
we reflect that the very foundations of our political system rest upon the virtue 
and intelligence of our people, and that the interest at stake is no less than the 
perpetuation of our free institutions, you cannot falter in your exertions to ac¬ 
complish the great object in view. 

Read our constitution, and there learn what were the feelings of our fathers 
upon this subject. The twenty-fifth section of the eighth article, reads thus: 
“no law shall be passed to prevent the poor in the several counties and townships 
in this State, from an equal participation in the schools, academies, colleges and 
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universities of this State, endowed in whole or in part from the revenues arising 
from donations made by the United States.” 

How has this injunction been regarded 1 ? We, to be sure have not passed a law 
to prohibit the poor from entering our colleges and universities, but from a want 
of that system and organization necessary to give efficiency to our common 
schools, they are as much excluded, as if they were prohibited by positive 
statute. 

Our school system has had great difficulties to encounter—it has been met by 
the combined force of avarice, wealth and ignorance, but I now congratulate its 
early advocates that their labours are about to be crowned with success. A fund 
is now within their reach, that avarice has no claim to,—wealth cannot control, 
and which will make ignorance itself acknowledge its fatal error, and bow in 
perfect submission. Then let the grumbler no more talk about his heavy contri- 
Dutions for the education of the poor; if the poor and the destitute get their rights, 
they will no longer be quartered upon his bounty; but rather let it be our ambition 
to vie with each other, in our exertions to bring into form a system of education, 
which will ensure a faithful and impartial application of the means now at our 
command, with those in prospect, so that the diffusion of the benefits and bless¬ 
ings of a thorough common school education, shall reach every child throughout 
every section of our State 

No person can appreciate more sensibly than myself, the want of an early 
education; even in the place in which 1 now stand, it is felt with a pungency and 
force, more easily understood than explained. This whole matter is now about 
to be committed to your care; and I have a strong confidence that it will meet 
with that favor, that its high claims upon your consideration so loudly calls for. 

Gentlemen, you have been so fully advised of the condition and wants of the 
S ate, by my predecessor, that any thing further from me at present will not be 
expected. In the course of the session, all information coming into my posses¬ 
sion, which the duty of my station makes it necessary to lay before your body, 
shall be done with that freedom and good faith that ought to characterize the in¬ 
tercourse between the Legislative and Executive branches of our State govern' 
ment. That your deliberations may be conducted with harmony and mutual 
forbearance towards each other; and your labors such as to build up the interests 
and prosperity of our State, and diffuse the benefits of our free institutions 
equally and impartially amongst all classes of society, is the earnest wish of 
your friend and fellow-citizen. 

The Chief Justice of the State, then administered the oath of Office. 
The Governor, Ex-Governor, Judges and Officers of State, then re¬ 
tired, and the Senate returned to their Chamber.

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From a full view of the foregoing table, in connection with the great 
aggregate of commercial transactions in the State, your committee are 
of opinion that the existing banking facilities are far below the actual 
demands of the community, and that those facilities are unequally 
distributed in reference to the localities of commercial business. 
Inasmuch, however, as the system by which these deficiencies and 
irregularities should be supplied and remedied, whether by an in¬ 
crease of private Banks, or the establishment of a State Bank with 
branches, will, in some degree, depend upon the direction which legis¬ 
lative wisdom may hereafter give to our proportion of the future sur¬ 
plus, your committee are unprepared at present to submit a definite 
recommendation, and therefore, with a view merely to excite the de¬ 
liberations and elicit the opinion of the Senate, advise the adoption of 
the following resolution: 

Resolved , That it is expedient to establish, during the present ses¬ 
sion, a State Bank, with such a number of branches as the business of 
the State may seem to require.

The standing committee on Canals, to whom was referred petitions 
from sundry citizens of Adams county, praying that Ohio Brush Creek 
in said county, be declared a navigable stream, have had the subject 
under consideration, and make the following report: 

From the best information your committee can obtain, Ohio Brush 
'Creek is a very crooked stream, surrounded by a hilly country, and is 
in many places nearly dry the greatest part of the year, is subject to sud¬ 
den rises and frequently inundates the bottoms along its margin, and 
there are upon it a number of valuable mills. Your committee cannot 
ascertain from any information they can obtain, that this stream was 
ever navigated, except once, and then at great hazard of life and pro¬ 
perty. We have, therefore, come to the conclusion, that it cannot be 
declared a navigable stream, without interfering with private rights; 
and ask leave to be discharged from the further, consideration of the 
subject, and that the petitioners have leave to withdraw their petitions. 

Mr. McLaughlin, from the select committee, to whom that subject 
was referred, reported a bill to extend the improvement of the Wal- 
honding and Mohican Canal up the valley of the Black Fork, in Rich¬ 
land county; which was read the first time. 

Mr. Crouse, from the select committee, to whom w'as referred so 
much of the unfinished business of the last session, as relates to the 
making a side cut from the Ohio Canal to Piketon, submitted the fol¬ 
lowing report: which was ordered to lie upon the table. 

The select committee, to whom were referred the petitions of sundry 
citizens of the counties of Pike and Jackson, praying that a side cut be 
made from the Ohio Canal to the Scioto river, opposite to the town of 
Piketon, have examined the subject, and would respectively report: 

That from a full examination of the subject, the following appears to 
be the facts in the case: 

First , That when the Ohio Canal was first located down the valley 
of the Scioto, the location was made on the east side of the river, pass¬ 
ing through the town of Piketon; that the lands on the east side of the 
Scioto river, as also the lots in the town of Piketon, were appraised by 
the Assessor for taxation, having regard to the location of the Canal, 
as then supposed to be permanently made; that subsequently, the line 
pf the Canal was changed from the east to the west side of the Scioto, 
to the manifest injury of the people of the town of Piketon and the ad- 
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joining country, inasmuch as they were compelled to pay taxes on their 
property for nine years on the same valuation as though the location 
of the Canal had not been changed. It also appears, that the Legislature 
did, on the 9th day of February, 1829, pass a resolution authorizing 
and requiring the Canal Commissioners to cause a proper examination 
to be made, in order to ascertain the most eligible manner of connect¬ 
ing the town of Piketon, by a navigable communication, with the Ohio 
River; and that the said Commissioners in locating said Ohio Canal in 
the vicinity of Piketon, should have due regard to that object, from 
which it would seem, that the Legislature at that time, were fully im¬ 
pressed with the belief that strict justice required that something ought , 
to be done to relieve the people of Piketon, and neighborhood, at the 
next session of the Legislature, The Canal Commissioners reported: 
That it was entirely practicable to connect the town of Piketon with 
the Ohio Canal, since which time, no further action of the Legislature 
has been had on the subject. 

Your committee, after a full examination of the whole subject, are of 
the opinion, that should said proposed side cut be constructed, it would 
not only in some measure remunerate the petitione rs for their losses, but 
would greatly add to the revenue of the State. 

We therefore recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio , That the Board 
of Public Works be directed to cause to be constructed during the en¬ 
suing season, or as soon thereafter as the same may be conveniently 
done, a navigable side cut from the Ohio Canal at some suitable point, 
to the Scioto river, opposite to the town of Piketon, on the most eligible 
route.

The standing committee on Roads and Highways, to whom was re¬ 
ferred so much of the Governor’s message as relates to the Western 
Reserve and Maumee road, have had the subject under consideration, 


and make the following report: , . „ 

That, on an examination of a treaty concluded at Brownstown, with 
the Wyandot, and other Indian tribes, on the 25th day of November, 
1808, a tract of land was ceded to the United States for a road, one 
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hundred and twenty feet in width, from the foot of the Rapids of the 
river of Miami of Lake Erie, to the western line of the Connecticut 
Reserve, and all the land within one mile of said road, on each side 
thereof : And whereas, by an act of Congress, approved December 
12th, 1811, the President of the United States was authorized to cause 
to be surveyed and marked the said road, from the foot of said Rapids 
to the Western line of the Connecticut Western Reserve, agreeably 
to the said treaty of Brownstown; but, by a subsequent act of Con¬ 
gress, approved 28th of February, 1823, the State of Ohio was autho¬ 
rized to lay out, open, and construct said road, in such manner as 
might, by law, be provided for, with the approbation of the President 
of the United States, declaring that the same should forever remain a 
public highway; and also granted to the State certain lands for com¬ 
pleting said road, the surplus, if any, to remain with the State for 
keeping the road in repair: and whereas, the State, in pursuance of 
the above recited act, accepted the grant, and has expended a consi¬ 
derable sum over and above the avails of said lands, in its construction

Mr. McLaughlin presented the petition of members of the first Bap¬ 
tist Church, in Auburn, Richland county, praying an act of incorpora-^ 
tion; which was referred to Mr. McLaughlin, with leave to report 
thereon, by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Smith presented the petition of a committee, on behalf of the 
Trustees of Miami University, praying an appropriation of a part of 
the Surplus Revenue, for the purchase of a Library and Chemical and 
Philosophical apparatus for said University; which was ordered to lie 
upon the table and be printed. 

Mr. Steele presented the petition of German citizens of Ohio, prey¬ 
ing a participation in the benefits of Common Schools; which was re¬ 
ferred to the standing committee on Schools and School Lands. 
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Mr. Allen presented the petition of members of the North Royalton 
Social Library Company, in Cuyahoga county, praying an act of in¬ 
corporation; which was referred to Mr. Allen, with leave to report 
thereon, by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. McLaughlin asked leave to present the petitions of citizens of 
Richland, Knox and Wayne counties, praying the erection of the coun¬ 
ty of Kendall; which was refused, and the petitions withdrawn. 

Mr. Smith presented a petition of Roanna Martin, for a divorce from 
,her husband, Spencer B. Martin; which was referred to the standing 
committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. Hunt, from the select committee, to whom so much of the unfin¬ 
ished business of the last session as relates to a Ship Canal around the 
'Falls of Niagara, was referred, submitted the following report; which 
was ordered to lie upon the table: 

The select committee to whom was referred so much of the unfinished 

business of last session, as relates to the construction of a Ship Ca¬ 
nal around the Falls of Niagara, would respectfully report: 

The practicability of this great national work, does not admit of a 
single doubt; and in whatever light it may be viewed, it is one justly 
entitled to the favorable consideration of the General Government. 
Aside from its advantages to the Union, the interest of the whole wes¬ 
tern States and Territories, is deeply involved in its accomplishment. 
. This Canal, would open a ship and steamboat communication, between 
the immense regions surrounding the western States, and those bor¬ 
dering on the Ontaria and St. Lawrence, and perhaps at no distant 
day, with the city of New York. 

The commercial advantages, to be derived from a communication be¬ 
tween Lake Ontario and the chain of western Lakes, have, in a great 
measure, been secured to the British Government, by the construction 
of the Welland Canal. The enterprizing spirit of that Government 
is not to be satisfied with this connecting link between our inland seas, 
but is evinced by recent demonstrations of an intention to engage in 
a still more extensive system of internal improvement. 

The following applications to the Provincial Parliament, of Upper 
Canada, during the present winter, will exhibit the strong feeling which 
exists on the subject. 

“For a company to construct a Rail road from Toronto, to the wa¬ 
ters of Lake Huron.” 

“For a Rail road from the Detroit river, to the town of Niagara.” 

“For a Rail road from Wellington Square, (at the head of Lake On¬ 
tario) to Goderich, on Lake Huron.” 

“For a company, with power to make a lateral cut, to connect the 
Welland Canal and Niagara river, at its mouth.” 

“For a company to construct a Canal from Grand river, to the river 
Thames; thence to the town of London.” 

“For a company, for the purpose of opening a Ship Navigation, 
through the neck of the Peninsula, between the Lake, and the Bay of 
Toronto.” 

“For a charter to construct a Ship Navigation, from Lake Erie, to 
gome point in the Niagara river, below Fort Erie Rapids.” 

The attention of your committee, has been more particularly drawn 
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to the consideration of the last mentioned plan of improvement. It is 
intended to lessen, in a great degree, the distance by Canal, commu¬ 
nicating between Lake Ontario and Lake Erie. A Ship Canal on the 
American side, would possess very great advantages in^this respect, 
over the nearest possible route on the Canadian shore, and particular¬ 
ly over the Welland Canal, which is forty-one miles in length. From 
the report of N. S. Roberts, Esq. an Engineer, who made a survey of 
the route on the American side, in 1826 ; it appears the whole length 
of the Canal, by way of the village Manchester, is nine miles and 
seventy-three chains, and by way of Gill Creek, and Bloody Run, eight 
miles. It is understood that Capt. W. G. Williams, the United States 
Engineer, will recommend the shortest route. Upon either of the 
foregoing routes, no locks are necessary, from the commencement of 
the Ship Canal, on the Niagara river, two and a half miles above the 
Falls, to Fort Gray, near the village of Lewiston. “Here the locks 
commence, and in a distance one mile and sixty-seven chains, are lo¬ 
cated, 32 locks, of 10 feet lift each, making the total lockage at this 
place, 320 feet, from 8 feet below the level of the water at its com¬ 
mencement, the same distance below the water, at its proposed termi¬ 
nation, in the harbor at Lewiston.” Stone of the best quality, for the 
construction of permanent locks, will be obtained from the cutting in 
the immediate vicinity, and it may be observed, that no sectionof coun¬ 
try is better supplied with all the requisite materials, for the success¬ 
ful completion of such a work. 

The total expense for the construction of this Canal, as estimated by 
Mr. Roberts, is $930,826. The dimensions of the Canal, were calcu¬ 
lated for 36 feet width at the bottom, 60 feet at the water line, and 8 
feetdeep. The proposed dimensions of the locks, were 25 feet wide 
in the chamber, and 120 between the gates. 

Your committee regret that they have not yet been able to obtain 
the recent survey and estimates made by Mr. Williams, as they are 
decidedly of the opinion, that he has recommended the construction 
of a Canal and locks of sufficient capacity, to admit the largest vessels 
to pass, that navigates the Lakes. This appears to be demanded, not 
only by the rapid increase of population, wealth and commerce in the 
west, but by the extraordinary exertions of the British Government, 
to secure an uninterrupted communication between the western Lakes 
and the Ocean, by improving the navigation of the St. Lawrence. 

More than a million and a half dollars have been appropriated for 
the construction of a navigable channel around the rapids of the St. 
Lawrence, and the work is now in progress. When the obstructions 
in that river, shall be overcome, steamboats and vessels navigatingthe 
Ocean, will pass into Lake Ontario, and those drawing eight feet water, 
into Lake Erie. The contemplated improvements around the rapids 
of the St. Lawrence river, are to be on a scale sufficiently large to 
admit the passage of ships of 300 tons burden. The locks are to be 
200 feet in length, 55 in width, with nine feet of water. These im¬ 
portant improvements, will probably be completed in the course of two 
or three years, and they will give to the Canadas, a decided superior¬ 
ity over the United States, in securing the immense commerce of the 
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west. But another consideration of deep interest, is involved in the 
construction of a Ship canal around the rapids of the St. Lawrence; 
and that is, the advantages of which this communication, between the 
Ocean and Lake Ontario, would give to the British Government, if the 
two nations should again assume a beligerent attitude. The improve¬ 
ments contemplated, and in progress, are on a most magnificient scale. 
They are designated to open a safe and uninterrupted ship naviga¬ 
tion, from the Atlantic, to the upper Lakes. It is already ascertaiued, 
that the dimensions of the Welland Canal, are too limited to admit 
vessels of such capacity, as is proposed to pass aronnd the rapids of 
the St. Lawrence. For the purpose of increasing the capacity of this 
Canal, a negociation is now pending between the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment of Upper Canada, and the Welland Canal Company, for the pur¬ 
chase of the Canal. Should this negociation be successful, it is easy 
to foresee that the Welland Canal, would be so enlarged as to admit the 
passage of vessels of 300 tons burthen. In that event, who would 
monopolize the trade and commerce of the west? What flag would 
be seen floating at Buffalo, Cleveland, Detroit, and Chicago? It would 
not be the star spangled banner! This must be apparent, from the 
inequality that now exists between British and American commerce on 
the Ontario and St. Lawrence. In 1833, more than thirty British 
steamboats were in constant and profitable employment on those waters, 
while the Americans had only three . 

Your committee deem it unnecessary to enter minutely into an ex¬ 
amination of the great commercial advantages to be derived from the 
construction of a Ship Canal, around the Falls of the Niagara. The 
importance of connecting the chain of western Lakes, with the Onta¬ 
rio and St. Lawrence, are too obvious to require argument. The ex¬ 
perience of the last ten or fifteen years, has demonstrated the superi¬ 
ority of natural water communication, over that of Canals. It is 
found, that Lake and River transportation is, from two to three hun¬ 
dred percent, cheaper, than by Canals at the present low rates of toll. 
Wheat can be carried from Troy to New York, for three cents per 
bushel, while the cost of transportation, the same distance on the Ca¬ 
nal, would not be less than nine or ten cents. The same inequality in the 
cost of transportation, will be found to exist upon all the Lakes and 
rivers, that admit of ship or steamboat navigation. 

Your committee are fully aware that this improvement, aside from 
the commercial advantages it will confer on the western States ami 
Territories, is a work of a national character, and one in which the in¬ 
terest of the Union is deeply involved. » 

A period may arrive, when a free navigable communication between 
the Lakes, by means of a Ship C mal on the American side of the Falls 
of Niagara, will be essentially important, if not indispensible to the 
national defence. In the event of a war with Great Britain, such a 
channel of communication, would be necessary to the protection of our 
extended frontier along the Lakes and the St. Lawrence. When the 
works now in progress, in Upper and Lower Canada, shall be complet¬ 
ed, vessels will pass from the Atlantic to the Lakes, thereby rendering 
it impossible to make any successful defence against the enemy P 06 ' 
sessed of every means of increasing its strength, to any desirable cx- 
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tent. The Committee, therefore, believing this'work, one of great fia* 
tional importance, recommend fbr adoption, the following resolutions: 

Resolved , by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That the con¬ 
struction of a Ship Canal around the Falls of Niagara, should be re* 
garded as a national work, giving security to our commercial inter¬ 
course with foreign powers, and necessary as an effectual means of 
national defence. 

Resolved , That the interest of Ohio, as a member of the Union, is 
deeply involved in the construction of a navigable communication, 
between Lake Erie and Lake Ontario, and that his Excellency the 
Governor, be authorized to transmit to the Ohio delegation in Congress, 
copies of the foregoing report and resolution, recommending their co¬ 
operation in obtaining an appropriation, for the construction of a Ship 
Canal around the Falls of Niagara. 

Mr. McLaughlin, from the select committee, to jvhom petitions on 
that subject were referred, reported a bill to incorporate the First Bap¬ 
tist Churchof Auburn, in the county of Richland; which was read the 
first time. 

The following bills were read a second time, committed to a commit¬ 
tee of the whole Senate, and made the order of the day for this day: 

A bill to incorporate the Still Fork of Sandy Navigation Company; 

A bill to lay out and establish a State road in the counties of Allen 
and Putnam;

A bill to incorporate the town of Harmer, in the county ©f Wash¬ 
ington. 

The Speaker laid before the Senate a report of the Board of Public 
Works, on the subject of a side cut from the Ohio Canal to Piketon, in 
obedience to a resolution of the Senate; which was ordered to lie upon 
the table.

In obedience to a resolution of the Senate, of December 22, 1836, re¬ 
quiring the Board of Public Works to report to the Senate, at a u 
early a day as practicable, their opinion as to the “ utility ” and u ex- 
pediency ” of constructing a i( side cut ” or navigable communication 
from the Ohio Canal to the Scioto river, near the town of Piketon, 
the Board beg leave to leport: 

That the only knowledge they have on the subject, has been com¬ 
municated to the. Senate at their last session, by the late Board of Ca¬ 
nal Commissioners, which will be found in the Senate Journal, page 
491. The probable expense of the work, is there set out, and which 
this Board have no doubt, is as near correct as any estimate they could 
now make, except that the general rise of the price of labor and pro- ^ 
visions* since making the report, would cause a corresponding advance 
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in the cost of {he work, if now undertaken. As to the u utility” and 
“expediency” of the work, the Board would say that they have no 
doubt it would be useful to some portion of the community, but wheth¬ 
er to an extent sufficient to justify them in saying that it would be 
“expedient” for the State now to undertake the work, the Board have 
no data on which they can well form an opinion.

The Speaker laid before the Senate a report of the Board of Public 
Works, on the subject of certain surveys; which was ordered to He upon 
the table, to wit: 

To the Honorable, 

The Senate of Ohio : 

In obedience to a resolution of the Senate of Dec. 14, 1836, “That 
the Board of Public Works be, and they are hereby required to com¬ 
municate to the Senate at as early a day as practicable, any informa¬ 
tion, they or either of them, may possess on the following points, to 
wit: 

First, Whether it is, or is not practicable to extend a continuation 
of the Mohican and Walhonding canal up the valley of the Black 
Fork of Mohican, and if so, how far? 

Second , And if extended and completed would, or would not the 
tolls on the Ohio canal be thereby greatly increased, and if increased, 
to what probable amount annually, northerly or southerly of the 
junction? 

Third , Would or would not the revenues arising from the water 
rents be considerable, and, if so, what would be the probable annual 
value of such increased hydraulic power? 

Fourth , Should said canal be completed within two years from this 
time, what would be the probable amount of increased tolls and wa¬ 
ter rents on the Ohio canal, arising from the increase revenues at the 
time the canal loans become due? 

Fifth , What would be the probable expense of making said canal, 
and when made, would or would it not add to the advantage, &c. of the 
State at large &c.” The Board of Public Works would summit the 
following: 

In answer to the first interrogatory, they would say that they find 
by a report made to the General Assembly, by the late Board of 
Canal Commissioners of Feb. 1836, that an examination has been 
made under the direction of said Board, by Mr. A. E- Hathaw, of the 
Mohican, as far up as the mouth of the Rocky fork, a distance of39i 
miles. It will be seen by that report, that the ascent in that distance 
is 224| feet, and the estimated cost $342,540. From the estimate of 
the cost, this Board would say that it is not only practicable, but that 
1850; what the business of the canal or either the main line or any 
of its branches will then be, must of necessity be entirely conjectural. 
9 But, if the improvement and business of the country continue to in- 
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crease in a ratio proportionate to what we have all witnessed for sev¬ 
eral years past, it is not unreasonable to suppose that at that period it 
will increase to an amount at least equal to the interest on the cost on 
the improvement. 

Fifth , An examination and survey by a competent Engineer, is in 
all cases necessary before an estimate of expense can be made on any 
line of canal. If the estimate made by Mr. A. E. Hathaw, as stated 
in the report of the late Board of Canal Commissioners, referred to, 
is correct, of that part which he examined, it will form a reasonable 
data, from which to estimate the balance of the line, and assuming 
the data above mentioned, and setting down the distance from the 
mouth of the Rocky fork to Truxville at a Jittle more than 25 miles, 
its cost would be less than an average of works of the kind. From 
the Rocky fork no survey has ever been made, to ascertain the ascent 
of the stream, the difficulties that present themselves to the contem¬ 
plated improvement, nor the supply of water that could be relied upon 
to feed a canal; and the Board are aware that until a scientific exami¬ 
nation is made, any opinion formed must be entirely con jectural. But, 
by the knowledge professed by some of the Board, of the valley of 
the Black fork of the Mohican, they apprehend that no serious diffi¬ 
culty would be encountered in extending a canal up the valley of said 
creek, to the village of Truxville, a distance of from the mouth of' 
Rocky fork of about 25 miles. 

Second, That every extension of the canal into populous and fer¬ 
tile districts, will tend to increas the tolls of the principal line, is a 
proposition too clear to admit of any doubt. The region of country 
from the mouth of the Mohican to Truxville, is surpassed by few dis¬ 
tricts in the State, infertility of soil; contains a dense population, 
which is rapid increasing, and is among the finest wheat growing re¬ 
gions of the state; and assuming it as a fact that the importation and 
consumption of foreign goods, bears a near proportion to the produc¬ 
tion and exportation of fruits of the soil, there can be no doubt that 
the business on said extended canal would be very considerable, both 
north and south of the junction with the main line. But without fur 
ther data than is now in possession of the Board, it is impossible to 
state any given amount with a hope that it would approximate cor¬ 
rectness. 

Third , The continuation alluded to in the resolution of the Senate, 
would certainly create a considerable amount of hydraulic power, and 
that, in a region where the natural flow of the streams does not furnish 
it in abundance; from which latter circumstance, we may reasonably 
suppose that any amount created by the State, would be disposed of 
at an early period after its creation, and at prices advantageous to the 
State, and would form a handsome item of revenue. 

In answer to the fourth interrogatory, the Board would say, that the 
larger proportion of the canal loans are redeemable by the State in 
the expense of the line from the mouth of Mohican to Truxville, may 
be placed at $555,290. It is proper for the Board to state here, that 
if the present high prices, both of labor andprovisions, should continue, 
25 per cent, on the above estimate might be added. That the sup- 
15—S. 
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posed improvement would be highly beneficial to the region'of coun¬ 
try, through which it would pass, the Board cannot doubt; and they 
are equally clear in the opinion that what contributes largely to the 
benefit of any considerable proportion of the State, must be advanta¬ 
geous to the State at large, in a greater or less degree.

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Mr. Smith, from the standing committee on the Judiciary, submit* 
ted the following repost: which was ordered to lie upon the table. 

The standing committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred a 
resolution directing them u to enquire into the expediency of allowing 
Juries before Justices of the Peace in civil cases, where either of the 
parties request it;” have examined that subject and report: 

That they deem any great and important inovation upon long estab¬ 
lished modes of administering the laws of the State unwise and inex¬ 
pedient; unless experience has clearly shown the existence of defects, 
and suggested some adequate remedy. It is believed that ever since 
the organization of the State Government, that portion of the judicial 
power, which by the Constitution and Laws of the State is vested in 
Justices of the Peace, has been exercised by those officers without the 
aid of a jury. Repeated attempts have been made at various sessions 
of the Legislature to effect a change in the mode of determining ques¬ 
tions of fact, in the trial of causes before Justices of the Peace, by the 
substitution of a jury; these attempts have uniformly proved unsuc¬ 
cessful. In the opinion of your committee, the result of these attempts 
demonstrates the fact, that the great mass of the community are satis¬ 
fied with the system as it is, and perceive no necessity of a change.— 
The habits of life, business and occupation of Justices of the Peace, 
eminently qualify them for investigating and determining those ques¬ 
tions of fact, usually in controversy in their courts, and in general your 
committee believe they are as correctly and as satisfactorily determin¬ 
ed, as if a jury of twelve men had been impannelled and sworn to try 
the issue; next to the importance of determining a cause correctly, is 
the conviction of the parties that justice has been impartially and cor¬ 
rectly administered. Your "committee believe, that the remedy pro¬ 
posed, would not tend to secure more perfectly either of these objects. 
The substitution of Juries, would greatly increase the costs and ex¬ 
penses of litigation, already sufficiently onerous; the feelings and pas¬ 
sions of parties litigant, would become enlisted, and causes would be 
prosecuted and defended, more for the sake of triumph than to arrive 
at the truth and obtain justice. Jurors would be called too frequently 
from more important aVocations, to administer to the litigious disposi¬ 
tion of suitors, in determining questions, about which there would be 
little or no doubt; and the sum in controversy trifling in amount. 

As our judicial system is now constituted, there are few cases 
which come before Justices of the Peace, where an appeal is not al¬ 
lowed to the Court of Common Pleas. If either party be dissatisfied 
with the decision of the Justice, by appealing to the Court of Com¬ 
mon Pleas, the right of a trial by jury is secured. Your committee 
do not believe that the number of appeals would be diminished,by al¬ 
lowing a jury before the Justice originally. They are of opinion that 
the measure proposed would be inexpedient, and recommend that the 
resolution be indefinitely postponed.

Several purchases have already been made by the State, under 
that agreement, and other opportunities are now offered, which it is 
important for the speedy use of the water, and the best interests of the 
State to embrace; but the fund heretofore appropriated bylaw for that 
purpose, is exhausted, and no further purchases can be made without 
Legislative authority. The present urgency is occasioned by the fact 
that a proprietor of two lots necessary for hydraulic sites, is now in 
this city, prepared to make a conveyance on terms which the Board are 
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willing to accept, and the understanding that the Governor will leave 
the Capitol in a few days, who, it will be seen, by reference to the act 
of February 7, 1826, creating the fund for the purchase of real estate, 
&c. is to sanction all purchases of this kind, before they can be consum¬ 
mated by the Board.

Schools and Colleges, or which precludes the reception or makes any 
distinction or gives any preference whatever, to the reception of schol¬ 
ars or-students of any grade into such institutions, be, and the same is 
hereby repealed; when the same was taken and lost.

“ Resolved , That the Directors or Warden of the Penitentiary be 
requested to furnish, for the information of the General Assembly, 
copies of all contracts entered into for the labor of prisoners in me¬ 
chanical or manufacturing operations; and also, the number of prison¬ 
ers employed under those contracts in each branch of business.” 

The following copy of a contract for manufacturing in the prison, 
it respectfully submitted in obedience to the above resolution of the 
Senate; 

This agreement made this tenth day of June, A. D. 1835, by and 
between Nathaniel Medbery, as Warden of the Ohio Penitentiary, of 
the one part, and Peter Hayden, Richard Hasbuck and William J. 
Buck, under the firm of P. Hayden & Co., of the other part, witnesseth: 
That the said Nathaniel Medbery, as Warden, as aforesaid, for, and 
on behalf of the State of Ohio, covenants and agrees to hire and let 
to ihe said P. Hayward & Co., for the term of five years, from the 
first day of October next, the labor and services of such a number of 
convicts in said Ohio Penitentiary as the said P. Hayden & Co. may 
desire, not exceeding one hundred, to be employed by the said P. 
Hayden & Co. in the business of saddle-tree and harness making, 
coach and harness plating, and plating generally, and saddlery and 
such business as has an immediate connexion therewith; said convicts 
to be such as are generally denominated able bodied men;and the said 
Warden further agrees to furnish within the prison walls, sufficient 
shop room for carrying on said business and working said convicts to 
advantage, shop benches and ware-room, or storage for the raw ma¬ 
terials and manufactured articles. And the said Warden further 
agrees, that ihe said P. Hayden & Co. shall have the privilege of go¬ 
ing to and from said shops at all proper times, to instruct said convicts 
in said trade and business, and to carry in and out materials and 
manufactured articles, or they may employ not exceeding five suita¬ 
ble persons to do the same, they being, while in said shop and prison, 
subject to all the rules and regulations established by the Directors 
and Warden of the said Penitentiary; and said Warden further agrees

to keep said convicts so hired to the said P. Hayden & Co., under good 
discipline at the expense of said State. 

And the said P. Hayden & Co. on their part, hereby covenant and 
agree to employ said convicts from and after the said first day of Oc¬ 
tober next—commencing with not less than six in number, and gradu¬ 
ally increasing the number, so that it shall at least amount to fifty at 
the end of the first year, and continue said convicts in their employ 
for the term of five years, as aforesaid; and that they will allow and 
pay for the labor and services of said convicts, to said Warden or his 
successor in office, at the following rates, to wit: For those who are 
first rate workmen at blacksmithing, not more than one to each fire, 
40c. per day, each, or for indifferent workmen, 30c per day, each; for 
one hand to each fire to blow and strike, 25c. per day, each, for the 
first year, and 30c. per day, each, thereafter; for those who are me¬ 
chanics—such as coopers, joiners, millwrights, or whitesmiths, 25c. 
per day, each, for the first year, and 30c. per day, each, thereafter; 
for such as are raw hands, not mechanics, 20c. each, per day for the 
first year, 25c. each, per day for the second year, and 30c. per day, 
each, thereafter; no charge to be made for such time as a convict may 
be disabled by sickness, from performing his ordinary labor, but 
whenever, at any time after any of said convicts shall be so taken 
into the employ of the said P. Hayden & Co., they shall be unemploy¬ 
ed for want of materials to work upon, tools to work with, or for want 
of the necessary instruction in their business, the said P. Hayden & 
Co. to be charged and to pay at the same rate as though said convicts 
were constantly employed. And it is mutually understood and agreed 
by and between said parties, that all tools and implements are to be 
provided by and at the expense of said P. Hayden & Co., the shops 
to be suitably warmed at the expense of the State, and a uniform 
credit of three months for the hire of said convicts to be given to the 
said P. Hayden & Co., with this exception: that on the first day of 
December in each year, payment to be made in full up to that time. 
And it is further mutually understood and agreed by said parties, that 
this contract shall not be assignable by said P. Hayden & Co. with¬ 
out the consent of said Warden or his successors in office; and that, 
in cisc the practice of hiring out the labor of the convicts in said 
Penitentiary should be continued, this contract may be extended, from 
time to time, beyond the termination of the first five years at the op¬ 
tion of the said P. Hayden & Co., they giving one year previous no¬ 
tice of such option, but not for a longer period than five years at any 
one time; and the said Warden of said Penitentiary being at liberty; 
upon such extension of the contract, to raise the price or per diem 
compensation for the hire of such convicts, to such rates as will equal 
the average of the prices for which other convicts shall then be hired 
at to other contractors, but not higher; and during the time that the 
business aforesaid shall be carried on within said prison by the s&id 
P. Hayden & Co., under this contract or any extension thereof, the 
same branches of business are not to be carried on within said prison 
by said Warden on behalf of the State nor by other contractors: and

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it is also agreed, that in case the State shall furnish a steam engine 
for said prison, and shall allow said P. Hayden & Co. the use of said 
engine, or a portion of the power thereof, then said P. Hayden & Co. 
shall pay for the use thereof at the rate of 50c. per day for a five 
horse power, and an additional 10c. per day for additional horse 
power wanted and used, and to furnish fuel equal to the power used, 
and defray a proportionate part of the hire of a fireman; and if the 
State shall not furnish an engine, then said P. Hayden & Co. to be al¬ 
lowed to put in one at their own expense, and for their own use in 
said business.

ment to the contract for the labor of convicts in the Ohio Penitentiary, 
entered into by the said same parties on the 10th day of June, A. D.

ed to two hundred (200) and that the manufacturing of socks, and 
shovels, f and men’s silk hats, shall be embraced as additional branches of 
business to those specified in the contract to which this is a supple¬ 
ment, that the said P. Hayden & Co. may be authorized to carry on in 
said prison, and with the labor of convicts. The said Warden agrees 
to furnish (provided such a number of men shall be in the prison,) 
and the said P. Hayden & Co. agree to employ the men as follows: 
To have eiro oved by the first of December, 1836, one hundred; by 
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the first day of December, 1837, one hundred and fifty, and two 
hundred within one year from the last date, but this shall not be con¬ 
strued to prevent the said P. Hayden & Co. from taking on and em¬ 
ploying the men faster, in order that the whole number may be earlier 
employed; provided, in the opinion of the said Warden or his succes¬ 
sor in office, the same can be done without prejudice to the interests of 
the State. The price that the said P. Hayden & Co. agree to pay for 
all the men that may be in their employ, from and after the first day 
of October, A. D. 1836, are as follows, to wit: For mechanics un¬ 
derstanding either of the branches of business that may be carried 
on under this or the other agreement to which this is a supplement, 
forty cents per day, (this is understood to include blacksmiths,) for 
mechanics in other branches, whose skill render them more useful 
than raw hands, thirty cents per day for the first year, and thirty- 
three cents per day, each, thereafter; for raw hands, twenty-five 
cents per day for the first year, thirty cents for the second year, and 
thirty-three cents, each, for all time thereafter; that from and after 
the first day of October, 1836, as aforesaid, the per diem compensa¬ 
tion for all of the men shall be reckoned and paid for at the prices as 
above specified, and the same as if this had been the original contract 
under which the work had been commenced, and as if no other con¬ 
tract had ever existed. This contract to extend for five years from 
and after the first day of October, A. D. 1836, at which time this takes* 
effect. It is further understood, that if the said P. Hayden & Co 
shall desire it, the number of men may, f rom time to time, be indefi¬ 
nitely extended and increased beyond the maximum herein specified; 
provided, that in the opinion of the Warden or his successor, the 
same can be done without detriment to the interest of the State. The 
rules for the government of the parties and the preference given the 
said P. Hayden_& Co. for extending the contract beyond the time spe¬ 
cified, and all other matters not particularly referred to in this, to re¬ 
main the same as specified in the said contract to which this is a sup¬ 
plement.

There are at present employed under the foregoing arrangement, 
98 men; of this number, there are employed at manufacturing saddle¬ 
trees, 70. The balance of the men, excepting such as are on the 
invalid list, are employed at manufacturing coach lace, and at making 
looms for that object. 

The above is the only contract (supposed to come within the mean¬ 
ing of the resolution,) for the employment of convicts. There is a 
verbal understanding with the Directors of the Lunatic Asylum for 
the employment of prisoners for the time being, under which arrange¬ 
ment, there are at present 37 employed at cutting stone, and 3 at 
joiner work, with a view to the erection of said institution; and also, 
a similar temporary arrangement, for the labor of a portion of the 
shoemakers, with Messrs. Work & Co., under which, about thirteen 
are now daily employed.

Mr. Smith, from the standing committee on the Judiciary, made the 
following report; which was ordered to lie upon the table: 

The standing committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred the 
memorial of sundry citizens of the county of Clermont, praying the 
Legislature “to take under consideration, the subject of regulating 
in a more just and effectual manner, the proof and trial in cases of 
fugitive slaves,” report: 

The memorialists, who are a numerous body of respectable citizens 
of the county of Clermont, represent that the enforcement of the act 
of Congress, passed the 12th of February, 1793, upon the subject of 
persons escaping from the service of their masters, “is a source ofin- 
discribable mental and physical suffering, to its immediate victims, 
and of painful sympathy and regret, to the humane and patriotic citi¬ 
zen, who may be compelled to witness the spectacle.” 

They complain that by virtue of the provisionsof that law, “a man 
may by the warrant of a single Justice of the Peace, be consigned to 
interminable slavery , no matter how much the decision may have been 
influenced by interest, by ignorance, partiality, or prejudice:”and they 
ask of the Legislature the passage of a law, by which the persons 
contemplated in the constitution of the United States, and law of Con¬ 
gress above referred to, shall be entitled to the right of appeal, and 
the benefit of our higher courts. They also urge the “importance of 
taking out of the hands of Justices of the Peace, and city Magistrates, 
the ability to execute a power so great, and one so liable to be abused 
and perverted to the worst of purposes, and the placeing it in the hands 
of our higher judicial officers.” These views and opinions are urged 
and sustained by various arguments. 

Your committee have endeavored to give that consideration to these 
representations, and the arguments urged in their support, which the 
importance of the subject, and the respectability of the memoralists, 
seemed to demand. Your committee are aware that the topics dis¬ 
cussed in the memorial are of a delicate character. Unfortunately 
for the cause of humanity, there has, for some years past, existed in 
the public mind, a degree of sensitiveness upon this subject, wholely 
unknown at any former period in the history of Ohio. This is neither 
the time, nor the place, to discuss the question as to the cause of this 
excitement, or who are responsible for the consequences: it exists, and 
its power and intensity are much to be regretted. 

For that system of domestic slavery, prevalent in the southern 
States of the Union, Ohio has no community of feeling. It is here 
considered as a great evil, both moral and political; one fraught with 
more portentious consequences to our existence as a nation, than any 
other. The constitution of our common country, however, recogni¬ 
zes the existence of this feature in our social system, and the relation 
of master and servant. Ohio became a constituent member of the 
Union, with a full knowledge of the fact. Slavery was entailed upon 
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our country, during our colonial state; it existed at the formation of 
the constitution; it is a stain upon our national escutcheon, which the 
existing government did not create, and for which the present genera¬ 
tion are perhaps not responsible. 

The formation of the constitution of the United States, was the re¬ 
sult of compromise: jarring interests, and conflicting claims were to 
be reconciled. Those States in which slavery existed, would not con¬ 
sent to the adoption of the constitution, without a provision authoriz¬ 
ing them to reclaim their slaves, who should escape from the service 
of their masters, and be found in a State where that relation did not 
exist. Hence, it was provided in the third clause of the second sec¬ 
tion of the fourth article of the constitution of the United States, that 
“no person held to service or labor in one State, under the laws there¬ 
of, escaping into another, shall, in consequence of any law or regula¬ 
tion therein, be discharged from such service or labor; but shall be 
delivered up on claim of the party, to whom such service or labor 
maybe due.” Whatever may be our individual opinions as to the 
question of slavery, we hold it to be our duty as citizens of Ohio, as 
long as the constitution remains unaltered, to adhere with the most 
rigid fidelity to this, as well as every other provision of that hallowed 
instrument. In these times of turmoil and excitement, nothing will 
tend more to our political safety, than mutual forbearance, and an un¬ 
wavering determination in every member of the Union, to respect 
the constitutional rights of its fellow members, and preserve with strict 
fidelity, the principles of compromise on which the constitution was 
formed. 

Pursuant to the clause of the constitution to which reference has 
been had, Congress, on the 12th day of February, 1793, passed an act 
entitled “An act respecting fugitives from justice, and persons escap¬ 
ing from the service of their masters,” by the third section of which 
it is provided, “that when a person held to labor in any of the United 
States, or in either of the territories on the north-west or south of the 
river Ohio, under the laws thereof, shall escape into any other of the 
said States or territory, the person to whom such labor or service may 
be due, his agent or attorney, is hereby empowered to seize or arrest 
such fugitives from labor, and to take him or her before any judge of 
the circuit or district courts of the United States, residing or being 
within the State, or before any magistrate of a county, city or town 
corporate, wherein such seizure or arrest shall be made; and upon 
proof to the satisfaction of such judge or magistaate, either by oral 
testimony or affidavit, taken before and certified by a magistrate of 
any such State or territory, that the person so seized or arrested, doth 
under the laws of the State or territory from which he or she fled, 
owe service or labor to the person claiming him or her, it shall be the 
duty of such judge or magistrate, to give a certificate thereof to such 
claimant, his agent or attorney, which shall be sufficient warrant for 
removing the said fugitive from labor, to the State or territory from 
which he or she fled.” 

Your committee are of the opinion that the power of legislating 
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upon this subject, was conferred upon Congress, that the general pro* 
visions of that act were made in pursuance of the conititution, and 
constitute a part of the supreme law of the land. It is true, that it 
may well be doubted, whether Congress under the constitution, can 
confer any judicial power upon a State officer: and should such power 
be attempted to be conferreJ, your committee are of the opinion, that 
such officer might at his discretion, decline its exercise; and that the 
State of which he is an officer, might by legislative enactment, prohib¬ 
it its exercise. As Congress, however, have deemed it expedient to 
vest in the judicial officers of the State, where the claim is preferred, 
jurisdiction in this matter, it seems to your committee, that it would 
be alike unwise, uncourteous, and impolitic, for the Legislature to pro 
hibit its exercise; unless the reason for a proceeding of that kind, was 
exceedingly weighty. It would produce relations apparently unfriend¬ 
ly, between the General and State Governments; a state of things, 
always to be deprecated. The consequence would be the vesting of 
the jurisdiction in matters of this kind, exclusively in the officers of 
the General Government. This, your committee believe, would be 
productive of great difficulty and inconvenience, not only to the claim¬ 
ant, but also to the person sought to be reclaimed. The remote dis¬ 
tance at which these officers must reside from various sections of 
the State, would render it much easier for evil disposed persons, to 
kidnap the negro or mulatto, and take him beyond the limits of the 
State, without any judicial investigation, than under our existing regu¬ 
lations: and it is not difficult to perceive, that in a majority of cases it 
would be utterly impossible for the alledged fugitive to procure the 
attendance of witnesses to prove his freedom, at such a distance from 
his residence. 

In reference to that part of the memorial, which prays for the al¬ 
lowance of an appeal from the inferior magistrates to the higher 
courts in these cases, your committee would remark, that they are 
aware of the value of the right of appeal; and were they satisfied of 
the existence of the power in the Legislature, to authorize a review 
of the proceedings before the inferior tribunal under proper restric¬ 
tions, it might be difficult to prove its inexpediency. But they believe 
that under the law of Congress, exclusive cognizance of the matter 
is given to the officers therein enumerated, and that no appeal is con¬ 
templated, or appellate jurisdiction conferred. An attempt of a State 
Legislature to confer this power, they would deem improper, and* 
therefore, unwise and inexpedient. 

The second object of the memorialists, that is, taking out of the 
hands of Justices of the Peace, and city magistrates, the ability to. 
exercise this power, has already been virtually anticipated. Your 
committee are not aware of any flagrant abuse of the powers confer¬ 
red by the act of Congress upon justices, and city magistrates, and it 
would be a source of extreme regret, if they were forced to the con^ 
elusion, that any of their decisions had been influenced by “interest, 
ignorance, partiality, or prejudice.” They hope, for the honor and 
credit of the judicial officers of the State, there is no foundation for 
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such an imputation. Unless, then, the reasons for an alteration in our 
laws, conformably to the prayer of the memorialists, are urgent and 
imperious, your committee would deem it inexpedient at this time, 
when excitement is already ripe, when the feelings of the slavehold¬ 
ing, and anti-slaveholding States are arrayed against each other, any 
further to fan the flame, orcontributetothe existing excitement. Let 
it be our task, to pour oil upon the troubled waters, and restore that 
comity and kind feeling which should characterise the intercourse be¬ 
tween sister States. If Judges of the Supreme Court and Presidents 
of the Courts of Common Pleas, were the only judicial officers of the 
State, authorised to adjudicate upon these cases, many of the inconve- 
niencies and hardships before alluded to, would exist: and whatever 
may be the merits, respectability and integrity of Associate Judges in 
general, they are not usually technical lawyers. In relation to city 
magistrates, your committee would remark, that they consider their 
jurisdiction in these cases, to have been virtually vested by the second 
section of the u Act to prevent kidnapping,” which provides “ That no 
person or persons : hall in any manner attempt to carry out of this 
State, or knowingly be aiding in carrying out of this State, any black 
or mulatto person, without first taking such black or mulatto person, 
before some Judge or Justice of the Peace , in the county where such 
black or mulatto person was taken, and there agreeably to the laws of 
the United States, establish by proof his or their property, in such 
black or mulatto person.” Your committee are desirous that not only 
every citizen of the State, but that every black and mulatto person,, 
may be protected in those rights which are guaranteed by law; but 
under our existing laws, administered by honest and intelligentofficers, 
and with the habitual reverence of our community for order and law, 
with the benefit of the writ of habeas corpus ; we think there is a safe 
guarantee that the rights of the humblest individual, will be protected. 
Under these considerations, your committee believe it would at this 
time be inexpedient to legislate upon thissubject, and ask to be dis¬ 
charged from the further consideration thereof. 

Mr. Cox, from the select committee, to whom petitions on that sub¬ 
ject were referred, reported a bill to amend an act to authorize the 
President, Recorder and Trustees of the town of Zanesville, to borrow 
money for purposes therein specified; which was read the first time. 

Mr. Patterson, from the select committee, to whom was re-commit¬ 
ted the bill to amend the several acts in relation to blacks and mulat- 
toes, reported the same back without amendment; when the bill was 
ordered to lie upon the table. 

Mr. King, from the joint select committee, to whom was referred the 
report of the Commissioners appointed to collect information in rela¬ 
tion to the education of the Blind,submitted thefollowing report,which 
was ordered to lie upon the table: 

The joint select committee, to which was referred “TKe Report of 
the Trustees appointed by the last General Assembly, to collect infor¬ 
mation respecting the education of the Blind;” having carefully exam¬ 
ined and considered the same, respectfully report; 
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That notwithstaning the limited time and inadequate means possess¬ 
ed by the Trustees, of acquiring information from the various coun¬ 
ties in the State, in relation to the number and condition of the Blind; 
it appears they have procured partial returns from most of them, a- 
mounting in all to nearly three hundred. Of this number about two 
thirds are at present nearly dependent upon either private or public 
benevolence for their support. From the disparity which appears in 
the numbers returned from the central counties, compared with those 
more remote, there can be but little reason to doubt that the whole num¬ 
ber within the State will exceed five hundred. Your committee deem 
it unnecessary to go into an inquiry as to duty or propriety of permit¬ 
ting this unfortunate class of the community to participate in the com 
mon funds of the State, which have been or may hereafter be appropra 
ed to the purposes of education, or of making such an application of a 
portion of it, as will render it available to them. On this subject they 
have already been anticipated by the Trustees in the satisfactory re¬ 
port which they have presented to the Legislature. They therefore 
ask leave to report a bill to effect that object. 

The bill making provision for the education of the Blind, was read 
the first time. 

Mr. Allen, from the select committee, to whom was referred the me¬ 
morial of the Cleveland and Warren Rail Road Company, for a loan 
from the Surplus Revenue to aid in the completion of said Rail Road, 
submitted the following report; which was ordered to lie upon the ta¬ 
ble: 

The select committee to whom was referred the memorial of the Di¬ 
rectors of the Cleveland and Warren Rail-road Company, praying 
a loan of three hundred thousand dollars of the surplus revenue, 
depositod with the State, by the General Government, have had the 
same under consideration and now report: 

That in the investigation of the matter submitted to them, without 
intending to encroach upon the jurisdiction of the committee to whom 
the subject of the disposition of the surplus so received was confided, 
they have been compelled incidentally to allude to it, the particular 
proposition referred to the committee in relation to a part of it, proba¬ 
bly involving in its results, the disposition of the whole. 

The receipt of so large a sum of money, as our distributive share 
must be, applied in almost any way, would be highly advantageous to 
a community like ours, in which the active moneyed capital is so dis¬ 
proportionate to the wants of business and to the value of its real pro¬ 
perty. ‘ Charged as the General Assembly is, with the management 
of this fufid, and bound to look by considerations not only of justice, 
but of expediency, to the welfare of every section of the State and 
to every class of her citizens, a proper regard for ourselves, for our 
constituents and for posterity, requires us to act with the best lights 
we can call to our aid and with the deepest solicitude as to the result. 

Without going into an examination of the various propositions pre¬ 
sented to the General Assembly, in doing which, your committee con¬ 
ceive they would travel without their province, they will confine their 
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observations to the particular mode indicated by the memorial under 
consideration. 

Your committee confidently believe that the wealth of the State and 
the prosperity of her people can in no way be so rapidly and securely 
advanced, by the money now at our command, as by the appropriation 
of it in aid of works of internal improvement. By the construction 
of roads and canals, whether done by the State or by individuals, an 
immense additional value, often many times greater in amount than 
the whole cost of the works themselves, is given to property within 
the region of their influence. Give to our citizens the conduits upon 
which they may readily and cheaply transport the products of their 
industry to a market, and they may at no remote day, become the 
richest agricultural people in the world. Besides the ample returns of 
our fertile fields, it will be recollected that coal and iron exist in ma¬ 
ny regions of the State, and to a degree adequate to the supply of the 
continent. These are now valuable or not according to the ease or difli- 
i culty with which they may be transported to the consumers, and the 
^ same remark may be applied, with diminished force, however, to ma¬ 
ny of the productions of the farmer and mechanic. 

If the surplus be lent to individuals for ordinary purposes, or if it 
be invested in Bank stock,great advantages would unquestionably flow 
from it, and through the latter medium, dividends much above the usual 
rate of interest would probably be received, and therefore, a greater 
apparent benefit would result to the people, yet, in the mode indicated 
by your committee, it is believed the advantages, though less obvious 
to the superficial observer, would be much greater. 

With canals and rail roads, we should attract men and money from 
abroad, to participate with our own citizens in the benefits issuing from 
them, and in that way, add greatly and rapidly to our population and 
^ property. These, however, are but trivial considerations, compared 
with others connected with the perpetuity and stability of our politi¬ 
cal institutions, a bare allusion to which must be sufficient. 

Capital can readily be brought within our limits, by granting Bank 
charters, because the hazard is slight and the returns liberal. P\ot so 
with rail road and canal stocks, the dividends whereon may be large 
or may be nothing. These demand the fostering countenance of the 
the Government, while those can take care of themselves, as our do¬ 
mestic history, for the last ten years, conclusively evinces. 

if the money be applied as herein suggested, shall it be done by the 
State in her sovereign capacity, or by lending it to incorporated com¬ 
panies, or the individual members composing them or such of them as 
may wish it? 

This money belongs to the United States, and is held by us as a de- 
posite merely. Should money ever be wanted by the Government 
beyond the ordinary revenues, and it is fair to presume such will a; 
some day be the case, it clearly will be the interest of the large States 
and of the western States especially, to refund’ this money, rather 
than to pay a direct tax, to supply the wants of the Government—of 
the large States from the inequality of the distribution, it being predi¬ 
cated upon the number of Senators and Representatives instead of the 
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latter only—of the western States, because they are large and because 
the^distribution is upon the basis of the population of 1830, while a 
direct tax would be levied upon the property of their citizens, as it 
might beat the time of the levy. The State of Ohio, with a popula¬ 
tion of perhaps 1,500,000, draws no more of the surplus, than if she 
had remained stationary since 1830, with a population of 940,000. 
Assuming then, that this money is sooner or later to be repaid, it 
should be so appropriated, that those who enjoy the benefit of its ex¬ 
penditure, should exclusively refund it to the State Treasury. 

This cannot be done with any thing like equity, if it be used by the 
State in her own works, as these cannot be so extended, as directly to 
benefit all her citizens, while all would have to contribute to the re¬ 
payment. 

Again, if the State expend on her own works, the amount received 
from Government, that constitutes their full measure, if, however, the 
State loan it to private companies, in the proportion of say one dollar 
to three dollars subscribed and paid by individuals, works to four times 
that measure would be the result. 

Under this aspect of the question, your committee respectfully sub¬ 
mit the following outline of a plan for the distribution, application and 
security of loans tocompanies incorporated for the purposes alluded to. 

Let the Legislature designate such works as may be deemed most 
important to the common welfare, and assign to each its proper share 
of the fund, whenever the Board of Public Works, or commissioners 
appointed for the purpose, shall be satisfied that bona fide subscriptions 
by responsible men, have been made to an amount added to the fund 
so assigned, adequate to the constr uction of the whole work, then let 
the agent of the State, loan to ind l viduals taking the residue of the 
stock, the money so assigned, to be paid to the Treasurer of the com¬ 
pany, so fast as it may be wanted to pay for work actually done; the 
re-payment of which loans shall be secured by a lien on the stock paid 
for by the money loaned, and by a mortage on real estate of the stock¬ 
holders, of at least double the value of the advance, conditioned to 
pay interest annually, at the rate of six per cent, and to pay the prin¬ 
cipal at a remote but certain time, and at all events, whenever the 
Government of the United States may require a return of the depos- 
ite. Let the Canal Fund Commissioners, loan the money to the 
Banks, till wanted by the companies, on the best terms practicable. 

Of the importance of the particular work mentioned in the memo¬ 
rial under consideration, no difference of opinion can exist. It will 
connect Pittsburgh, properly denominated the American Birmingham, 
with Lake Erie, at the most desirable point on that Lake, and will be 
substantially a continuation of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail-road, and 
of the Pennsylvania canal, destined at no distant day, to be the great¬ 
est thorough fares between the Atlantic and western waters. The 
city of Cleveland, it will be seen, is on the most direct route from the 
seaboard to the upper lakes, and being at the northern termination of 
the Ohio canal, it must be the focus at which an immense business is 
to be concentrated. Although but a city of yesterday, it has now a pop¬ 
ulation of about seven thousand, and some idea of its present commer- 
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cial importance, may be inferred from the fact that there were nearly 
4000 arrivals and departures of steamboats and other lake craft in 
the year 1836. 

If any rail-road can be made profitable to the stockholders, the com¬ 
mittee believe the one alluded to must be among the number. 

The directors of this company propose to borrow of the State, three 
hundred thousand dollars, and to secure the re-payment as herein 
before indicated. This sum or the rateable proportion of the surplus 
properly assignable to this company, the committee think, may be lent 
with safety to the State, and with great advantage to her citizens, and 
under this aspect, the committee ask leave to introduce a bill for that 
purpose. 

Mr. Granger, of the committee, dissents from the above report of 
the chairman, Mr. Allen. 

The following bills were severally read the second time, committed 
to a committee of the whole Senate, and made the order of the day for 
this day, to wit: 

A bill to enable husbands of insane women to convey real estate 
freed from the right of dower, on condition; 

A bill to amend the act incorporating the Oberlin Collegiate Insti¬ 
tute; 

A bill to attach certain lots therein named, to the town of Coving¬ 
ton, in Miami county; 

An act to incorporate the Maumee and Indiana Rail Road Company, 
was read a third time and passed. 

Ordered, That the title be as aforesaid, and the concurrence of the 
House be requested, 

Mr. James, from the standing committee on Finance, to whom was 
re-committed a bill to amend the act providing for the increase of the 
Canal Fund by the purchase and sale of real estate, asked and obtain¬ 
ed leave and reported the same back with one amendment, which was 
agreed to, and the bill ordered to its third reading and final passage 
on to-morrow.

On motion of Mr. Patterson, 

The Senate took up the resolution on the table for printing the re¬ 
port of the Auditor of State, on taxes, paid by the several counties, 
amended and agreed to the same. 

Ordered to the House of Representatives for concurrence. 

On motion of Mr. Hunt, 

The Senate took up the report of the select committee on the sub¬ 
ject of a Ship Canal around the Falls of Niagara; when the same was 
re-committed to the committee, who reported it. 

The Speaker presented the report of the Board of Public Works, in 
relation to the claim of Abner Enoch, for damages; when the same 
was ordered to lie upon the table and be printed. 

On motion of Mr. Medary, 

The Senate took up the resolution from the House providing for the 
printing of the report of the select committee on the Surplus Revenue, 
and the report of the standing committee on the Judiciary, in relation 
to the banking powers of the Miami Exporting Company; when the 
same were committed to Messrs. Medary, James and Smith, to report 
thereon. 

Mr. Hunt, pursuant to notice given, asked and obtained leave and in¬ 
troduced a bill to incorporate Maumee city; which was read the first 
time. 

On motion of Mr. James, 

So much of the unfinished business of the last session, as relates to 
laying out a State road from Springfield in Clark county, to Troy in 
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Miami county; was taken up and referred to Mr. James, with leave to 
report thereon, by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Sharp, 

The committee of the whole were discharged from the further con¬ 
sideration of a bill fixing the rates of tolls on the National Road; when 
the same was ordered to lie upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. McMechan, 

The Senate resolved itself into committee of the whole, Mr. Campbell 
in the chair, on a bill to authorize the Clerk of the Court of Common 
Pleas of Cuyahoga county to employ an additional Deputy Clerk, and 
reported the same back without amendment; when the same wasor- 
dered to be engrossed for its third reading and final passage on to-mor¬ 
row. 

The Senate again resolved itself into committee of the whole, Mr. 
Sharp in the chair, on a bill to incorporate the Lorain Silk Company, 
and reported the same back with one amendment, which was agreed to, 
when the bill was further amended and ordered to be engrossed in or¬ 
der to its third reading and final passage on to-morrow. 

Mr. Patterson offered the following resolution, which was consider¬ 
ed and agreed to: 

Resolved , That the Auditor of State be requested to communicate to 
the Senate, at as early a day as practicable, whether any, and if any, 
what amount of taxes has been charged to the Alexandrian Library 
Association, that is now exercising and using banking powers, under 
their act of incorporation. 

A message from the House of Representatives.

The standing committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred a re¬ 
solution of the Senate, directing them “to enquire into the expedien¬ 
cy and propriety of collecting and embodying in one, all the acts 
and parts of acts in relation to the National road, that the same may 
be published in pamphlet form, for the use of the gate keepers, and 
agents thereof,” have examined that subject and respectfully re¬ 
port: 

That they understand the design of the resolution to be,an inquiry 
into the expediency of embodying and publishing in pamphlet form 
a,suitable number of copies of the laws of Ohio, now in force on the 
subject of the National road; and the whole or such parts of those 
which have been repealed; provided a reference to such, be necessary 
in obtaining a complete understanding of the statutes now in force. 

The following statutes of Ohio, your committee believe to be of that 
character : v 

1st—An act entitled “ An act for the preservation and repairs of the 
Hiited States’ road,” passed February 4th, 1831. 

2nd—An act to amend the act entitled “ An act for the preservation 
and repair of the National road,” passed June 14th, 1832. By this 
statute so much of the fourth section of the act thereby amended, as 
provided for the collection of tolls for a distance less than twenty miles, 
was repealed. 

3d—“An act to fix the rate of tolls on the National road,” passed 
March 14th, 1836. The 4th section of this statute, provided “That 
all acts or parts, inconsistent with the provisions of this act, are here¬ 
by repealed.” That so much of the act entitled u An act to amend the 
act entitled an act for the preservation and repair of the National

road” passed June 14th, 1832, as authorizes the laying of gravel on 
said road, be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

4th—“ An act to fix the rates of tolls on the National road,” passed 
at the present session of the General Assembly. This act repeals all 
acts or parts of acts, inconsistent with its provisions, and takes effect 
from and after its passage. 

These several statutes contain important provisions; they cannot 
now be found, without an examination of several volumes of the laws 
of Ohio, and it is believed, that it would be expedient to cause them to 
be published in such form, that a reference thereto, could be had with 
less trouble and examination. 

Your committee, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution: 

Resolved , by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio , That the 
Secretary of State, cause to be prepared and furnished to the State 
Printer, regularly certified copies of the following acts, to wit: 

“An act for the preservation and repair of the United States’ road” 
passed February 4th, 1831; 

“An act to amend the act entitled an act for the preservation and re¬ 
pair of the National road” passed June 14th, 1832; 

“An act to fix the rate of tolls on the National road” passed March 
14th, 1836; and 

“ An act to fix the rate of tolls on the National road” passed at the 
present session of the General Assembly. 

'With suitable marginal notes and references; and that the State 
Printer be directed to print one hundred copies of the same together, 
in pamphlet form, to be distributed under the direction of the Secre¬ 
tary of State, among the gate keepers and agents, on the National 
road.

Among the many kindnesses I have experienced through life, for 
which I have occasion to be, and trust I am, fully grateful; there is 
none which has inspired in my bosom a deeper feeling of obligation, 
or a more fervent and anxious determination to merit it, than the con¬ 
fidence which the honorable body over which you preside has, on two 
several occasions, reposed in me, by selecting me as their second offi¬ 
cer. 

In the discharge of all the varied and complicated duties attendant 
upon that station, 1 have labored with a single purpose to preserve the 
high dignity of the station,—to facilitate the business of the body, 
and preserve with all, without political or personal distinction, a pure 
and unsullied official integrity. To err is human, and I claim no infal¬ 
libility; but if crime does in fact require intention to constitute its of¬ 
fence, I am assured in my own mind, that I am yet innocent of the 
commission of any act, at war with the strictest principle of official 
duty, or official or personal integrity. 

In the course of the debate which transpired in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, qn Saturday evening last, it was distinctly charged upon 
the floor, that, in my official communication to that body, of the 13th 
instant, announcing the concurrence of the Senate in the resolution of 
the House, providing for the election of an United States Senator, I 
transmitted to that body ‘‘a lying messsage ,” that I signed and sent to 
that body, in the name of the Senate, a document which was “false as 
to its facts? and th it, for political purposes, I had practised upon that 
body, in my official capacity, “a piece of legerdemain ;” with much else 
of similar import, which it is unnecessary to detail. 

These charges, it is true, were made under a degree of most feverish 
excitement, and may seek an apology in that fact; yet coming, as they 
did, from gentlemen in their high capacity of Representatives of the 
people, they have received an importance they would not otherwise 
deserve; while they cast an imputation upon myself, which, if true, 
should destroy me with all honorable men. 

But it is not on me alone that these charges fall, nor me alone they 
implicate; they rest in a great degree upon the Senate, whose offi 
cer I am; and require at the hands of that body, an investigation of 
their truth or falsity, and if found true, the further duty of dismissing 
from their service an unworthy officer. 

Conscious, as I am, of the perfect integrity of my conduct, in the 
discharge of all my official duties, I feel anxious to put myself upon 
that investigation, as well as to answer to the Senate for any and all 
my official acts. If they shall be found worthy and correct, I shall 
be more than repaid in the continued confidence of that body; if other¬ 
wise, I cannot hesitate to retire from the situation, which I should feel, 
26—S 
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upon a conviction under these charges, I had disgraced, and permit the 
Senate to choose another in my stead. 

Deeply impressed with this duty, alike to myself and to the Senate, 
1 throw my character and my official conduct upon the ordeal of an in¬ 
vestigation; and, as an officer of that body, acting under the solemnity 
of an oath, and charged with much of its responsibility, its dignity and 
its character, as well as entrusted almost wholly with the correct pre¬ 
servation of its acts; I earnestly request an examination into the truth 
of the charges preferred against me; affecting, as they do, alike my 
personal character, and, what is of much more importance, the high 
character of the body I serve. I claim this investigation as an act of 
justice to the Senate, as well as to myself; and I ask it fearlessly in the. 
conscious rectitude of my motives and my actions. 

It has been well said by a man who has filled one of the highest ju¬ 
dicial offices of your state, that “Reputation is not the acquirement of 
a single hour; it is more frequently the attainment of long years of 
industry and integrity—and yet in a single hour this work of years 
may be prostrated in the public mind, by the subtle poison of calum¬ 
ny.” Whether I have acquired any thing of reputation in the few 
years of toil and solicitude I have been in public life, I leave to the 
public to judge, but from the promptings of my vanity, that I have nof 
labored in vain in this particular, I have a desire to protect that repu¬ 
tation, as the only treasure I now possess, or may yet acquire; and it 
may be the only one which kindred or friends will ever cherish. For 
this I throw myself upon the intelligence and judgment of the Senate; 
and,divested of all favor or affection, I ask at its bands nothing but 
justice —strict, harsh justice

So the Senate indefinitely postponed the bill.

WEDNESDAY, January 18, 1837. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. * 

Mr. Donnally presented the remonstrance of citizens of Gallia 
county, against an appropriation to thp Chillicothe and Galliopolis 
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Tqrnpike road; which was referred to the select committee heretofore 
appointed on that subject. 

Mr. Thomas presented the petition of citizens of Miami county, 
praying the incorporation of the Literary and Botanic Medical Col¬ 
lege of the State of Ohio; which was referred to the standing com¬ 
mittee on Medical Colleges and Societies. 

Mr. Thomas presented the petition of citizens of Miami county, 
praying the establishment of a Bank at Troy, in said county; which 
was referred to the standing committee on Banks. 

Mr. Upson presented petitions of citizens of Portage county, pray¬ 
ing the incorporation ol a Bank at Akron; which were referred to the 
standing committee on Banks 
On motion of Mr. Medary, 

The Senate agreed to suspend the rules calling for morning busi¬ 
ness, to take up the following. 

A message from the House of Representatives. 

Mr. Speaker: 

*The House has passed a resolution from the Senate, providing for

A. M. without amendment.

The business was again resumed; when, 

Mr. James, from the committees on Finance, Banks, and Surplus 
Revenue, who were constituted a committee upon the subject of the 
distribution of the Surplus Revenue, made the following report; which 
was ordered to lie upon the table. 

The committee on Finance, the committee on Banks, and the commit¬ 
tee on Surplus Revenue, under the resolution of the Senate, re¬ 
questing them to act jointly, and adopt some plan for the safe keep¬ 
ing and investment of that portion of the surplus revenue of the 
United States, to which the state of Ohio may be entitled, report: 

- That they have considered the matter referred to them, in the seve¬ 
ral aspects in which their peculiar duties as separate committees have 
led them to view it. Various modes of investment have been present¬ 
ed, which the committees have considered safe, but as the Senate 
have taken care by the preamble fixed to the act accepting the depo- 
site, to declare that the surplus money is a deposite only and not a 
gift to the state, they have felt it incumbent on them to adopt some 
mode by which the integrity of the trust can be best preserved by the 
state, and at the same time yield the greatest income and promote 
in the most efficient manner, the prosperity of the whole common¬ 
wealth. The faith of the state being pledged for the safe keeping and 
repayment of the money whenever the wants of the national treasu¬ 
ry may require its recall, it is proper that the control of the money 
shall always remain with the government of the state. The public 
voice has, from every quarter, so plainly spoken the popular will, that 
a portion of the income shall be applied to the support of schools and 
the encouragement of learning throughout the state, no serious dif- 
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ference of opinion teems to prevail, as to the necessity of placing the 
annual income of this fund, in the state treasury, to be dispensed M 
the present and future wants of our population may demand. 

The committee have readily united in the opinion that the inhabi¬ 
tants of different sections of the state should share in the benefits 
resulting from the presence of this capital among them. To accom- 
„ plish this object, the money must either be lent in an equal manner 
over the state, subscribed to works of internal improvement, or 
vested in profitable stocks. 

A division of the money among the counties to be then lent on tha 
security of real estate, is recommended by its simplicity and seeming 
equality. But however simple the mere distribution may be regard¬ 
ed, the practice under it would be involved and intricate. The whole 
amount to be received by the state is $2,676,344, which, at six per 
cent, the statute rate of interest in Ohio, would yield an income of 
about $160,000 per annum. But this income would be charged with 
i } the expenses of its management, and the nett amount would be mate¬ 
rially diminished. In every county there would be the board of 
commissioners to invest the money, the treasurer to disburse it, and 
the attorney to examine titles, all receiving compensation for their 
services; and the collection of interest, even on the supposition of en¬ 
tire punctuality of the borrowers, would be subject to an annual charge 
of expenses, to which must be added the delays and expenses resulting 
from the death or insolvency of borrowers, and the necessity of re¬ 
sort to courts for coercive payment. From all these causes of dimi¬ 
nution, a permanent income of more than $140,000 could nQt.be ex¬ 
pected. The distribution of this income is the only disposition of 
the money which can affect and benefit all the people individually, 
but they are all individually injured, if a system be adopted, giving 
t but a small income when a better one equally safe can be had. 

The presence of the capital among the people may be a conven¬ 
ience, but the convenience is felt by the few who borrow the money 
at six per cent, and the great mass who borrow none do not share the 
benefit. The lending of money to any of the inhabitants of a coun¬ 
try, doubtless gives vigor, for a time at least, to their trade and bu¬ 
siness, but it all ends in private acquisition. 

The investment of the money in useful internal improvements 
Would give facilities to business, and value to property, in their vi¬ 
cinity, which would be felt by all within their reach and influence. 
But to such works, the counties separately would not be likely to act 
With any efficient system of co-operation. For the state to designate them, 
it would most likely follow, that the inadequacy of the sum to make any 
general system of works, would produce an apportionment unequal 
and to a few only; besides, if the money were so vested, one leading ob^ 
ject, (the creation of certain income,) would be measurably defeated, 
for during the progress of construction, the works would yield no 
profit to the state. And if such works, when completed, should yield 
an annual profit of seven per cent., they would exceed the average 
income from similar works elsewhere; 

27—S 
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An investment of the money in bank stocks has been regarded with 
most fator by the committee, because, it will give a larger profit than 
any other mode, can be more speedily rendered productive, and will 
be attended with the least expense in the management of it. The 
lowest rate of dividend declared by the banks in Ohio, is eight per 
cent., and the few banks which observe that rule, make occasional 
dividends of surplus profits. The average may be safely assumed at 
ten per cent., and at that rate the income from the whole fund will 
amount to $266,000, which will be received into the treasury on the 
auditor’s draft without any commission for collection or cost in trans¬ 
mission. This mode presents a gain of one hundred thousand dollars 
a year over any other mode. But as a loan to individuals, secured by 
tnortgage, would be subject to many drawbacks, not incident to the 
collection of dividends on stocks; the latter may be considered pre¬ 
ferable by one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars per annum. 
Even if the capital vested in bank stocks, did not reach the people by 
diffusion among them, there will be an excess of profit sufficient to 
pay the interest of two millions and a half of dollars, which the 
state could ordinarily borrow at an annual interest of five per cent., 
and have in hand to appropriate to the aid of private enterprize. 

The safety of the investment in bank stocks will claim attention, 
and on this point, the committee do not hesitate to recommend it. 
The safety of all bank capitals depends on the solvency and prudence 
of those who borrow the credit based upon them The cautious and en- 
terprizing character of our people inspires great confidence in all 
their undertakings, and insures a successful and profitable result in 
their business. It is with great satisfaction the committee state the 
fact, sustained by direct and extensive inquiry, that many of our banks 
in a period of fifteen years have never lost a dollar by bad debts, and 
that for a period of ten years, the whole losses from every source, 
have not equalled one per cent, on the capitals of the banks. This 
fact, so creditable to the care and prudence of our bank directors, is 
still more creditable to the skill and integrity of our people whose 
business supports them. 

The committee will, therefore, advise that the surplus money shall 
be expended in the purchase of bank stocks, created by the state of 
Ohio. The number of banks now in existence, is thirty-three, and 
their aggregate capitals amount to nine millions two hundred and 
thirty-four thousand dollars. The committee find, on examination, 
that of this number, twenty-one will expire in less than six years, and 
two in less than seven years. The remainder have a duration of 
periods varying from thirteen to.seventeen years. Those which ex¬ 
pire earliest comprize about three-fourths of the whole banking capi¬ 
tal of the state. For reasons to be afterwards explained, the commit¬ 
tee have concluded to advise the prolongation of the charters of all the 
banks, and they have fixed the period of 1870, as an extension suffi¬ 
ciently liberal to induce the corporations to accept the terms offered 
by the state, and to comply with the new provisions proposed for the 
government of banks. The peculiar duties of the committee on Banka 
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have led them to propose for consideration, the creation of new 
banks, and the investment of money in their stocks. The other com* 
mittees, acting with them, concur with that committee in believing 
that it is expedient not only to authorize an increase of bank capital, 
bat also to augment the number of them. Besides the profitable and 
safe investment of the money with regard to the fund itself, the com-. 

4 mittee have deemed it of importance to diffuse the capital as equally 
as possible. Many portions of the state not hitherto possessed of 
banks, are rising rapidly into importance for their products and 
trade, and a favorable opportunity is offered of accelerating their hith¬ 
erto unaided progress. 

The reflection bestowed on the condition of the public accounts by the 
committee on finance, have made it manifest that the present system 
of keeping these accounts, is exceedingly defective and unsatisfactory. 
In the early existence of our government, when the average expense 
of the whole State, in all its departments for the first three years, did 
^ not exceed twenty-two thousand dollars a year, the system existing 

under the territory was continued without mischief, as it was then 
competent for an annual committee of the General Assembly, to exam¬ 
ine the whole accounts and vouchers in the space of a few days. But 
these offices have precisely the same organization now, when the an¬ 
nual expenditure of the State for the support of its government and 
the construction of public works, amount to many hundred thousand 
dollars. When the expenditures were so small, the uncontrolled pow¬ 
er was given the Auditor of drawing bills on the Treasury, which 
were designed to answer the purposes of money, and the faith of the 
State was pledged for their redemption. As the laws now are, the Au¬ 
ditor, without stating for what, and without any check upon him, may 
issue bills to any amount and lor any purpose, and the Treasurer is 
V bound to pay them while he has money to do it, and when the money 
provided by law has been exhausted, he must protest them for want 
of funds, and thereafter, the State is bound for interest on such billsat 
the rate of six per cent. And as if to make the responsibility less, the 
bills are to be returned by the Treasurer quarterly to the Auditor’s 
office, and if any fraud has been committed, the perpetrator has the 
evidence in his own possession. To prevent abuses in this behalf, an Au¬ 
ditor gives bond in the sum of 10,000 dollars. But the reliance must 
chiefly rest in the high moral character of the officer—the best safe 
guard in ail public trusts—but as infirmity does sometimes yield to 
temptation, it is our duty to provide preventives against the possibili¬ 
ty of fraud. The chief clerk in the Auditor’s office has the same pow¬ 
ers as the Auditor himself, and over his appointment the Assembly ex¬ 
ercises no control. The Treasurer has the charge of very large sums 
of money, and is required to keep the same in the I’reasu r y, The com¬ 
mittee believe that the money of the State would be safer if deposited 
in a Bank of ample capital to serve as security for it as a debt, than 
placed in the keeping of a mere agent. If the moneys of the State 
were all deposited in Bank and the Treasurer required to give checks 
which should be countersigned and registered by the Auditor before 
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being paid, an improper use of the public funds by a Treasurer would 
be prevented; and if Auditor’s warrants were controlled by some other 
accounting officer, the obligations of the State would be confined to 
expenditures authorized by law. 

The committee believe that the use of Banks as depositories of the 
State money would be very convenient in practice, and save many 
thousand dollars annaullv in the expenses of collection. At present, 
all sums due the State must be brought to Columbus in money, and. 
persons entitled to payments from tho Treasury must resort to the 
same place from the most distant quarters to receive them. Besides 
the saving of expense, and the convenience of the operation, the cer¬ 
tificates of deposit issued and returned, and the checks paid and held 
by the Banks, would be so many additional means by which to test 
the aecuracy of the public accounts. After the surplus money shall 
be invested and rendered productive, the revenue of the'state from taxes, 
foilsandinterest, will exceed eight hundred thousand dollars per annum; 
to be disbursed for the expenses of government, the interest on loans of 
money due on school funds, to which must be added the disbursement 
of all moneys provided for the construction of public works. Tho 
concentration of this business in one Bank of sufficient capital, and 
properly located, would be profitable to it, and as it is proposed that tho 
State shall become a proprietor of Bank stocks, it would seem desira¬ 
ble to give the public a large interest in the Bank which shall act as 
the fiscal agent of the State, and be its practical Treasury. The ac¬ 
complishment of this end, however, is not unaccompanied with diffi¬ 
culty. The selection of a Bank already constituted, will tend to ex¬ 
cite tfie jealousy of other institutions. A division of the business a-. 
mong all or even a large number, would defeat the principal object in 
view. The creation of a State Bank, the capital of which should be 
owned by the State and managed by agents appointed, would be dis¬ 
countenanced by experience in regard to all institutions of that kind. 
And the existence of a great central power with branches dependent 
on and controlled by it, would be deprecated on account of its liability 
to become subservient to political influences. A portion of the com¬ 
mittee have thought it posible that a plan may be perfected, which will 
greatly aid the State in her financial concerns, that may secure to the 
public a just participation in the profits of it, and so regulated as to be 
exempt from the influence and strife of party politics. If a Bank can 
be so formed that the local Banks of the State now existing and hereaf¬ 
ter created, shall feel an interest in its prosperity and profits, and their 
mutual relations so balanced as to be checks on each other, the dan-r 
ger to be apprehended fiom a central power would seem to be remote 
and improbable. 

In all the labours bestowed on this subject, another object has been 
kept in view; that object is the preservation of our currency. No 
Banks in the Union are so habitually strong in funds, and furnished 
with supplies of coin, and with deposites at points where exchange is 
needed, as are the Banks of Ohio. This salutary condition of our 
pippetary affairs has been mainly induced and preserved by the prac? 
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tic© which has hitherto prevailed among Banks, of withholding from 
circulation the notes of other Banks received in their business, and 
sending them home for payment. Banks of the same vicinity have 
usually established fixed days for their exchanges, with a general 
agreement as to payment of balances, which is ordinarily by a check 
en some eastern Bank, at a moderate rate of exchange. Banks remote 
from each other, cannot preserve these relations, and therefore, there 
is a general disinclination to take each other’s paper, because unable ta 
use it, and consequently all Bank paper, in proportion to the distance 
from its place of payment, is at a discount in times of pressure. But, 
with all the perfection that can be given to such arrangements among 
separate Banks, there is an unnecessary amount of money required. 

For instance* a Bank in Columbus may fall in debt to a bank at Lan¬ 
caster, and have an equal amount due from Chillicothe, which in turn 
had an equal sum due at Lancaster. From want of mutual know- * 
ledge of each other’s balances, the differences are paid in money. 

If these banks could send their mutual accounts to the same point, and 
the balances be compared, the differences could be cleared by a simple 
interchange of checks on one another, instead of each drawing on an 
eastern city, or each sending to the other for coin. This constitute© 
the great check against overtrading by Banks, and by it each Bank 
is admonished of its condition. If a bank be doing too much business, 
the excess of its issues is soon returned upon it, and the money on 
hand is reduced accordingly. The remedy of a Bank is to lend les© 
until the payments to it shall replenish its stock, but if it persist in 
maintaining large loans and receiving no payment, the basis of its cir¬ 
culation will continue to be exhausted until failure inevitably ensues. 
The establishment of a central clearing house , as such a place of mu¬ 
tual settlement is called among the London bankers, the most efficient 
check would be created against extravagance in Bank credit, and the 
readiest means furnished of deciding on the soundness of our institu¬ 
tions. 

An effort has been accordingly made to frame a bill on the general 
principle of this report. A copy of the bill is hereto annexed as a part 
of the report, but its general features can be more readily perceived 
in the following synopsis. 

1. Create a Bank in the city of Columbus, called “the Bank of Ohio,” 
with a capital of five millions of dollars divided into shares of one hun¬ 
dred dollars each. This stock to be subscribed as follows:—One mil¬ 
lion by the State, and paid from the Surplus Revenue; one million by 
private persons. Each Bank prolonged or created by this act, to sub¬ 
scribe one tenth its own capital, say one million and a half, which 
will make three millions and a half. The remaining million and a 
half to be reserved for subscription by the future increase of local 
Bank capital. But that the Banks may never have a majority, the 
State and private persons may hereafter take one million. 

2. The Bank of Ohio to have banking powers only to the extent of 
the million subscribed by private persons; of which, only one fourth 
shall be paid at the time of the Bank’s commencing business—and the 
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residue only so fast as needed for public convenience, say at the rate 
of 10 per cent, a year. 

The Bank to act as the fiscal agent of the State, receive and disburse 
all moneys of the State without charge, and make transfers of money 
from place to place, as needed. The Bank to receive all the Surplue 
Revenue left after the payment of one million of dollars on stock, and 
allow 6 per cent, for the exclusive benefit of schools. It shall .also be 
bound to receive and pay six per cent, interest on all moneys coming 
into the State Treasury for investment as permanent school funds. 

3. The Bank of Ohio shall invest all its capital and moneys, except 
its actual banking capital and private deposites, in stocks of local 
Banks, as far as it can be done with advantage, having due regard to 
the profit of the stocks and the distribution of Bank capital over the 
State. 

4. The Bank to be governed by a board of 15 Directors, who shall 
be elected by the stockholders, one vote being allowed for each share 
of stock. The Governor to vote on behalf of the State, at all elec¬ 
tions; no person to be eligible to the office of director, unless he hold, 
in his own right, at least 5,000 dollars of stock, of which he shall make 
oath. 

5. Each Bank that subscribes to the Bank of Ohio, one-tenth of its 
capital, shall be considered as prolonged until 1870, and subject to all 
new conditions provided in this act, for government of Banks.. On 
the tenths so subscribed, the State shall receive 5 per cent, per an^ 
num, from the dividends declared in lieu of all taxes, and the Banks 
the residue of such dividends. 

6. The Bank of Ohio to act as a central agent for the Banks of 
Ohio, to settle balances among them. Each Bank to send one dele¬ 
gate annually, to a meeting at the Bank, who.shall, when met, be the 
directors of the clearing house, with power to make rules for their in¬ 
tercourse with one another. 

7. The interest on the Surplus Revenue deposited in the Bank of 
Ohio, to be paid into the Treasury for a school fund, to be distributed 
among the counties. The dividends on the stock held by the State, in 
said Bank, and also the 5 per cent, received from local Banks, to con¬ 
stitute a fund for internal improvements. 

8. The Bank of Ohio to be authorized to issue notes of circulation, 
not exceeding the capital paid in, and to receive money on deposit for 
fixed periods, at an interest of 5 per cent, to be lent to counties, towns 
and incorporated companies for the erection of buildings, and making 
useful public improvements. 

9. The stock subscribed and held by other Banks, in the Bank of 

Ohio, to be untransferable by the Banks, but to be held for the exclu¬ 
sive benefit of noteholders and depositors,in case any such Bank shall 
fail to pay its debts in specie on demand. ♦ 

10. To create new Banks at proper places, in the State, and the com 
mittee have inserted in the bill, a selection of points which they have 
deemed suitable, leaving it to the Senate to alter the selections as to 
place and number, With one exception, these selections are confined to 
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feud* counties as have no Banks. Other fair claims are presented, but 
the committee leave their selection to the Senate. 

These are the prominent features of the bill, which contains, how¬ 
ever, many details in regard to Banks, which they deem of salutary 
tendency. The mode of redress provided for the creditors of a failing 
Bank, is of great value. The existing laws permit the affairs of a 
Bank which has failed, to be still governed by the persons who have 
caused or suffered the delinquency to happen. They may permit one 
class of debtors to pay in the depreciated notes of the Bank that has 
failed, and may assign away the notes of another class, when they can 
be paid in money only. As the laws now are, a combination of bad 
men, can find sufficient* profit in the wilful destruction of a Bank’s 
credit, to induce the perpetration of it. Every consideration of jus¬ 
tice, and the duty of providing safeguards against the commission of 
fraud, induce the adoption of the proposed remedy. 

The committee will make a closing remark on the revenue, which 
will be expected to accrue to the state from the investment proposed 
in this bill. It cannot be doubted that the expenses of the Bank of 
Ohio would be readily defrayed by the profits accruing from the bu¬ 
siness of the state, and from her circulation, and that the profits of 
the assigned banking capital, would be equal to the profits of other 
banks. The investment therefore of four millions of dollars in stocks 
of the Ohio banks would yield an annual profit of $400,000, to which 
must be added the profits of the proper bank capital, which would be 
26,000, making in all 426,000. From this would be paid the interest 
on the school fund, which will be $90,000, leaving a balance of $335,- 
000, which will make a dividend of twelve per cent, and leave a sur¬ 


plus. The result then will be as follows: 

Dividend on stock for internal improvements,.$120,000 00 

5 per cent, on $1,600,000 from banks. 75,000 00 


For internal improvements,.$195,000 00 

Add the interest on 1,500,000, six per cent, for school 

fund,. 90,000 00 

5 per cent, on fund for accumulation,. 8,817 00 


$293,817 OO 

The fund here provided will afford a most ample support for 
our schools and our public works. The internal improvement fund 
will be adequate to pay all interest on our present foreign debt, 
after applying the tolls from canals, thus dispensing with the canal 
tax, and will leave an amount sufficient to pay the interest without 
any resort to taxes, on three millions of dollars, which may be bor¬ 
rowed for public works These works, when constructed, will yield 
d revenue which may in turn be applied to the interest of other loans 
for like purposes, and the unfailing power of progressive improve¬ 
ment is certainly secured. Every portion of the state may at length 
enjoy a participation in the benefits of roads and canals, and ultimate¬ 
ly without being guided by the mere tolls to be received from them. 
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turnpike roads should every where be projected and completed by the’ 
state. Every school-house in the remotest settlement of a new and 
struggling county may receive support in proportion to the number 
of children that frequent it, and the blessings of knowledge be equal¬ 
ly dispensed to all. 

It is proper to remark in the close that all the committee are unani¬ 
mous in the general principle of the bill reported—that is, the invest¬ 
ment in bank stocks—they do not all agree in the proposition to create 
a bank to serve as the treasury agent of the state.

The bill to incorporate the Bank of Ohio and other Banks therein 
named, and to create a revenue for the support of internal improve¬ 
ments, and of education within the State of Ohio; was read the first 
time. 

Mr. Granger, from the standing committee on Schools and School 
Lands, to whom was recommitted a bill to provide for the sale of sec¬ 
tion 16, in township 1, range 13, east, in Crawford county, reported 
the same back with sundry amendments; which were ordered to lie 
upon the table and be printed. 

Mr. Hunt, from the select committee to whom petitions on this sub' 
ject were referred, reported a bill to incorporate the First Presbyte¬ 
rian Church of Maumee City, in the county of Lucas; which was read 
the first time. 

The following bills were severally read a second time, committed to 
a committee of the whole Senate, and made the order of the day for 
this day, to wit: 

A bill to incorporate the Great Miami Turnpike Company; 

A bill to lay out and establish a State road, in the counties of Lucas 
and Wood;

Mr. Smith, from the select committee, to whom was referred the 
petition of Roanna Martin for a Divorce, submitted the following re¬ 
port: 

The select committee, to whom was referred the petition of Roanna 
Martin, praying for a divorce from her husband Spencer B. Martin, 
together with the accompany documents; have examined the sub¬ 
ject and repectfully submit the following report: 

The petitioner, who is a woman of good character and highly re¬ 
spectable connexions, was married to her present husband some time 
in the year 1825 or 1826; three children who are still living, are the 
issue of the marriage. The parties lived together in the relation of 
husband and wife, until about the first of January 1834, when the 
petitioner, in consequence of the total neglect of her husband to dis¬ 
charge the duties incumbent upon him as a husband and father, and 
in consequence of threats of personal violence was compelled to leave 
him, and with her children, sought refuge and protection under her 
paternal roof. In the year 1834, on the twenty-eighth of February, 
the petitioner filed her petition in the Supreme Court within and for 
the county of Warren, for a divorce, setting forth the grounds upon 
which the application was predicated; at the June term of that Court, 
in the same year, the cause came on to be heard, and the testimony 
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in support of the petition was heard and examined by the Court; the 
Court decided that the petition should be dismissed on the grounds, 
that the cause of divorce, as set forth, were not embraced in the pre¬ 
vious Statutes; and the petition had been filed prior to the taking ef¬ 
fect of the act, which had been recently passed by the Legislsture 
-embracing the case. The Judge, who delivered the opinion of the 
Court, as by the testimony, informed the petitioner’s counsel that the 
Court would not have hesitated in granting the divorce, had the peti¬ 
tion been filed after the taking effect of the then recent Statute; on 
the suggestion, another petition was immediately filed, and an order 
made allowing the complainant alimony to the amount of eighty dol¬ 
lars in payments, for the succeeding year; giving her the control of 
the children and personal property; at June term of the Supreme 
Court in the year 1335, the second petition, after hearing the evi¬ 
dence, was dismissed generally and without any reservation of the 
right of filing another petition. It is believed that the testimony on 
the second trial was substantially the same as on the first. What it 
was that caused a change of opinion in the mind of the Court is not 
very readily perceived. Your committee disclaim the doctrine of ap¬ 
pealing from the decision of the Supreme Court to the Legislature in 
matter of divorce, the doctrine that in ordinary cases, when that Court 
has jurisdiction of the case, and there are no serious impediments to 
the exercise of that jurisdiction, the Legislature should not interfere, 
will not be controverted but maintained. It is, however, respectfully 
submitted to the Senate, whether from the evidence in this cause, 
and the fact that the second petition was dismissed without any re¬ 
servation that it was “without prejudice;” this case does not form one 
of the excepted cases in the operation of that rule. 

Should the Legislature fail to give relief in this case, the petitioner 
will be compelled to sustain the relation of wife to a man, from whom 
her affection must be permanently alienated, and who has viola- 
lated his faith plighted at the altar, to support, maintain, and defend 
his wife. To afford an opportunity for a full and fair expression of 
the opinion of the Senate upon this subject, your committee herewith 
report a bill to divorce the said Roanna Martin from her husband. 

The bill to divorce Roanna Martin from her husband Spencer B.

It further appears that in the 
month of June last, said Demell having been charged upon oath, with 
having committed the crime of larceny, a requisition was made by 
the Governor, of Ohio of the Governor of Pennsylvania, for said De¬ 
mell as a fugitive from justice, and that Henry W. Smith, Esq. Sheriff 
of Trumbull county, had been constituted the agent of the Governor 
of Ohio to receive him from the Executive authority of the State of 
Pennsylvania. Accompanying the cost, bill, and copy of the sentence 
of the court were the following items of cost allowed by the President 
Judge, the payment of which was declined by the warden of the Peni¬ 
tentiary, to wit:

The other item embraced in the bill is a claim of forty dollars in 
favor of, and its correctness sworn to by James M’Elroy, Sheriff of 
Columbiana county, for twenty days’ time employed at two dollars 
per day, going to Lancaster, Pennsylvania, by a requisition of Gov. 
Lucas, and bringing Daniel Robison, a fugitive from justice, to New 
Lisbon. 

Your committee are informed that Robison was charged with the 
crime of forgery, but that he made his escape from the jail of the 
county prior to his being tried. 

By the second section of the act making provisions for carrying in¬ 
to effect the “acts for the punishment of crimes,” passed February 
26th, 1835, it is amongst other things provided “that the costs of pro¬ 
secution, so far as relates to the fees of Constables, Justices, Sheriffs, 
Witnesses, and Clerks, shall be made out by the different officers 
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claiming the same, specifying the different items composing the costs, 
according tojthe act regulating the fees of civil and criminal cases, and 
the act directing the mode of trial in criminal cases, and shall be by 
such persons lodged with the Clerk of the Court before which' any 
criminal may be convicted during the term in which such conviction 
may be had, and it is further provided that all charges made out 
agreeably to the provisions of this section, shall be delivered to said 
Warden who shall, if found correct, allow and pay the same.” Your 
committee are of the opinion that the items of costs before specified, 
were not provided for in the section above referred to, and that the 
Warden of the Penitentiary by virtue of the provisions of the said act, 
would not have been authorized to allow or pay the same out of the 
State Treasury. 

In the act of Congress respecting fugitives from justice, it is pro¬ 
vided that all costs and expenses incurred in the apprehending, se¬ 
curing and transmitting such fugitive to the State or Territory mak¬ 
ing such demand, shall be paid by such State or Territory. This 
provision, the committee believe, was more particularly intended to 
exempt the State upon whose execution the requisition was made from 
the payment of the costs and expenses incurred in reclaiming fugi¬ 
tives from justice, than specifically to designate, the mode in which 
or the treasury out of which they should be paid. It would be com¬ 
petent for the Legislature to provide that such costs and expenses 
should be paid by the counties respectively, in which the fugitives 
might be tried. If these claims be just and correct, and the commit¬ 
tee have discovered nothing to the contrary, the only question pro¬ 
perly presented for the consideration of the committee is, should these 
costs and expenses be paid out of the State Treasury or the Treasuries 
of the counties of Trumbull and Columbiana. It has been the policy of 
the State for many years, when convictions have taken place in cases 
punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary of the State, that the 
principal part of the costs should be paid out of the State Treasury. 
Whatever, therefore, might be the correct policy, when fugitives 
from justice might be reclaimed and afterwards convicted of offences 
not punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary, in reference to the 
costs and expenses of such recaption, your committee perceive no 
good and substantial reason why the costs and expenses in the cases 
under consideration should not be a charge upon the State Treasury, 
and payable therefrom. 

They, therefore, report the bill back without amendment and re¬ 
commend to the Senate that the same do pass.

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Hunt presented the petition of sundry citizens of Lucas county* 
praying the passage of an act for the relief of Two Stickney, which 
was referred to the standing committee on Claims. 

Mr. Vincent presented the memorial of a committee appointed by a 
meeting of the citizens of Harrison county, praying the incorporation 
of a Bank at Cadiz, wdiich was ordered to lie upon the table and be 
printed. 

Mr. Starkweather presented the remonstrance of citizens of Stark 
and Wayne counties against any division of said counties, which was 
referred to the standing committee on New Counties. 

Mr. M’Laughlin presented the petition of citizens ©f Richland coun¬ 
ty, praying the incorporation of a Bank at Mansfield, which was re¬ 
ferred to Mr. M’Laughlin with leave to report thereon by bill or 
otherwise. 

Mr. Granger presented the petition of citizens of the town of Rich¬ 
mond in Geauga county, praying an amendment to their act of incor¬ 
poration, which was referred to Mr. Granger with leave to report 
thereon by bill or otherwise.

Mr. James, from the standing committee on Finance, to whom was 
recommitted the bill to provide for a deposit© of the Surplus Revenue, 
reported the some back with sundry amendments, which were ordered 
to lie upon the table and be printed. 

Mr. Starkweather, from the standing committee on the Judiciary* 
to whom petitions on that subject were referred, reported a bill au¬ 
thorizing Lydia C. Carpenter to lease certain real estate in the city 
of Cincinnati, which was read the first time. 
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Mr. Steele, from the standing committee on Claims, submitted the 
Following report, which was considered and agreed to. 

The standing committee on Claims, to whom was referred the claim of 
James Williams, praying additional compensation for lands taken 
and appropriated for the use of the State of Ohio, by including the 
same within the late addition to the Licking Keservoir, have had 
the same under consideration and report: 

That the petitioner sets forth in his memorial, the injury done him 
by the construction of said reservoir as well as covering one-half of 
his land with water, as in the useless and inconvenient shape in which 
that part of it not covered with water has been necessarily left, and 
that all that portion of said tract not embraced within the reservoir 
has been greatly depreciated in value. That he had made applica¬ 
tion to the Board of Canal Commissioners for an appraisement of 
damages, and had received $1,080. The petitioner goes on to com¬ 
plain that the allowance is too small, and that so much of his tract 
aforesaid as is actually covered with water, could have been sold for 
twice that sum to say nothing of the reduced value of the balance. 
The petitioner appends to his memorial a copy of his application to 
the Canal Commissioners, a copy of the appraisement, and a diagram 
of the tract as covered with the water of the reservoir, and prays the 
passage of a special act of revision in order to ascertain what further 
compensation he is entitled to. 

From the history of the case as given by the memorialist himself, 
it is evident that the law pointing out the mode of ascertaining dam¬ 
ages in similar cases, has been strictly pursued. Capable and disin¬ 
terested men upon actual view of the premises have made a report in 
this case, which report the committee in the absence of all testimony 
impeaching its fairness, are bound to believe a just and impartial one. 
If such reports are to be set aside upon exparta statements and new 
appraisements authorized by special law, the committee apprehend 
that a door would be thrown open through which the Legislature 
would be inundated with applications of a similar character. That 
a tease might be presented in which from peculiar circumstances it 
would be proper for this body to interpose in the manner prayed for 
by this memorial, the committee freely admit. But they can perceive 
nothing in that now before them that could justify the establish¬ 
ment of a precedent which would be certain to be followed in numer¬ 
ous cases to the serious detriment of the public interest. The com¬ 
mittee, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following resolu¬ 
tion : 

Resolved , That the committee be discharged from the further con¬ 
sideration of the petition, and the petitioner have leave to withdraw 
his petition. 

Mr. Owen, from the select committee to whom petitions on that sub¬

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Hunt presented petitions of citizens of Brunersburgh, in Wil¬ 
liams county, praying an act of incorporation for a Bridge Company; 
'which were referred to Mr. Hunt, with leave to report thereon by bill 
or otherwise. 

Mr. Hunt also presented the petition of citizens of Shelby county, 
praying an act of incorporation for the Literary and Botanical Medi¬ 
cal College of the State of Ohio; which was referred to the standing 
committee on Medical Colleges and Societies. 

Mr. Hunt also presented the petition of citizens of Wood county, 
remonstrating against the division of said county and praying the re¬ 
moval of the seat of justice; which was referred to the standing com¬ 
mittee on New Counties. 

Mr. Florence presented petitions of citizens of the town of Circle- 
ville, in Pickaway county, praying the passage of an act authorizing 
the Court of Common Pleas to vacate a portion of said town; which 
was referred to Mr. Florence, with leave to report thereon by bill or 
otherwise.

Mr. Patterson, from the standing committee on Claims, to whom 
was referred the memorial of Caleb Atwater, submitted the following 
•report; which was ordered to lie upon the table: 

The standing committee on Claims, to which was referred the Peti¬ 
tion and Memorial of Caleb Atwater, Esq. asking compensation 
for services rendered and cash laid out and expended as one of 
the Commissioners appointed by Allen Trimble, Esq. late Gover¬ 
nor, in obedience to a joint resolution of the General Assembly, 
under date of the 31st January, 1822, have attended to this part 
of their duty, and now ask leave to report: 

That they have examined the Petition and Memorial of Mr. Atwa¬ 
ter as well as the journals and resolution of the session of 1822, and 
find that in obedience to a joint resolution at the session referred to; 
the then Governor, Allen Trimble, Esq. appointed Messrs. Caleb Atwa¬ 
ter, John Collins, James Hoge, Nathaniel Guilford Ephraim Cutler, 
Josiah Barber, and James M. Bell, who accepted their appointments, 
and subsequently, (to wit,) in June, 1822, they met in Columbus, and 
organized, at which time they appointed Caleb Atwater, Esq. their 
Chairman; at this meeting, as set out in Mr. Atwater’s petition, they 
ordered their chairman to address letters to such persons as had 
charge of the school lands in Ohio, as well as circulars to other per-* 
sons, to obtain all the information within their reach, as it regards 
a system of Common Schools. It appears from the best information 
your committee can obtain, that Mr. Atwater addressed about five 
hundred circulars to different individuals in and out of the state, on 
the subject of Common Schools and school lands; that the sitting of 
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the Board at this time continued about one week. That at this meet 
ing, in the disposition of the circulars ordered to be printed and cir. 
culated, the postage amounted to about seventy dollars, which wa 
paid by their chairman, Mr. Atwater. 8 

That the Board again met in the month of August, $822; at this 
meeting, the Board directed their Chairman to prepare three pamph¬ 
lets for the press, shewing the condition of the school lands, and a se¬ 
cond one containing a bill to be submitted to the public, as well as the 
General Assembly, proposing a law for the support and regulation of 
Common Schools as well as an appendix in explanation of the propos¬ 
ed law. It also appears from the statements contained in the memo¬ 
rial, which is in the main, corroborated by the statements of Messrs. 
Hoge and Barr, who have been duly examined by your committee 
touching the claim of the petitioner, that he devoted much time and 
labor to the duties of his appbintment, that is to say, agreeable to his 
statement and that of Messrs. Hoge and Barr; which at two dollars 
per day, that being the sum then allowed to the members of the 
General Assembly, would amount to the sum of three hundred and 
sixty dollars. It also appears to your committee that the said Atwa- 
teris entitled to the sum of $‘35 25 cts. as his travelling fees, for 
travelling to and from the seat of government, together with his bill 
for printing fifteen hundred school bills and fifty pages in pamphlet 
form, which, according to the statement of Col. Olmstead, costs the 
said Atwater the sum of one hundred and fifty-five dollars, which 
statement accompanies this report marked A. 

There are several items which also accompanies this report mark¬ 
ed B; a part of which your committee think ought, in justice, lo.be 
allowed, which taken together, will amount to the sum of one hun¬ 
dred dollars, which embraces the charges of cash paid for postage, 
printing circulars, and paper furnished, &c. your committee are of 
the opinion, ought to be paid. It is proper here to remark that your 
committee have no information to justify the belief that any part of 
this claim has ever been paid, but it appears from the facts connected 
with this case, that the services rendered and the cash laid out and 
expended by some of the commissioners, have never been paid, nor 
is your committee in possession of any information that could induce 
an opinion that any lgw or resolution has ever passed for the pay¬ 
ment of these claims. 

It appears in the investigation of this subject, that the Rev. James 
Hoge has advanced the sum of forty-six dollars, it being the amount 
of the postage charge on letters and documents sent to himself by 
other members of the Board, which amount, your committee thinks, 
injustice ought to be paid, aside from any claim he may have for ser¬ 
vices rendered as one of the Board of Commissioners; it will be seen 
by the foregoing statements, that your committee have said nothing 
about the claim of the other Commissioners, as their claim has not 
been made a subject of reference to them, they have thought it no 
part of their duty to say any thing on the subject, except as it was in¬ 
cidentally connected with the claim of Mr. Atwater. As it regards the 
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interest that seems to be justly due to the claimant, your committee 
can see no good reason why the state should, in this respect, be placed 
in a more favorable position than any citizen in regard to the just 
payment of her debts. 

In the ordinary transactions of life, so far as it regards the business 
transactions, interest is in all cases allowed where unusual delayed 
payments happen, and your committee can see no good reason why 
the state ought to claim an exception. The accompaning document 
marked C, is a statement made by Mr. Hoge, which will more fully 
give his views on the subject. 

The other documents are memoranda made out by the petitioner 
and are marked Nos. 1 &; 2, to which your committee call the atten¬ 
tion of the Senate. 

And in conclucion, your committee give the following recapitula¬ 
tion which will shew, at one view, the amount that seems to be due 
the said Atwater, your committee have thought it advisable to re¬ 
porta bill which will bring the subject more fully before the Senate.

THURSDAY, January 26, 1837. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. M’Laughlin presented the petition of members of the Presby¬ 
terian Church in Plymouth, Richland county, praying an act of in¬ 
corporation; which was referred to Mr. M’Laughlin with leave to 
report thereon by bill or otherwise.

Mr. Owen, from the standing committee on New Counties, to whom 
petitions on that subject was referred, reported a bill to erect the 
county ofOttoway; which was read the first time. 

Mr. Patterson, from the select committee, who were instructed to 
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enquire into the expediency of memorializing Congress for a grant 
'of the waste lands between the Muskingum and Little Miami River* 
for the construction of Turnpike Roads within said district, reported 
the following memorial; which was ordered to lie upon the table. 

The General Assembly of the State of Ohio respectfully represent 
to the Congress of the United States , That there are many small 
tracts of land, lying between the Muskingum and Little Miami Rivers* 
yet remaining undisposed of, and of little value, and are rendered less 
so, under the recent acts of Congress, wherein scrip has been grant¬ 
ed to those who hold land warrants for Virginia A1 ilitary lands; the 
effect of which is, that these lands having been in market for nearly 
forty years, are nearly all the refuse part of these lands, and are 
consequently thrown out of market, as those who hold scrip can 
easily obtain, under the present policy of the General Government, 
lands of the best quality. It is believed by those best acquainted 
with the quality and situation of these lands, that should Congress 
cede them to the State for the purpose of making and constructing 
turnpike roads within the districts in which they are situated, under 
the direction of the Legislature, that sales could be effected at a price 
ranging from twenty-five cents to one dollar per acre. 

Many of these lands would make fine sheep pastures, and would 
answer for the purpose of cultivating the mulberry tree, could they 
be had at a reasonable price. It is also belie/ed, that should Con¬ 
gress feel willing to cede these lands to the State for the purposes be¬ 
fore indicated; persons holding lands in their vicinity, would readily 
agree to make a portion of the turnpikes now under contract and in 
contemplation; but should Congress feel unwilling to give these lands 
as before suggested, it is evident, that they cannot be sold at the pre¬ 
sent prices of lands belonging to the General Government; which 
will consequently greatly retard the settlement of these parts of the 
State in which the lands are located, and can in no event benefit the 
General Government. The expenses of surveying and disposing of 
these lands would, it is believed, nearly cover the amount they would 
sell for; while, under a different arrangement they would greatly 
promote the interest of a portion of the State in which they are lo¬ 
cated, without in anywise injuring the General Government. We 
therefore respectfully invite the attention of Congress to the subject. 

Resolved , Thatour Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Re¬ 
presentatives be requested to exert their influence to obtain a grant 
or donation as above suggested, and that the Governor of this State 
be requested to transmit a copy of this memorial and resolution to 
each member in Congress from Ohio. 

Mr. Donnally, from the select committee, to whom petitions pray¬ 
ing an appropriation to aid in the construction of the Gallipolis and 
Chillicothe Turnpike Company were referred, submitted the follow¬ 
ing report; which was ordered to lie upon the table. 
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The select committee, to whom were referred the petitions, pray ing for 
an appropriation to aid in the construction of a Turnpike Road 
from Gallipolis to Chillicothe, have had the subject under consider¬ 
ation and now report: 

The committee will therefore proceed to state the facts connected 
Vith, and the merits of the proposed work as they appear to the com¬ 
mittee, and in so doing, we will recur to some facts, relative to the 
history of this application. In February, 1828, a company was incor¬ 
porated, to construct a Turnpike Road between the above points. It 
appears that this charter was obtained, on the supposition that the 
State would aid in the construction of the same. In accordance with 
this understanding, a survey was made under the direction of Messrs. 
Safford of Galia, Miller of Jackson, and Worthington of Ross, by an 
Engineer in the employ of the State, and a report was made by said 
Commissioners to the Legislature in December 1829, with an estimate 
of the probable cost of constructing the same, bridges included, ex- 
, cepting one over the Scioto River. 

It appears by this report that the Engineer estimated the cost at 
$75,500 at that time, which would, probably, owing to the increase 
of wages and suitable materials, be at the present time too low. This 
report also shews that a good road can be made on the proposed route 
without encountering much difficulty, and without an elevation'at 
any place, of much if any over iour degrees. Nothing farther has been 
done since that time in the prosecution of the work. It was believed 
that funds sufficient could not be obtained by private subscription, 
and it was considered useless to begin the work without an assurance 
of being able to complete the same in a substantial manner. And no 
aid was to be expected from the State, which was then engaged in tho 
construction of the canal. Those interested have, therefore, waited 
* as set forth in the memorial, until the finances of the State were in 
a condition to afford them aid without interfering with the canal sys¬ 
tem. 

There was another consideration, which influenced the action of 
those immediately interested; it was intended to connect the same 
with a turnpike to be made by Virginia, from her great western 
turnpike to the Ohio River, some where in the vicinity of Gallipolis. 
This matter has now been accomplished. The State of Virginia, in 
the winter of 1834 & 5, passed an act authorizing the construction of 
a turnpike from Charleston down the valley of the Great Kenhawa 
River to the Ohio at Point Pleasant, and during the past season the 
construction of the same was commenced, and is to be prosecuted with 
all reasonable despatch. And another is in contemplation, and doubt¬ 
less will be made, leading from the Virginia turnpike by another and 
more southerly route, and terminating on the Ohio River, opposite 
the town of Gallipolis. Thus it will be seen, that the construction of 
the road prayed for, is necessary to perfect the great chain of com¬ 
munication between the middle and eastern portions of Virginia and 
North Carolina, with the central and western parts of Ohio. 
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The committee believe that the interest of the country bordering 
on the line of the contemplated road, require the construction of the* 
same. At present, that portion of the State, intermediate between ther 
Ohio River and the Canal, have not sufficient means of eommunica^ 
tion with either, nor suitable facilities for the transportion of the an¬ 
nual products of their soil to market. The county of Jackson is 
wholly dependent upon this avenue to reach a market for its produc¬ 
tions, which are not inconsiderable. Besides, there are extensive 
beds of bituminous coal along the line of the road in this county, from 
which the town of Chillicothe would be supplied with fuel,-were the 
means of transportation afforded. This kind of property would theiV 
become of value to the owners, whereas now it is worth but little* 
There is also in contemplation the erection of iron establishments in 
the vicinity of the road, in said county, which will demand and must 
have greater facilities of communication with the Ohio Canal. 

But there is another consideration which, in the opinion of th^r 
committee, gives a higher importance to this work, and renders it 
worthy the patronage of the State. Any one who will cast his eye 
over the map of the United States, will see that the passage ef the 
mountains can be accomplished more easily from the head waters of 
the Shenandoah and James Rivers to the head waters of the Great 
Kenhawa, than by any other route, and that this route must become- 
one of the great thoroughfares between the East and West. The 
tide of travel must come down the Kenhawa to the Ohio River, thence 
by the proposed road find its way into the central part of this State. 
The State of Virginia is now connecting the Kenhawa River with. 
James River and City o( Richmond, by means of a canal and rail-road; 
and when this connection is completed, an immense tide of travel 
must pass through this channel from Eastern Virginia and North 
Carolina, and be thrown upon the Ohio River either at the mouth of the 
Great Kenhawa or at Guyandotte, the termination of the great Wes¬ 
tern Virginia turnpike. The contemplated improvement will be the 
nearest and best channel of communication for this vast travel be¬ 
tween the Ohio River and the interior of Ohio. It will bring it on 
to the canal at Chillicothe, whence it can be readily conducted to 
other parts of the State by means of that, and the various channels of 
communication made and to be made. 

The travel is now compelled to take a circuitous route by way of 
Guyandotte, thence by the Ohio River, to Portsmouth and other points 
on the Ohio, in order to penetrate into central Ohio. Those who tra¬ 
vel in private vehicles are forced to transport their horses and car¬ 
riages by water from the above point at Guyandotte, being deterred by 
the badness of the road from the Ohio River to Chillicothe, the short¬ 
est and most direct route. Hitherto owing to the want of a good road 
down the Great Kenhawa, this travel could not come to the river at 
or near Gallipolis; but when the works above named shall be com¬ 
pleted, one of which will be passable in the Gourse of the coming sea¬ 
son, this obstruction will be removed. And in a spirit of comity, the 
State ought to meet the improvement of her sister State. One of the 
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^arguments urged by those who obtained the passage of the law au¬ 
thorizing the road down the Kenhawa, was, that Ohio had passed an 
•act to construct a continuation of the same to Chillicothe and the cen¬ 
tre of Ohio. It would seem, therefore, that the State ought not to 
suffer this last link in this great chain of communication! between the 
East and West, to remain unsupplied, and in the opinion of your com¬ 
mittee the work ought forthwith to be commenced and prosecuted 
with all reasonable despatch. 

There is another consideration urged by the petitioners, and the 
truth of which your committee are aware of, and which, in their 
opinion, is entitled to weight. When the system of internal improve¬ 
ment was undertaken it received the support of that portion of the 
State through which said road will pass, under the belief that all parts 
-of the State was sooner or later to participate in the benefits of the 
system. The country along the Ohio River gave it their cordial sup¬ 
port, although they received no benefit from it. Your committee 
> therefore say in conclusion, that in their opinion, an appropriation 
ought to be made to aid in the construction of the proposed road, and 
herewith report a bill for that object. 

The bill making an appropriation to aid in the construction of the 
Gallipolis and Chillicothe Turnpike Road, was read the first time. 

Mr. Crouse, from the select committee, to whom was recommitted 
a bill making provision for the instruction of the blind, reported the 
same back without amendment.

In obedience to a resolution of the Senate, referring the petitions of 
Wing, Atwood, & Co. and Spencer, Wad hams & Co. to the Boa?d 
of Public Works, and requiring them “to examine into the nature 
and reasons of the claims of the petitioners, and report thereon to 
the Senate, at as early a day as practicable, with their opinion as to 
> the justice and propriety of any allowance, and the amount thereof 

in each case,-’ the Board make the following report: 

Wing, Atwood, & Co. and Spencer, Wadhams & Co. became 6bn- 
tractors for several sections of the new Reservoir, on the Licking 
Summit of the Ohio Canal, in the month of June, 1835; which wdrk 
was, in accordance with the terms of the contracts, to have been com¬ 
pleted by the first of April, 1836; but in consequence of the peculiar 
location of the work, little could be done during the fall of 1835, owing 
to the continuance of wet weather and sickness. The jobs were* 
therefore, not completed until late last fall. 

At the time these contracts were taken, the prices for the different 
kinds of work were supposed to be fair and liberal; but owing to the 
* unprecedented rise in the prices of many kinds of provisions, and the 
scarcity of laborers, and consequent rise of wages, the work may have 
cost the contractors much more than was, probably, anticipated at the 
time of making the contracts ; this to some extent, especially the in¬ 
creased price of wages, might have been anticipated by the great der* 
mand for labor on works of internal improvement, in other States. 

As to the “justice and propriety” of making allowances to contract 
tors, the Senate can best judge; and should they consider it “justice 
and propriety” to make allowances in these cases, the Board are net 
in possession of the necessary data, to “determine the amount.” 

The Board are fully impressed with the correctness of the vietN 
of the Board of Canal Commissioners in relation to claims for losses 
on contracts, as expressed in their annual report for 1830,—Canal doc¬ 
uments, pages 360-’65, to which they would respectfully refer the 
Senate. 

The contractors on the new Reservoir may claim, as a precedent, 
allowances as made to the “third class ” of claimants on the Miami 
Canal north of Dayton, by the last General Assembly, as there may 
be a similarity in the nature of these claims, With the exception that 
the prices of provisions and labor had, at the time of letting the con* 
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tracts on the new Reservoir, already advanced to some extent beyond 
usual rates. 

The Board would respectfully refer the Senate to the report of the 
Board of Canal Commissioners of last winter, in relation to claims on 
the Miami Canal north of Dayton, which is herewith transmitted, and 
to the law “for the relief of contractors” on the aforesaid Canal, 
'“passed March 14th, 1836,”—Local Laws, page 525.

SATURDAY, Jan. 28, 1837. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. James gave notice that he should ask leave to enter his protest 
against the passage of a resolution on yesterday, for the payment of 
money to Isaac Cool from the Governor’s contingent fund, upon the 
Journals of the Senate. 

Mr. Thomas presented the statement of 26 of the merchants and 
mechanics of Troy, showing the amount of the present and prospec¬ 
tive business operations at that point, showing the necessity of the es¬ 
tablishment of a Bank at Troy; which was ordered to lie upon the 
table. 

Mr. Hunt presented a remonstrance of sundry citizens of Wood 
county, against the passage of an act* authorizing the commissioners 
of said county to borrow money; which was ordered to lie upon the 
table. 
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Mr. Starkweather presented the petition of citizens of Stark couitty, 
praying the incorporation of the Stark county Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company; which was referred to Mr. Starkweather, with leave to re¬ 
port thereon. 

Mr. Granger presented the petition of citizens of Ashtabula county, 
praying the incorporation of a Bank at Jefferson; which was ordered 
to lie upon the table. 

Mr. Hunt, from the standing committee on Canals, to whom was re¬ 
committed the bill for the relief of John Bartlett and Elizabeth Bart¬ 
lett his wife, reported the same back without amendment, when the 
bill Was ordered to go to its third reading and final passage on Mon¬ 
day-next. 

Mr. Thomas, from the same standing committee, to whom petitions 
on that subject were referred, reported a bill to authorize the construc¬ 
tion of a Canal basin in the town of Piqua; which was read the first 
time. 

Mr. Crouse, from the standing committee on Banks, submitted the 
following report; which was ordered4o lie upon the table. 

The standing committee on Banks, to which were referred the various 
applications for additional Banking Institutions, and which by a 
resolution of the Senate, has also been requued to present a bill 
authorizing their creation and location in such parts of the State as 
the business of the country would seem to demand; have had the 
subject under consideration and respectfully submit the following 
report. 

That after the most mature reflection and careful examination of 
the Banking operation and institutions in the State, your committee 
are constrained to believe that any apparent dissatisfaction in the! 
public mind in regard to the system, arises more from the injudicious 
manner in which the capital has heretofore been located, before the 
commercial and agricultural resources of the country had been de¬ 
veloped, than from any settled hostility to the policy, or actual de¬ 
ficiency in the amount which has been authorized. 

From an examination of the charters of the various Banks which 
have been created, it will be found that more than one-fourth of the 
banking capital which has been authorized in the State, has been 
withheld from employment. 

This, in many cases, has arisen from its improper location at points 
where the business of the country does not require the amount au¬ 
thorized; in other instances it has been withheld from public sub¬ 
scriptions, contrary to the wishes of the community by the stockhol¬ 
ders who have commenced business under their charters, and who 
thereby were vested with the power of determining the amount to 
which the capital should be extended. 

The increase of this discretionary power, your committee believe, 
has in many cases operated injuriously upon the interests of the coun¬ 
try, where such Banks were located, by putting it out of their power

to extend to the community the ordinary and proper facilities of bil* 
siness. 

The extensive public improvements which have been perfected 
within the last few years, and those now in progress in various parte 
of the State, have inspired its citizens with a spirit of enterprize 
•and activity heretofore unknown, thrown its commerce into new 
channels, and caused important commercial cities to spring up in 
:places which but a few years since were covered by native forests. 

. These changes in the commercial transactions of the country re¬ 
quire corresponding changes in the location of its active capital. 

To correct these imperfections in our present banking system, and 
to diffuse more equally through every section of the State its advan¬ 
tages, without increasing the amount of the present authorized bank¬ 
ing capital, it is proposed to extend the charters of existing banks on 
•condition that they surrender to the State the privilege of increasing 
their capital beyond the amount prescribed by the bill, which is here¬ 
with presented, and to transfer the privilege thus surrendered into 
other hands, that it may be emplpyed when the business of the coun¬ 
try requires it. 

This method of acceding to the wishes of the numerous petitioners 
who have been importuning the Legislature from year to year, for 
a participation in the business arising from banking facilities in their 
immediate neighborhood, by taking them from where they have been 
unimproved when authorized, your committee fully believe, will be 
received by the people as an act of justice as well as of expediency, 
nor can they doubt for a moment that it will be acquiesced in by those 
Institutions, which have so long been permitted to enjoy the exclusive 
privileges, when their charters are now about to expire. 

By thus extending to every section of the State these advantages* 
the monopoly which has heretofore been the subject of much com¬ 
plaint, will, in a great measure be done away by making them acces¬ 
sible to all. 

By examining the banking capital of other States, it will be found 
that Ohio falls much below them in the number of Banks and the 
amount of its capital compared with its population and resources, 
while at the same time, the amount of its precious metals compared 
with its paper circulation, exceeds by far, any other State in the 
Union. 

Actuated by these views, the committee herewith report a bill, ex¬ 
tending the charters of the present Banks, limiting their capital to 
specific sums below those heretofore authorized, and creating new 
ones at such points as they deem the business of the country most to 
require, with a capital in the aggregate not exceeding the amount 
which has been deducted from those now in existence. 

The bill for the regulation of Banks within this State, and the crea¬ 
tion and extension of the charters of certain Banks therein nfcmed, 
was read the first time. 

Mr. James, from the standing committee on Rail-roads and Turn- 
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pikes, to whom was recommitted a bill to incorporate the Bruneraburg 
and Hicksville Rail road Company, submitted the following report: 6 

The committee on Rail-roads and Turnpikes, to whom was recora~ 
mitted Senate bill No. 69, to incorporate the Brunersburg and Hicks¬ 
ville Rail-road Company, report that they have examined the bill, and 
Rave determined to report the same back without further amendment. 

The reasons given for making the reference, were, that in making 
condemnations of land and materials for the use of the company, and 
assessing the value of such damages, the arbitrators should not con¬ 
sider the benefits which an owner of materials taken, may derive from 
the location of the road, when assessing the value of such materials. 
The committee do not find that the bill contains any objectionable pro¬ 
vision of the kind alluded to; the bill proposes to give the company 
power of appropriating both land and materials when necessary, for 
the use of the road, the value of which shall be fixed by arbitrators 
mutually chosen by the company and by the owners. 

> It also provides, that in assessing the damages which the owners of 

1 land may sustain by the location of the road, the arbitrators shall also 

consider the benefits which such owners may derive from the work in 
regard to their remaining lands. But the provision does not extend 
to the valuation of materials. The provision in favor of this compa¬ 
ny, is the same that has been uniformly given to internal improve¬ 
ment companies, and a recent decision of the Supreme Court on the 
constitutionality of such enactments, has affirmed the power of the 
State to provide in this mode for the appropriation ofprivate property 
to a public use. 

JOHN H. JAMES, CAV. 

The report was considered and agreed to, and the bill ordered to be 
engrossed for its third reading and final passage on Monday next* 

, Mr. James, from the same standing committee, to whom was recom¬ 

mitted a bill to incorporate the Defiance and Indiana Rail-road com¬ 
pany, reported the same back without amendment. 

The bill was then ordered to be engrossed for its third reading and 
final passage on Monday next. 

Mr. Vincent, from the standing committee on Roads and Highways, 
submitted the following report; which was considered and agreed to. 

The standing committee on Roads and Highways, to whom was re¬ 
ferred petitions of sundry citizens of the State of Ohio, praying, the 
Legislature at its present session, to pass a law making an appropria¬ 
tion out of this State’s share of the Surplus Revenue, or some other 
fund sufficient to McAdamize the Miami and Western Reserve road, 
or to incorporate a company making the State a stockholder, with 
power to McAdamize said road between Lower Sandusky and Perrys- 
burg, and to receive tolls on the same, have had that subject under 
consideration and report: 

That in the opinion of your committee, it would be inexpedient and 
improper at this time, either to make the appropriation, or grant the 
act of incorporation asked for by the petitioners. Inasmuch as by the 
treaty of Brownstown concluded on the 25th day of November, 1808 * 
35—S 
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with the Wyandot and other Indian tribes; and also by an act of Coin 
gress, approved 28th February, 1823, it was declared that said road 
should forever remain a public highway, and inasmuch as the atten¬ 
tion of Congress, to whom, in the opinion of your committee, the guar¬ 
dianship of said road at present legitimately belongs, has been called 
to that subject in the early part of the present session, by a report of 
your committee, which was agreed to; your committee would there¬ 
fore, recommend the adoption of the following resolution. 

Resolved , That the committee be discharged from the further con¬ 
sideration of the subject, and that the petitions remain in the files 
of the Senate. 

Mr. Starkweather, from the standing committee on the Judiciary, 
•submitted the following report; which was considered and agreed to: 

The standing committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred 
the petition of citizens of Putnam county, praying for a new Judicial 
Circnit to be composed of the counties of Henry, Williams, Paulding, 
Vanwert, Putnam, Allen, Hardin, and Hancock, state, that they have, 
during this present session, reported against the propriety of estab¬ 
lishing any new Judicial Circuits in this State, and no reasons have 
been presented to change the opinion ©f your committee. They, 
therefore, ask to be discharged from the further consideration of the 
subject, and that the petitioners have leave to withdraw their peti¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Lidey, from the select committee, to whom was recommitted 
the bill providing for the instruction of the Blind, reported the same 
back with one amendment, which was agreed to, engrossed at the 
clerk’s table, and the bill passed. 

Ordered, That the title be as aforesaid and the concurrence of the 
House be requested. 

Mr. Smith, from the select committee, to whom was referred the 
memorial of the Clerk of the Senate requesting an investigation in 
certain charges against his official conduct, submitted the following 
report; which was ordered to lie upon the table. 

The select committee, to which was referred the communication of 
John Brough, Clerk of the Senate, asking an investigation into the 
truth of certain charges affecting his official conduct, have examin¬ 
ed that subject, and now respectfully submit the following report: 
The Clerk of the Senate, in a communication bearing date the six¬ 
teenth day of January, addressed to the Honorable the Speaker of the 
Senate, represents, that in the course of the debate which took place 
in the House of Representatives, on Saturday evening the 14th of 
January, “it was distinctly charged upon the floor, that in his official 
communication to that body of the thirteenth instant, announcing the 
concurrence of the Senate in the resolution of the House, providing 
for the election of an United States Senator, he transmitted to that 
body “a lying message that *he signed and sent to that body in the 
name of the Senate, a document which was “false as to its facts-” and 
that, for political purposes, he had practised upon that body, in his 
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official capacity, “a piece of legerdemain™ and he claims it as due to 
himself, and to the Senate of which he is an officer, that an investiga¬ 
tion be had of the truth or falsity of the charge. That paper was 
referred by the Senate to a select committee, for the purpose, as is 
supposed, of making that investigation. 

In the discharge of the duty assigned them, your committee have 
commenced the inquiry, and from the best information which they 
have been able to obtain, they find the facts to be substantially as fol¬ 
lows: On the thirteenth day of December last, a resolution passed 
the House of Representatives, of which the following is a copy: 
“Resolved , by the Senate and House of Representatives , That both 
branches of the General Assembly will meet in the Hall of the House 
on the second Saturday of January next, at 3 o’clock, P. M., and then 
and there proceed to the election of one United States Senator, to 
fill the vacancy of Thos. Ewing, whose constitutional term of office 
will expire on the 4th of March next.” On the back of the resolution 
is the following indorsement: “in House; passed Dec. 13, 1836: 
Attest , Geo. H. Flood, C. H. R.” 

When that resolution was sent to the Senate for concurrence, it 
was, on motion, laid upon the table, where it remained until the after¬ 
noon of Thursday, the 12th of January inst., when it was taken up, 
read and agreed to by the Senate, without amendment. The indorse¬ 
ment upon the original resolution, in the hand writing of the Clerk 
of the Senate, is in these words: “In Senate; passed Jan. 12, 1837: 
Attest, Jno. Brough, Clerk.” On the resolution being agreed to by 
the Senate, a message was prepared and transmitted by the Clerk of 
the Senate, to the House of Representatives, of which the following 
is a copy: “The Senate have passed a resolution from the House 
providing for the election of one United States Senator on Saturday 
next: Attest, Jno. Brough,Clerk.” 

This message, your committee, from the best information they have 
been enabled to obtain, are inclined to believe, was prepared by the 
Clerk almost simultaneously with the passage of the resolution; but 
was not announced in the House, and perhaps was not transmitted 
until the morning succeeding its passage: both houses having ad¬ 
journed very shortly after the adoption of the resolution by the Sen¬ 
ate. Shortly after the resolution was agreed to by the Senate, its 
true construction, and legal interpretation became a matter of conver¬ 
sation and informal discussion. By some it was urged, that as it took 
effect only from the period at which it passed the Senate, and that not 
having passed that body until the month of January, 1837, by the 
plain and obvious interpretation of the resolution, by the application 
of the ordinary rules of construction, the election under it was post¬ 
poned until January, 1838, although that might not have been the in¬ 
tention of the two houses on its passage. By others it was insisted, 
that in giving a construction to the resolution, reference should be had 
to the time that it passed the House, which was indorsed on the reso¬ 
lution itself; and to the supposed meaning of the two branches of the 
Legislature when the same was agreed to. The latter argument was 
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perhaps urged by the Clerk himself, in a casual conversation that took* 
plaee between him and a member of the Senate very shortly after the 
resolution passed that body. 

In the debate which subsequently took place in the Senate, as well 
as in the House, these arguments were substantially urged by those 
who espoused the different sides of this question: and upon the con¬ 
struction of the resolution, and in commenting upon the message 
above referred to, the language complained of, is said to have been 
used in the House of Representatives. 

In justice to the committee, it is proper in this place to remark, that 
they do not assume the right of calling to account any member of the 
Legislature for words used in debate. The freedom of discussion 
was deemed by the framers of our constitution to be a right so inesti¬ 
mable that it was made an express constitutional provision that Sena 
tors and Representatives, “for any speech or debate in either House, 
should not be questioned in any other place.” This clause was in¬ 
tended to secure the independence of the representative, and to guard 
the rights of the represented. When a charge, however, involving 
the official integrity of an officer of either branch of the General As¬ 
sembly is made in debate, it is not deemed an infringement of that 
right to institute an investigation into the truth or falsity of the 
charge. 

With a perfect concurrence in sentiment upon this subject, and 
wholly disclaiming any right to demand a statement of the language 
used, or the grounds upon which the charge (if any) was made; the 
committee called upon one of the members of the House, who was un¬ 
derstood to be one of the persons alluded to in the communication of 
the Clerk, to state, if he thought proper, the words used, the charge 
made, and the evidence or circumstances upon which it was predicated. 
A statement was accordingly politely communicated by the gentleman 
alluded to. The substance of the statement is, that in the debate 
on the 14th inst. he attempted to show that the resolution must take 
date from the time of its passage through the last body; that it was 
incohate until that time—that it spoke as of that date—and there¬ 
fore, where it spoke of January next, the legal, as well as common 
sense meaning, was January, 1838. That such had been the decision 
of Courts, on solemn trial in similar cases. That he was aware there 
was a message on the table saying that the Senate had agreed to go 
into the election on Saturday next , that is, on Saturday inst.; but that 
that message did not agree with the resolution, it was therefore a 
false and lying message. That it was a false message, he endeavored 
to prove in the manner before stated; but to make it a lying message 
it was necessary that it be not only false—but intentionally so. That 
it was intentionally so framed as to settle the question, disagreeing as 
it did, with the language of the resolution, he inferred from a state¬ 
ment frequently made, and by him and others at the time believed, 
that the Clerk of the Senate had said, u it was unnecessary to amend 
the resolution, he could fix it so that it would answer as it was:” or 
words to that effect. That statement, the member says, was made to 
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' him and other political friends before the message from the Senate 
was announced in the House, and as well as he recollects, on the even 
ing after the passage of the resolution in the Senate. Of the exis¬ 
tence of such a rumor, your committee have also the statements of 
other members of the House of Representatives. While on the other 
hand, several who took part in the discussions of that evening, were 
not aware that any such report had gained currency. 

Your committee having been charged with the examination of this 
subject, deemed it to be their duty to inquire into the truth of this re¬ 
port, and if possible, to trace it to its proper source Upon diligent 
investigation, they have not been able to find any evidence to justify 
the belief that the Clerk of the Senate made any such declaration; or 
any other remark touching the resolution, or message, which, in the 
opinion of your committee, would render him obnoxious to suspicion 
—or to the imputation of having been actuated by improper motives, 
in the use of the phraseology adopted in the message. The commit¬ 
tee believe that the rumor originated from a misapprehension of some 
remark, made by the Clerk, while in conversation with the Hon. Mr. 
Donnally, and perhaps other Senators, shortly after the passage of the 
resolution in the Senate. In that conversation, as communicated to 
the committee, and understood by them, they have not been able to 
discover any thing which would warrant the opinion, that the Clerk 
was guilty of official delinquency, or improper design in framing the 
message transmitted to the House. That such a rumor was in circu¬ 
lation—and in the excitement of the moment, was to some extent be¬ 
lieved; there is no question. Upon a calm and dispassionate inquiry, 
however, the committee have arrived at the conclusion, that the re¬ 
port originated in error and misapprehension—that no such language 
was used by the Clerk, or if used, no testimony or circumstance es¬ 
tablishing the fact, has come to the knowledge of the committee. 

In regard to the true construction of the resolution, to which refer¬ 
ence has so frequently been made, there is a difference of opinion in 
the minds of the committee, a majority of the committee believe, 
that by virtue of, and in pursuance of that resolution, the election of 
United States Senator might properly have been held upon the second 
Saturday of January instant , and that therefore, the language of the 
message was literally and strictly correct. The opinion of the minor¬ 
ity of the committee is, that such is not the legal interpretation of the 
resolution; that whatever may have been the intention of the two 
Houses, as inferred aliunde , and aside from the resolution itself, and 
the date of its final passage, those words, and that date, are the proper 
and legitimate criteria to test its true meaning. This difference of 
construction, of course, produces a difference of opinion, as to what 
should have been the precise language of the message announcing 
the passage of the resolution by the Senate. Notwithstanding, how¬ 
ever, this difference of opinion, the member composing the minority of 
the committee, while he believes that the tenor of the message was 
erroneous, attributes to the Clerk no improper motive, in using the lan¬ 
guage that he did: that if he had had time for reflection, it is a matter 
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about which he might well have entertained a doubt; that if an error 
was committed, it was either done hastily, or was an error of judg¬ 
ment, and not of intention. This opinion is strengthened by the fact, 
that the phraseology of this message is in strict conformity with other 
messages of similar import transmitted to the House, by the same 
Clerk, at the last session; tho* none have been found precisely anal- 
gous to the present, in reference to the different periods at which they 
passed the respective branches of the Legislature. Where a majori¬ 
ty of the Senate were of the opinion, that by virtue of the resolution, 
Saturday the fourteenth of January instant, was the day fixed for the 
election, it would certainly be no stretch of credulity, or unwarranta¬ 
ble conclusion, to suppose that the Clerk has honestly come to the 
same conclusion. It should also be borne in mind, that the original 
resolution, whatever might have been the language of the message, 
was still within the power of both Houses. 

Upon a careful examination of the whole matter, with all the lights 
they could obtain, your committee are of the opinion that there is no 
testimony in this case, which goes to impeach the official integrity of 
the Clerk, in the matter referred to; and the committee believe, that 
the rumor, before alluded to, originated in misapprehension, and that 
the facts do not warrant the conclusion, that the language attributed 
to him by the said rumor, was in fact used. The committee therefore 
submit for adoption, the following resolution: 

Resolved , That John Brough, Esq. Clerk of the Senate, in framing 
and transmitting to the House of Representatives, the message of the 
thirteenth instant, announcing the concurrence of the Senate, in the 
resolution providing for the election of a United States Senator, be, 
and he is hereby acquitted of any improper motive or design in the 
language of the message aforesaid; and that the language thereof, is 
in general conformity with previous messages, on similar subjects. 

Mr. Thomas, from the committee of Conference between the two 
Houses, upon the bill to incorporate the town of St. Marys, submitted 
the following report: 

The committee of Conference, appointed on the subject of the dis¬ 
agreement of the two Houses in relation to the amendments made by 
the Senate to bill No. 10 of the House, “To incorporate the town of 
St. Marys, in the county of Mercer,” report: That so much of the 
tenth section of the bill as relates to the appropriation of the road 
tax charged upon property in said town to road purposes within the 
corporation, be stricken out and that the residue of said section be re¬ 
tained: That the amendment made by the Senate to the 11th sec¬ 
tion be agreed to. 

WM. J. THOMAS. 

The Speaker stated to the Senate that under the precedents which 
had been introduced by a former eminent Speaker of the House, he 
felt it his duty to examine more critically the parliamentary doctrine 
which governs this question. That in doing so, his opinion had been 
•omewhat changed. That in free committees of Conference, he was 
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now inclined to the opinion, that the report when concurred in by the 
whole committee, must be received, and that, therefore, a question to 
agree would be extra legislation. In this opinion he was not fully 
satisfied, as the authorities upon which he came to this conclusion 
was not as full as he might have desired. He would be pleased that 
the Senate would settle the decision now in comformity to what Se¬ 
nators believed to be the true construction of the Law Parliamentary, 

From this decision, with a view to the settlement of the question, 
Mr. James took an appeal to the Senate, which appeal was seconded. 

The question then recurred, shall the decision of the chair stand as 
the judgment of the Senate. 

Mr. Spangler called for the yeas and nays, and they were ordered; 
when the same was taken and lost. Yeas 9, nays 19, as follows:

MONDAY, Jan. 30, 1837. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Medary presented petitions of sundry citizens of Clermont

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Company; which Were referred to the select committee heretofore ap¬ 
pointed on that subject. 

Mr. Patterson presented certain certificates in regard to the claim 
of Caleb Atwater, for compensation as a school commissioner; which 
were ordered to lie upon the table. 

Mr. Upson presented a petition from citizen of Franklin, in ths 
county of Portage, and members of the First Regular Baptist Society, 
praying an act of incorporation; which was referred to Mr. Upson, 
with leave to report thereon by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Upson presented a petition from the members of the first Reg¬ 
ular Baptist Society of Streetsborough, in the county of Portage;

Mr. Hunt, from the standing committee on Canals, to whom was 
referred the report of the select committee on the subject of the Pike- 
ton side cut, made the following report; which was ordered to lie upon 
the table and be printed, to wit: 

The standing committee on canals, to whom was referred the report 
and resolution of the select committee on the subject of the Pike- 
ton side-cut, have had the subject under consideration, and make the 
following report: 

Your committee have examind the special report of the Board of 
Canal Commissioners, dated January 13th, 1836,—to which the 
Board of Public Works have referred the Senate for information; and 
your committee cannot, from any information derived from that report, 
obtain sufficient evidence of the utility of the proposed improvement, 
to recommend its construction, and ask leave to report the following 
resolution: 
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'Resolved, That the petitioners have leave to withdraw their peti¬ 
tion, and that the committee be discharged from the further consider¬ 
ation of the subject. 

Mr.Donnally,from the joint committee on Enrolment, reported that 
they had examined and found truly enrolled the following acts: 

An act authorizing Frederick Kinsman to make certain conveyan¬ 
ces of real estate on behalf of the minor heirs of Olive D. Swift, de¬ 
ceased; 

An act to incorporate the St. Clairsville Collegiate Female Semina¬ 
ry- 

Mr. Smith, from the standing committee on the Judiciary, to which 
was recommitted a bill to provide for the collection of damages 
against boats and vessels, reported the same back with a recommenda¬ 
tion that it be indefinitely postponed, and that a bill 10 amend the act 
allowing and regulating writs of attachment be substituted in lieu 
V thereof; which was agreed to by the Senate, when the bill was read 

the first time. 

Mr. Price, from the select committee to whom petitions on that sub¬ 
ject were referred, reported a bill extending the city surveyor of Cin¬ 
cinnati concurrent jurisdiction, with the county surveyor of Hamilton 
county, in certain cases; which was read the first time. 

Mr. King, from the select committee to which was referred so much 
of the annual message of his Excellency the Governor, as relates to 
the Pennsylvania and Ohio Canal Company, and the memorial of the 
stockholders, made the following report; which was ordered to lie up¬ 
on the table and be printed. 

The select committee, to which was referred so much of the Annual 
Message of his Excellency the Governor, as relates to the Penn¬ 
sylvania and Ohio Canal Company, and the memorial of the stock¬ 
holders, have had that subject under consideration and respectful¬ 
ly submit the following report: 

That at the commencement of our system of internal improvement 
by navigable canals, the project of connecting them with those of 
Pennsylvania, and thereby conferring upon each other the reciprocal 
advantages of an artificial inland navigation, the most extensive in 
the Union, was early submitted to the Legislature by its public 
agents, as one of the first importance to the State, and included in their 
general plan of public improvement. 

As early as 1823 a survey was directed to be made to ascertain the 
practicability of the project, and in the second annual report of the 
Canal Commissioners in 1824, after stating that no obstacles were 
found to exist to retard the prosecution of the work, they suggest “as 
this route in part of its course passes through Pennsylvania, we 
would recommend the chartering of a company which may also ob¬ 
tain a charter from the Legislature of that State to execute the 
work.” 

In their third annual report, this improvement is again adverted 
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to, as demanded by the public interest, and the necessity of obtaining 
the co-operation of the State of Pennsylvania again suggested. 

During the session of the Legislature of 1826-7, a resolution was 
passed, requiring the Board of Canal Commissioners to cause exami¬ 
nations, surveys, and estimates to be made, by a competent and skil¬ 
ful engineer of a route for a canal from the Ohio Canal to the waters 
of the Mahoning, and thence down its valley to the state line, and 
make report thereof to the next General Assembly. 

This examination was made, and in their report to the succeeding 
Legislature, the distance, lockage, and expense of the work is given 
as follows: 

Total length of Canal, 75 miles 73 chains. 

Whole amount of lockage, 343 feet. 

Aggregate cost of Canal, reservoirs and feeders, ,$764,372. 

The Commissioners further say in their report, “of the commercial 
importance of this canal when finished, no doubt can be entertained 
by those who understand the interest and geography of our country; 
the route passes through one of the best settled and most wealthy dis¬ 
tricts of the State, and when executed it will, together with the Ohio 
Canal, open a direct and convenient channel of commerce between 
the interior of Ohio and the great manufacturing and commercial city 
of Pittsburgh, together with the whole west Pennsylvania. Between 
these sections of country an extensive and highly beneficial com¬ 
merce now exists, which must increase with the growing population 
of our common conntry and the developement of its resources.” 

“It is, however, only by looking forward to the time when the Great 
Pennsylvania Canal, in the construction of which that State is now 
engaged, and the contemplated Chesapeake and Ohio Canal, shall 
have connected the Chesapeake with the Ohio River, the Potomac 
and the Delaware, that the importance of the Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Canal, can be duly appreciated. Through the northern part of the 
Ohio Canal, the proposed Pennsylvania and Ohio Canal, and the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, or the Pennsylvania Canal, a direct intercourse 
between the Great Lakes of the north west on the one hand, and the 
Delaware and Chesapeake Bays and the Atlantic Ocean, on the other, 
will be carried on to an immense extent. To the interests of Penn 
sylvania, as well as to Ohio, the proposed canal is of the first impor¬ 
tance. It is the most advantageous route between Pittsbu rgh and Lake 
Erie; the most direct from the western parts of Lake Erie, Detroit, 
and the north western Lakes to Pittsburgh, Philadelphia and Balti¬ 
more, it unites with the navigation of Lake Erie at a point further 
west, and longer clear from obstruction by ice than any where in 
Pennsylvania, and above all it intersects the Ohio Canal before it 
strikes the Lake, and by that means precludes the necessity of tran¬ 
shipment, and avoids the danger of Lake navigation as it respects the 
commercial interc urse between the State of Ohio and the ports of 
the Delaware and Chesapeake. The profit of this work to the pro¬ 
prietors must be commensurate to its commercial importance, and it 
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is believed to offer one of the best opportunities for a profitable in¬ 
vestment of capital to be found in the United States.” 

In accordance with these repeated recommendations of the agents 
of the State of Ohio, and from the necessity of procuring the co-ope¬ 
ration of Pennsylvania in this project, an act was passed in January, 
1827, by the Legislature of Ohio, incorporating the Pennsylvania and 
Ohio Canal Company, to which the concurrence of the State of Penn¬ 
sylvania was obtained in April following. 

Immediately after these concurrent acts had been passed, efforts 
were made to procure a minute survey of the whole route, which was 
accomplished during the summer of 1827 & 8, by a corps of United 
States’ Engineers, who made a report highly favorable to the project, 
and the entire cost of the work was estimated by them at less than 
one million of dollars. 

While these matters were in agitation, the great works in which 
those two States had engaged, and upon the completion of which the 
^ utility of the proposed enterpnze depended, were steadily progressing 
until in 1833, the main line of the Ohio Canal had been completed, and 
the State of Pennsylvania had extended her public improvements 
across the mountains to within about nine miles of the dividing line 
of the States, and within about sixty-five miles in a direct line of the 
Ohio Canal. 

The importance to the mutual interests of both States of uniting 
these two great thoroughfares became so apparent at that period, that 
the attention of their respective Legislatures was called to the sub¬ 
ject by their public agents. 

The Board of Canal Commissioners of Pennsylvania in their re¬ 
port made to the Legislature at their next session, say, “That across 
veut canal from Akron, on the Ohio Canal, along the valley of the Ma¬ 
honing would be highly beneficial to both States. It would open a 
direct, safe, cheap, anil expeditious channel for the citizens of Ohio 
to send their agricultural productions to market on the seaboard, and 
' enable them in return to receive merchandize from the east. It would, 
by the additional commerce thrown upon the Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Canals, give activtty to trade, employment to capital, and business to 
merchants, traders, and boatmen, and consequently it would stimulate 
and promote the great primary interests of agriculture. Punctuality 
is said to be the life of business, but to be punctual to engagements 
requires certainty in the means by which those engagements are to 
be fulfilled. Therefore in a contest for the rich trade of the west and 
north west, we should, if possible, avoid all risks and delays, and con¬ 
sequently broken voyages, that may arise from either floods or low 
water, by having a continuous canal from the Alleghany Mountains 
to Lake Erie and the Ohio River above its principal obstructions. 
In September last, while the Board were examining the public works 
in the western parts of the State, two of the members went up the 
valley of the Mahoning, and along or near the proposed route for the 
cross cut canal to Akron on the Portage summit of the Ohio Canal, 
and it is, in their opinion, the most favorable ground along the whole 
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route for constructing a canal that they have ever seen, with an am¬ 
ple supply of water that can conveniently be brought to the summit 
level.” And further say, “they have no hesitation in recommending 
the further extension of the Beaver division of their canal to the 
Ohio State line, at the expense and for the benefit of the common¬ 
wealth.” 

“The Canal Commissioners of Ohio, in a report made in 1834, state, 
that the proposed work will remove the only remaining obstructions 
which exists in the way of a direct commercial intercouse between 
the interior of Ohio, and the great commercial marts of Philadelphia 
and Baltimore. A free access to these cities will open to our citizens 
a choice of markets, and create a competition between them and New 
York, for supplying the western country with goods which must ne¬ 
cessarily operate to the advantage of the western people. . 

“It will also open a di rect channel of commerce between Lake Erie 
and the other upper Lakes, on the one hand, and Pittsburgh, and by 
means of the Pennsylvania Canal, with the ports of the Delaware and 
Chesapeake on the other. We nee 1 not here give a detailed view of 
the advantages resulting to the immense region of country bordering 
on these Lakes, from a choice of markets, as well as from their being 
enabled to avoid the delay in reaching the seaboard through the New 
York Canal by the long continuance of the ice in the eastern end of 
Lake Erie in the spring.” 

“The Board entertain no doubt that the influence of the proposed 
canal when completed, will add greatly to the business on the Ohio 
Canal, and consequently to the revenue arising from tolls collected 
thereon, and at the same time, that the tolls collected on the pro¬ 
posed canal itself, will be equal to the interest on its cost as soon > 
as commercial business shall have adopted itself to the new fa- fa 
cilties which this work will undoubtedly offer. The Board have T ; 
ever entertained and expressed the opinion that all great public works, ij 

in the execution and management of which a large proportion of our ^ 

citizens are interested, should be under the control of the State and j 
not of individual or incorporated companies.” " ) 

In consequence of these views expressed by the respective boards j, 
of Canal Commissioners of Pennsylvania and Ohio, in relation to the ^ 
propriety of including this improvement among their public works, j 
the corporators named in the first section of the act of incorporation, j, 
proposed to surrender their charter to the Legislature at their ses- 
sion in 1834-5, if the State was desirous of embracing this work in ^ 
their general system of internal improvements, and to give an oppor j 
tunity for deliberating and acting upon such a proposition, their ^ 
charter was so amended as to secure to the said States the right of 5 
purchasing from the company at any time after they had commenced | 
the work, the privilege of finishing and owning the canal within ^ 
their respective territorial limits by paying to the company the < 
amount by them expended, and a reasonable allowance of interest j 
thereon. 

Since the action of the Legislature was had on this proposition of 
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the company the privilege of retaining the canal, the full period 
originally granted has been restored to them, and they have proceded 
under their charter to open books for the subscription of the capital 
stock, and have obtained it to an amount supposed to be sufficient to 
cover the entire cost of the work. 

The company was then immediately organized by the election of a 
hoard of Directors, and the appointment of officers according to the 
terms of the charter, and engineers were employed to survey and 
locate the line and prepare it for contract. 

During the summer of 1835, a more careful examination of the 
country between the two extreme points of the canal was made by f 
the engineers and a location was made by which the whole distance 
was reduced to eighty-two miles, and the entire line put under con¬ 
tract at prices, which, in the aggregate, fell considerably below the 
amount which had been subscribed. 

In the mean time, the Legislature of Pennsylvania, to aid the com¬ 
pany in the prosecution of a work of such manifest public utility, and 
to secure to that state within a, limited period, that portion of the 
Canal lying within her own territory, had granted to a corporation 
in the city of Philadelpeia the privilege of increasing its banking 
capital about half a million of dollars, and extending its charter for 
twenty years with an exemption from taxation, on condition that it 
should subscribe to the stock of this company $100,000, which stock 
so to be subscribed, was to be vested in the State after a given period 
of time. * 

Owing to the particular character which had been given to the stock 
by making it real estate, the difficulty of transferring it in the usual 
mode, and some ambiguity as to the relative liabilities of original 
subscribers and subsequent purchasers, the stock became unsaleable* 
and from the high reputation it at first assumed, it soon fell and be¬ 
came depressed with other stocks in the market. 

Under such circumstances the instalments which had been required 
to be paid by the board of Directors were not met with that prompts 
tude by some of the stockholders which the engagements of the com* 
pany with the contractors for work rendered necessary. 

Many of the original subscribers had sold their stock at an advance 
through the agency of brokers, and as the transfers were not made 
upon the books of the company, and the purchasers declining to pay 1 
the instalments required, the board of Directors, at the solicitations 
of many of the original subscribers, directed a public sale to be made 
of such delinquent stock, and in some instances the purchasers at the 
sale have been found to be irresponsible. 

The work, however, has been constantly progressing under the 
contracts which have been made, and the Directors, by persevering 
exertions, have been able to collect from the stockholders, a sufficient 
amount to meet the demands of contractors up to the month of Novem¬ 
ber last, when one-third of the whole work had been completed. 

This amount, however, has not been collected in an equal ratio from 
all of the stockholders, and in many instances suits are now pending 
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against those who are now delinquent. This mode of enforcing col¬ 
lections by the sale of the stock or the institution of suits is very em - 
barrassing to the progress of the work, and must retard its comple¬ 
tion, to the manifest injury of those who have promptly met the re¬ 
quirements of the board, as well as to the general interests of the 
State. 

Under these embarrassments, a number of the most substantial 
stockholders, holding a large share of the stock, and who have the? 
utmost confidence in the safety and value of their investments, anxious 
that the work should be prosecuted with vigor and completed within 
the time specified in the contracts, have petitioned the Legislature to 
aid them in accomplishing an enterprise of such magnitude and im¬ 
portance in which the public have so deep an interest. 

The manner in which that aid shall be given, they leave to the wis_ 
dom of the Legislature to determine. 

The interest which is manifested by the Atlantic States to secure 
the commerce of the west, by holding out every inducement, and ex¬ 
tending all the facilities in their power, should convince us of the 
great advantages which must result to the State from the speedy com¬ 
pletion of this work. 

By opening new channels to different markets, we shall bring rival 
cities and States into competition for our trade and for the revenue 
which must accrue on its transporation. The distance which it must 
passthrough the one or the other of their extensive improvements to 
reach a market on the seaboard, would urge them to reduce their tolls 
to the lowest possible amount which would yield them a revenue. 
The annual amount of tolls received on the New-York Canal is nearly 
$2,000,000, and we may safely calculate, that at least one fifth part 
of that sum is paid by the citizens of Ohio.—And when it is consider¬ 
ed that from their present rate of tolls, a fund has been accumulated 
nearly sufficient to redeem their Canal debt; and that within a short 
period, the revenue arising from these Canals will not only redeem 
the debt, but be more than sufficient to defray the ordinary current 
expenses of the State, we may well conclude that they will not Wil¬ 
lingly surrender to rival markets, the commerce of the western 
country. The only mode of retaining a large portion of this trade 
in its present channels, after a more safe, direct and expeditious com* 
munication to the Atlantic markets shall have been opened to it, will 
be by a reduction of tolls on their Canal. 

The distance from Cleveland to Philadelphia, by the proposed Com¬ 
munication, will be about two hundred miles less than by the present 
route to New York. In consequence of the long continuance of ice 
in the eastern end of Lake Erie in the spring, the harbor of Buffalo 
remains closed from five to six weeks later in the spring than that of 
Cleveland. 

By this new channel, the produce of the country bordering on the 
southern shore of Lake Erie and the upper Lakes, which is accumu- , 
lated at different ports during the winter, may be taken to market 
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in the spring, and the returns thereof received at Detroit before the 
New-York Canal would be opened. 

The only mode of successful competition against all these advanta 
ges, for any portion of this trade, would be in reducing the costs of 
transportation, a measure which the whole western conntry are 
equally interested in effecting. A reduction of 25 per cent, on the 
tolls on the New-York Canals, would save annually to the citizens of 
Ohio, provided their commerce was continued in its present channels, 
nearly $100,000. 

Every year this work is delayed, operates as a tax upon thepro- 
duce and business of the State to a large amount. 

With these views your committee herewith report a bill authorizing 
a loan on the credit of the State. 

A bill further to amend an act, incorporating the Pennsylvania and 
Ohio Canal Company, and to authorize a loan on the credit of the 
State, was read the first time.

WEDNESDAY, February 1 , 1837. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment.

Mr. Smith, from the standing committee on the Judiciary, to which 
was referred the petition of sundry citizens of Richland county, pray¬ 
ing that the official acts of Alexander Porter, late a justice of the peace 
of Clear Creek township, in said county, as far as respects the ac¬ 
knowledgement of deeds of conveyance, may be legalized, made the 
following report; which was ordered to lie on the table, and be printed. 

The standing committee on the judiciary, to which was referred the 
the petition of sundry citizens of the county of Richland, praying 
that the official acts of Alexander Porter, late a Justice of the Peace, 
of Clear creek township, in said county, as far as respects the ac¬ 
knowledgment? of deeds of conveyance, may be legalized, report. 
That it appears from the statement of the petitioners, that the said 
Alexander Porter was duly elected a Justice of the Peace, of the 
township of Clear creek, and county of Richland, and regularly com¬ 
missioned as such. That it is now uncertain whether said Porter ever 
gav'e such bond as is required by law; as none such can be found in 
the township Treasurer’s office or elsewhere; that the petitioners, 
with many others, have had conveyances acknowledged before said 
Porter, which are believed to be illegal, and they pray that the same 
may be legalized. 

Your committee are also advised, by a gentleman, whose knowledge 
of the fact is unquestionable, that said Porter, after being elected and 
commissioned, proceeded to discharge all the usual and ordinary du¬ 
ties of a Justice of the Peace; that he adjudicated upon causes brought 
before him, and attended to the various official duties incumbent upon 
him, from the period of his being commissioned, until he left the coun¬ 
ty of Richland. 

These being the facts, your committee cannot doubt for a moment, 
that the official acts performed by the said Porter, while acting in his 
official capacity of Justice of the Peace, although he may have failed 
to comply with the requisitions of the statute in giving the bond pre¬ 
scribed by law, must be operative and binding, until regularly revers¬ 
ed. It could not, they conceive, for a moment be tolerated in a court 
of justice, that his failure to comply with the provisions of the statute 
in that respect, should render null and void all the acts both judicial 
and ministerial performed by him while acting in the capacity of Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace. 

The object of the statute, in requiring a bond from a Justice of the 
Peace, is, to insure a faithful compliance with the duties of his office, 
and for the paying over according to law, all moneys which may come 
into his hands by virtue of his commission. If he has been duly elec¬ 
ted, commissioned, and sworn into office, and publicly enters upon the 
discharge of his duties, and notoriously acts in the capacity of a Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace, it is not incumben upon those in relation to w horn 
it may become his duty to act, or perform official services, to inquire 
whether or not he has given the bond required by the statute: the pro- 
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visions of the act, tho’ somewhat positive in their character, must at 
least, to a certain extent, be deemed directory. And your committee 
cannot believe that the failure of the officer to comply with that pro¬ 
vision would invalidate his official acts. If the acknowledgments of 
deeds taken by this Justice of the Peace are illegal and void, all judg¬ 
ments rendered by him, all oaths and affirmations administered, and 
marriage ceremonies performed by him, must be equally so. This is 
a consequence which cannot be sanctioned; hence in all judicial inves¬ 
tigations of this character, the question would be, was the person a 
Justice of the Peace defacto? did he publicly act as a Justice of the 
Peace? and not was he such, de jure , by havingttricly cmstoplied with 
every minutia of the statute? This principle, your cotnmittee believe 
to be fully sustained by the highest judicial authority of this and other 
States of the Uinon; and that such is the uniform doctrine of the com¬ 
mon law. 

Your committee are, therefore, of the opinion, that were there no 
objections upon principle to this species of legislation, it would, in the 
case under investigation, be wholly unnecessary: and that if there be 
no other objection to the validity of the official acts of Justice Porter, 
than the one suggested in the memorial, acknowledgments of deeds 
and conveyances made before, and certified by him, would be pronounc¬ 
ed valid, by the judicial tribunals of the country. Your committee, 
therefore, ask to be discharged from the further' consideration of the 
subject.

Pennsylvania and Ohio Canal, in accordance with the law ofFebruary 
last. His report to this board is herewith transmitted to the Senate, 
and contains all the information in relation to the termination of said 
Canal in the possession of this Board.

To the Board of Public Works: 

Agreeably to your request, the following report of the decision 
in relation to the western termination of the Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Canal, is respectfully submitted: 

That part of the law incorporating the Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Canal Company, passed Jan. 27th, 1827, that relates particularly to 
the connection of the two canals, is as follows: “ Commencing at such 
suitable point on the Portage summit of the Ohio Canal, as the Ohio 
Canal Commissioners shall direct,” &c. When this law was passed, 
it was supposed by many that the Pennsylvania and Ohio Canal would 
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pass through the town of Middlebury, and consequently the level 
could be “ kept up” to correspond with the summit level of the Ohio 
Canal, in which event the surplus water brought forward in said 
* Pennsylvania and Ohio Canal (should there be any) would serve to 
supply any deficiency, either real or imaginary, that might exist, by 
the present mode of supplying the summit. 

During the progress of the final location of this Canal, it was ascer¬ 
tained, that in making arrangements for the necessary water for sup¬ 
plying the western part of it, that the line must pass through the 
village of Cuyahoga Falls; and from this point a much safer and 
cheaper line could be obtained by pa: sing north of Middlebury, and 
intersecting with the Ohio Canal on a level tw r enty feet below the 
Portage summit. 

On the 2d day of March, 1836, the company obtained from the Le¬ 
gislature the passage of the following amendment to their charter, in 
relation to the western termination of said canal, to wit: 

“Sec. 3d. That the Canal Commissioners, or Board of Public 
Works, shall determine the point of intersection with the Ohio Canal, 
and that so much of the aforesaid acts as are contrary or inconsistent 
with the provisions herein contained, be and the same is hereby re¬ 
pealed;” and on the 17th day of March, the Board of Canal Commis¬ 
sioners passed the following order: 

Ordered , That Leander Ransom be appointed to fix and determine 
the western point of termination of the Pennsylvania and Ohio Canal, 
or the western point of junction between that Canal, and the Ohio 
Canal, at or near Akron.” 

After a full and careful examination of all the matters relating to 
the connection of the two Canals, the point of termination of the 
Pennsylvania and Ohio Canal, was fixed at the north end of the lower 
Basin, in South Akron, a few rods from the foot of lock number one, 
of the Ohio Canal, with the privilege of locking down ten feet, which 
arrangement brings the Pennsylvania and Ohio Canal on a level with 
the Ohio Canal, at the foot of lock No. 2. 

As this arrangement may be considered by some as a change from 
the former understanding as to the location of this canal, a few reasons 
for this decision may be considered necessary. 

It is known to the Board that an impression has prevailed to some 
extent, that by the construction of the Pennsylvania and Ohio Canal, 
a large quantity of surplus water would be brought on to the Portage 
summit, and thereby supply any anticipated deficiency. If this im¬ 
pression has been founded in fact, it would have been very important 
for the interests of the State, that the company should have been re¬ 
quired to “keep up” the last level of their canal from the point of in¬ 
troducing a feeder from the Cuyahoga, to and on a level with the 
Portage summit. Whatever the general impression may have been, 
or what views the Legislature may have had at the time of granting 
the charter, the provisions of their charter require no such arrange¬ 
ment; and should they have been required by their charter to “keep 
up” the feeder level of their canal, the State would have derived no 
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benefit from such provision, as the company have no right to pass 
any more water into their canal from the Cuyahoga, than barely suf¬ 
ficient to keep up the level; neither would the State have had the 
right to take water from the Cuyahoga at this point without remune¬ 
rating the owners of the water power, from the point of introducing 
the feeder, to a point near the Old Portage, containing a total decent 
of 290 feet, which includes the water power at the village of Cuyaho¬ 
ga Falls. A moment’s reflection will be sufficient to show, that to 
supply the Portage summit from this source, would not only be ruin¬ 
ous to the owners of water power, but extiemely expensive to the 
State. 

The undersigned was satisfied from personal examination that the 
summit could be supplied from other sources, at much less expense, 
and the connexion agreed upon could be made many thousand dollars 
less by the company, and at the same time secure a much more safe 
and permanent line. 

By caking this arrangement, the company agree to pay to the 
State of Ohio, seven thousand dollars at such time as the Board of 
Public Works, or their successors, shall deem it necessary to resort 
to other means than those in use, for supplying the Portage summit 
with water. 

The plan of connecting the Pennsylvania and Ohio Canal with the 
Ohio Canal on the first level below the summit, instead of connecting 
below the second , is adopted with the view of sustaining the interests 
of the proprietors of lots in South Akron, as many of these lots were 
purchased of the State under a reasonable impression that the Penn¬ 
sylvania and Ohio Canal would unite with the Ohio Canal on the 
summit. 

The company have also agreed to relinquish to the State this part 
of their canal, and the lock, at any time that the State may deem it 
necessary to construct an additional (or double) set of locks at this 
point, which at no distant period may be considered necessary.

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of the passage of a law to prevent the destruction of timber on the 
banal lands, reported a bill to punish trespassers on the public lands; 
which was read the first time. 

Mr. Smith, from the standing committee on the Judiciary, submit¬ 
ted the following report; which was ordered to lie upon the table. 

The standing committee on the judiciary, to which was referred 9 
resolution of the Senate, requesting them to examine into the ex¬ 
pediency of so amending the law for the payment of jurors, “that in 
all civil cases their fees shall be paid by the parties litigating,” have 
examined the subject,and respectfully report: 

By the “act to regulate the fees of officers in civil and criminal ca¬ 
ses,” each petit juror is allowed the sum of one dollar, for each and 
every day he may serve; and if not a talesman, five cents per mile 
from his place of residence to the county se it. Ea^h talesman is en¬ 
titled to fifty cents for each jury trial on which he may serve, and if 
detained more than one day, then he is allowed the same per diem 
^ compensation as a regular juror. These fees, are by law, to be paid 

out of the county treasury. Asa renumeration to the county, it is 
likewise provided, that a jury fee of six dollars shall be paid by the 
party in whose favor a verdict may be rendered, or in case of a non¬ 
suit, by the party calling the jury, to the sheriff, and shall be by him 
paid over to the county treasurer, under tfie directions of the court. 

The objection urged to this mode of paying jurors is, that it ope¬ 
rates heavily upon the funds of the county, that more is paid out of 
the treasury, than is refunded in jury fees. 

Yonr committee are aware that the present svstem is liable to the 
objections alledged against it; but they are inclined to the opinion, that 
it is one of those inconveniencies to which the community must some¬ 
times submit, for the sake of preserving some regular and established 
t mode of administering the laws of the country, to the poor and to the 
rich. 

In thelevyingoftaxes,on the assessment ofthe public burdens, it is ut¬ 
terly impracticable to arrive at perfect equality, and to mete out exact 
justice. To approximate as nearly as possible to the attainment of 
those objects, is all that can be expected in human legislation. For a 
long period of time, it was the policy of our laws, that jurors in civil 
cases should be paid by the litigant parties, at the rate of fifty cents 
each, for every trial on which they might serve. That compensation w&s 
holy inadequate, and the system operated hardly upon jurors. The 
present mode of paying jurors has been in operation about ten years; 
and your committee believe it to be an evident improvement upon the 
former system. They are aware of but few complaints against the 
present law, and although it may in some respects be unequal in its op¬ 
eration, and impose upon the peaceable citizen a burden, which strict 
justice migh Require to be borne by the litigant. Might not the same 
argument, to some extent, be applied to the payment of the salary of 
the judge? 

The examination and reflection which the committee have bestowed 
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upon this subject, have induced the conclusion, that it would not at this 
time be expedient to make any change in the law for the payment of 
jurors; and they ask to be discharged from the further consideration 
of the subject.

The undersigned, Directors and Warden of the Ohio Penitentiary, 
feel themselves impelled by a sense of duty to the State, as well as to. 
themselves, respectfully to request that the resolution adopted by your 
honorable body on yesterday, directing certain inquiries into the man¬ 
agement of the Penitentiary, be referred to a select committee, or that 
the chairman of the standing committee on the Penitentiary, be ex¬ 
cused from serving under said resolution. 

To the inquiries proposed, we cannot have the least objection. We 
believe it to be not only the right, but also the duty of the Legislature 
to inquire from time to time, with the keenest scrutiny into the offi¬ 
cial conduct of all those exercising authority under the laws of the 
State. This scrutiny we have ever courted, and now desire it to be 
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made'as speedily and minutely as practicable. Yet we believe, thajthia 
investigation should be conducted in accordance with the principles of 
justiceevery where recognized in empannelling juries, and that thetri- 
e rs should be in a condition to act and judge with candor and impartiality. 
We believe that your honorable body will cheerfully recognize this 
principle. At the time of adopting the resolution above referred 
to, it was probably not known to many members of your hon¬ 
orable body, that the chairman of the standing committee on the 
Penitentiary, in the Senate, was under the influence of feelings to¬ 
wards the officers of that institution, calculated to bias his mind and 
mislead his judgment in the investigation proposed, and we regret 
the necessity which induces us to believe that such feelings exist. We 
deem it improper on this occasion, to detail the circumstances which 
induce this belief, yet if desired, we will at any time detail those cir¬ 
cumstances, and exhibit satisfactory evidence.

Mr. Wellhouse presented petitions from the stockholders in the 
Lake Erie and Muskingum road and canal company, and other citi¬ 
zens, praying for the grant of Banking powers to said company, 
which were ordered to lie on the table.

The standing committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred a reso¬ 
lution of the Senate, instructing them to inquire whether the Directors 
and Warden of the Penitentiary have not committed a breach of privil¬ 
ege in the memorial by them presented to the Senate on the second in¬ 
stant, have examined the subject, and now respectfully submit for the 
consideration of the Senate, the following report: 

On the first day of the present month, a resolution was offered for th* 
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consideration of the Senate, and agreed to by that body, instructing the 
standing committee on the Penitentiary to inquire and report to the Sen¬ 
ate, at as early a day as practicable, 

1st. Whether there is any law of this State, which would authorize the 
Warden or agents of the Penitentiary to hire out the services of convicts, 
to perform labor without the prison walls] 

2d. Whether any convicts during the past year, have performed labor 
without the prison walls, on contracts with private individuals; and if so, 
for whom, and at what kind of labor were they employed? 

3d. Whether there is any law, which would authorize the Warden or 
agents to have a personal interest in contracts made with individuals for 
the labor of convicts; and whether said Warden or agents have such per* 
son ai interest] « 

4th. That said committee have authority to examine the books and pa¬ 
pers belonging to the Penitentiary, and to take testimony and examine 
persons under oath, in respect to the concerns of the Penitentiary. 

On the morning after the adoption of the foregoing resolution, a cbm* 
munication signed by Joseph Olds, Benjamin F. Allen, a^id N. Medberry, 
the Directors and Warden of the Penitentiary, was presented by the 
Speaker of the Senate, and by him laid before that body, an attested copy 
of which marked (A) is hereto annexed, and made a part of this report. 

On the presentation and reading of that document, its language was 
deemed to be exceptionable, and a resolution was submitted by a member 
of the Senate, that it should not be received, which resolution was adopt¬ 
ed: and a resolution immediateljToffered and agreed to, instructing the 
committee oh the Judiciary to inquire whether said officers, in that me¬ 
morial, had not committed a breach of privilege. This inquiry your com¬ 
mittee have endeavored to make; but it is to be regretted, that other avo¬ 
cations have not permitted them to bestow that attention to the subject, 
which the importance of the examination committed to their charge by the 
Senate, would seem to demand. 

It is proper to premise upon this occasion, that the committee entertain 
a due sense of the great, importance of preserving the just dignity of the 
Senate. To protect and preserve every branch of tne government- 
executive, legislative and judicial—from unjust suspicion and unwarranta¬ 
ble imputation of base and corrupt motives, is necessary, to maintain its 
usefulness. To effect this object, every legislative body, and every one 
of its members should be protected from unwarrantable attacks upon their 
persons, or such imputations upon their characters, as would tend to de¬ 
grade them in the estimation of honorable men. Hence has arisen what 
is termed the “privilege of members.” The extent of this privilege—its 
true and precise definition, and the various modes by which it may bo 
infringed—is a matter of much doubt and difficulty. 

The only express power conferred upon either branch of the Legisla¬ 
ture by the constitution of Ohio, to punish persons other than members, 
for improper conduct, is contained in the fourteenth section of the first 
article of the constitution, aifd is in these words: “Each House may 
punish by imprisonment during their session, any person not a member, 
who shall be guilty of disrespect to the House, by any disorderly or con¬ 
temptuous behaviour in their presence; provided such imprisonment 
shall not at any one time exceed twenty-four hours.” There*would per¬ 
haps be but little difference of opinion as to the true construction of this 
clause of the constitution. The intention was to preserve and protect 
the legislative body from disorderly conduct eommitted in its presence; 
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defend its members while engaged in the discharge of their legislative 
duties, from those unauthorized intrusions and unwarrantable insults, 
the tendency of which would be to degrade the just authority of the bo¬ 
dy, and to detract from that dignity and respect to which it is entitied. Ta 
carry into effect this necessary power of self-preservation and protection, 
the power of imprisonment for a limited period was conferred. Had this 
Been the only clause of the constitution which has a bearing upon this 
subject, it might have been a question worthy of consideration, whether 
this express grant of power in a particular case, would not exclude its 
exercise in a different case. But in the eleventh section of the same ar¬ 
ticle, we find this provision: “Each House may determine the rules of 
its proceedings, punish its members for disorderly behaviour, and with 
the concurrence of two thirds, expel a member, but not a second time for 
the same cause; and shall have all other powers’ necessary for a branch qf 
the Legislature of a free and independent State.” At the time of the for¬ 
mation of the constitution of Ohio it is believed that it is a fact well as¬ 
certained that the law of parliament, as settled and practised in the Uni¬ 
ted States, was construed to extend not only to reach cases of contemptu-" 
ous behaviour in the actual presence of the body, but to attempts to cor¬ 
rupt the integrity of a member without the walls of the House, or to 
charges made against members, imputing crime or base and corrupt mo¬ 
tives in their legislative capacity. The case of Randall and Whitney in 
the House of Representatives of the United States in December, 1795; 
and the case of the editor of the Aurora, in the Senate of the United 
States in February, 1800, may be referred to as instances of the exercise 
of this power* The necessity of self-defence, and the inherent right of 
all legislative bodies to keep themselves in a condition to discharge the 
trusts confided to them, and the preservation of their members from de¬ 
famation, were the grounds relied upon for the exercise of the power in 
the cases to which reference has been made. 

These cases occurred prior to the adoption of the constitution of Ohio; 
and it is a matter worthy of consideration how far, under our constitution 
and law of privilege, mere words , whether oral or written, when applied 
to a legislative body or* any member thereof, however opprobrious or im¬ 
proper, should be construed a breach of privilege, and subject the delin¬ 
quent to summary punishment as in cases of contempt. 

It is a delicate subject to interfere with the Wght to petition—the freedom 
of speech, or the freedom of the press. The constitution has declared 
that “the printing presses shall be open and free to every citizen who 
wishes to examine the proceedings of any branch of government, or the 
conduct of any public officer; and no law shall ever restrain the right 
thereof. Every citizen has an indisputable right to speak, write, or print 
upon any subject as he thinks proper, being liable for the abuse of that 
liberty.” The same instrument provides, “that the right of trial by jury 
shall be inviolate;” and “that the people have a right to apply to the Legj 
islature for a redress of grievances.” 

While your committee recognize the propriety and importance of pre^ 
serving unimpaired the just power and authority of the Legislature, and 
each branch thereof, to protect itself and each of its members, they would 
hesitate to extend the power to doubtful cases; or to exercise powers 
merely constructive, calculated to impair the right of trial by jury, or to 
prejudice that manly but respectful freedom with which every citizen has 
a right to approach the Legislature of his State. It may, perhaps, be con¬ 
sidered as settled, that the power to punish for an attempt to corrupt the 
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integrity of a member by offering a bribe; or for personal violence commit* 
ted upon a member, for the bold and fearless discharge of his duties, or for 
words used in debate, or an unauthorized seizure of the body of a mem¬ 
ber, resides in each House as an inherent and necessary power. But if 
it be conceded that it should extend further, and reach cases of oral or 
written slander, used in reference to the members composing a legisla¬ 
tive body, and in reference to their characters as legislators, to what spe¬ 
cies of defamation should it extendi In the absence of any express legis¬ 
lative precedent in Ohio, your committee would deem it a salutary rule 
that it should be confined to those cases where either crime or corrupt 
and degrading motives or conduct is imputed. Were it otherwise, the 
time of a legislative body might be almost wholly occupied in these inves¬ 
tigations. To secure the blessings and advantages of a free press, we 
must sometimes bear the inconvenience of its licentiousness. 

Laying down this rule, the committee will proceed to examine the docu¬ 
ment under investigation. The persons whose conduct is impeached, 
and in reference to which, in the presentation of that memorial, the pre¬ 
sent inquiry is instituted, are officers and agents of the State. A resolu- 
^ tion had been adopted by the Senate authorizing certain inquiries to be 
made, and an examination of the books and papers of the institution un¬ 
der their care and management, and to take testimony and examine per¬ 
sons under oath, touching the concerns of the Penitentiary. Notwith¬ 
standing the unquestioned right of the Senate to institute this inquiry, 
and to confer upon one of its committees this power, it is evident that 
the resolution conferring the power, was considered by the Directors and 
Warden of the Penitentiary as a reflection upon their integrity and the 
manner in which the concerns of the institution had been conducted. 
That inquiry was by the Senate intrusted to the standing committee on 
the Penitentiary. A memorial is transmitted to the Senate through the 
Speaker, in which the memorialists say—“that they feel themselves im¬ 
pelled by a sense of duty to the State, as well as to themselves, respect- 
fully to request, that that resolution be referred to a select committee, or 
> that the chairman of the standing committee on the Penitentiary be ex¬ 
cused from serving under said resolution.” They then proceed to sub¬ 
mit their official conduct to the severest scrutiny—and to urge the proprie¬ 
ty of their triers being in a condition “to act and judge with candor and 
impartiality”—and state it as their belief that the Senate “will cheerfully 
recognize that principle.” 

It is then alleged, that at the time of adopting the resolution, it was 
probably not known to many of the members of the Senate, “that the 
chairman of the standing committee on the Penitentiary, in the Senate, 
was under the influence of leelings towards the officers of that institution, 
calculated to bias his mind and mislead his judgment in the investigation 
proposed.” They conclude by saying, “that they deem it improper on 
this occasion, to detail the circumstances which induce this belief, yet 
if desired, that they will at any time detail the circumstances, and exhibit 
satisfactory evidence.” 

In th e propriety of the object sought to be obtained by the memorialists 
—that is, a fair, impartial and candid investigation,—and the motive 
which actuated the memorialists in making the request, your committee 
are not aware of any thing exceptionable. Every man should be tried, 
and his conduct investigated by an impartial tribunal. The impropriety 
consists in making the application, and the danger to be apprehended in 
sanctioning such a precedent. Of the proper committee, whether stand- 
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ing or select, to which any subject of legislation or legislative inquiry 
should be referred, the Senate mutt be the judge . That body is responsi¬ 
ble for the reference to its constituents, and the members should act upon 
the subject, according to their best judgment, free from the operation of 
extraneous influence. Should this right be surrendered, it would be a 
surrender of the independence and dignity of the Senate. A request, 
that the chairman, or any member of a committee, should be excused from 
serving in a particular case, should either come from the member himself, 
or some one of his fellow members. In asking this indulgence, the mem¬ 
ber requesting it, must be governed by his own sense of propriety, and it 
ought not to be presumed, that any member of a legislative body would 
desire to serve upon a committee of investigation, or inquiry, into the con¬ 
duct of individuals against whom he entertained vindictive feelings. 
Whatever then may have been the motives of these memorialists, the com¬ 
mittee deem the course pursued by them, to be objectionable, and one 
which no officer has a right to demand, and which the Senate should not 
entertain. As a precedent , it would lead to consequences which should 
not be permitted. 

The reason assigned for requesting the Senate to send the resolution to 
a select committee is, that the chairman of the standing committee on the 
Penitentiary in the Senate, was under the influence of feelings towards 
the officers of the Penitentiary, calculated to bias his mind and mislead 
his judgment in the investigation proposed. Upon a careful examination 
of this part of the memorial, your committee perceive no imputation of 
crime, or base and corrupt motives. The language is exceptionable—it is 
a matter much to be regretted, that it was used; it was a hasty proceeding, 
and with an opportunity for reflection, the committee entertain the opin¬ 
ion, that the respectable gentlemen who presented this memorial, would 
be the first to acknowledge its impropriety. But inasmuch as no crimin¬ 
al intention, base design, or corrupt motive is imputed to the member, 
your committee would be unwilling to pronounce that memorial a breach 
of the privilege of the Senate. When a juror is excepted to, or challenged 
on the ground of a previously formed or expressed opinion, upon the mer¬ 
its of the matter in controversy, or on account of unfriendly feelings to¬ 
wards the party challenging, it is no charge of corruption upon the juror; 
it merely attributes to him one of the frailties of human nature, a frailty 
from which the best are not wholly exempt, it is no reflection upon the 
honesty or integrity of the juror. So in this case, these memorialists be¬ 
lieved that the chairman of the committee on the Penitentiary entertained 
towards them unfriendly feelings—and without charging corruption on 
the one hand, or on the other attributing perfection—they believed that 
the tendency of these feelings, would be to bias or mislead his judgment; 
and in the hurry of the moment, they caused to be presented to the Sen¬ 
ate, this illjudged memorial. While the course pursued by the memorialists, 
meets the disapprobation of your committee, as well as that of the Senate* 
they deem it to be their duty to discriminate between an impropriety and 
a breach of privilege; and while the committee feel it to be their duty in 
calmly and dispassionately examining this matter, and endeavoring to de¬ 
termine its true character, to animadvert upon the document—they da 
not, upon examination, discover any thing in the paper itself, which 
would authorize them to draw the inference, that the memorial was dicta¬ 
ted by unworthy motives. Your committee believe, that while the honor 
and dignity of the Senate demand, that the character of each of its mem¬ 
bers should be protected from unwarrantable attacks; true dignity and 
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self respect, require that the power of the Senate to punish for attacks up' 
on its dignity, should be connned to cases clearly within its acknowledge 
ed jurisdiction; and that studious efforts to enlarge this jurisdiction, wouM 
rather detract from, than sustain the dignity and respect due to the Sen¬ 
ate. Your committee, therefore, recommend the adoption of the follow¬ 
ing resolution: 

jR etolved That in the memorial presented to the Senate on the second 
instant, by Messrs. Olds, Allen, and Med berry, directors and warden of 
the Penitentiary, said Olds, Allen, and Medberry, were not guilty of a 
breach of the privileges of the Senate, or either of its members; and that 
the standing committee on the Judiciary, be discharged from the farther 
consideration of the resolution referred to that committee.

To The Honorable, the Senate of the State of Ohio: 

The undersigned, Directors and Warden of the Ohio Penitentiary, fed 
themselves impelled by a sense of duty to the State, as well as to them¬ 
selves, respectfully to request that the resolution adopted by your honora¬ 
ble body on yesterday, directing certain inquiries into the management of 
the Penitentiary, be referred to a select committee, or that the chairman 
of the standing committee on the Penitentiary, be excused from serving 
under said resolution. 

To the inquiries proposed, we cannot have the least objection. We be¬ 
lieve it to be not only the right, but also the duty of the Legislature to in¬ 
quire from time to time, with the keenest scrutiny into the official con¬ 
duct of all those exercising authority under the laws of the State. This 
scrutiny we have ever courted, and now desire it to be made as speedily 
and minutely as practicable. Yet we believe, that this investigation 
should be conducted in accordance with the principles of justice every 
where recognized in empannelling juries, and that the triers should be in 
a condition to act and judge with candor and impartiality. We believe 
that your honorable body will cheerfully recognize this principle. At the 
time of adopting the resolution above referred to, it was probably not 
known to many members of your honorable body, that the chairman of the 
standing committee on the Penitentiary , in the Senate, was under the in¬ 
fluence of feelings towards the officers of that institution, calculated to 
bias his mind and mislead his judgment in the investigation proposed, and 
we regret the necessity which induces us to believe that such feelings 
exist. We deem it improper on this occasion, to detail the dircumstances 
which induce this belief, yet if desired, we will at any time detail those 
circumstances, and exhibit satisfactory evidence.

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That the petitioner states in his petition that during the controver¬ 
sy between Ohio and Michigan, he was employed by the Commission¬ 
ers appointed to run the Harris line, to assist them and pilot them 
through, the forest. In consequence of that, and living on the dispu¬ 
ted territory, he was persecuted by the authorities of Michigan, his 
property levied on and sold for taxes; and to prevent being imprison¬ 
ed, he was obliged to leave his home and business, and retire to Ohio 
for safety: he asks the Legislature to remunerate him for his time 
lost, and services rendered. From the best information your commit¬ 
tee can obtain, the petitioner was paid by the Commissioners three dol¬ 
lars per day, and found, for the time he was employed by them. They 
considering that sum a fair compensation for the services rendered. 
The other claims of the petitioner are so indefinite in their character, 
that your committee cannot recommend any legislative action on 
them. They, therefore, ask to be discharged from the further con¬ 
sideration of the subject, and that the petitioner have leave to with¬ 
draw his petition.

discharge the duties of his station faithfully and to the satisfaction of 
the public; but at period of our history, the then circulating medium 
of the country, was in a very deranged and unsafe condition. Arising 
as your committee believes, from the improvident chartering and cre¬ 
ating so many local Banks. The petitioner presents the sum of three 
hundred and twenty-five dollars, which he ailedges was collected by 
him as such collector, that he at the time mentioned, made application 
to the then Treasurer of State, M. H. Gurry,. Esq for advice, as to the 
kind of money that would be received at the Treasury in payment of 
the taxes due the State; that the Treasurer declined giving him any 
direct advice or instructions, as to the kind or quantity of money he 
ought to receive for the payment of the taxes due the State, as he did 
not feel himself authorized to do so, as he has stated in a letter to the 
petitioner under date of the 14th of September, 1818. The petition¬ 
er further states that the money for which he thinks he is entitled to 
a remuneration for, is principally on the German Bank of Wooster, 
and the Bank of Lebanon, and was entertained by him as a part of 
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his fees, and that subsequently he has made use of all the diligence 
in his power to collect the amount that is justly due him by these in¬ 
stitutions, and has uniformly failed; that he is reduced in his cir¬ 
cumstances, and in his old age, and is illy able to bear the loss arising 
as he believes, from no fault on his part, but from facts and circum¬ 
stances connected with our then State policy; and at this time he be¬ 
lieves that in justice, the State ought to grant him relief. Your com¬ 
mittee are duly impressed and affected with the appeal made to their 
sympathies and good feelings, but at the same time they cannot, in 
justice to the State, and in the correct discharge of their duty, acknow¬ 
ledge the legality of this claim, now of about eighteen years standing. 

It appears that the General Assembly at their session of 1819, author¬ 
ized the State Treasurer to receive from Alexander Patterson and 
others, who were also collectors, the uncurrent Bank paper they had 
collected in the discharge of their official duties.

The Senate took the bill from the House, regulating fees of Sheriffs 
in civil and criminal cases, and amended the same, when, 

On motion of Mr. Medary, 

The bill and amendments were re committed to Messrs. Medary, 
Gerard and Smith, with leave to report thereon. 

On motion of Mr. Thomas, 

The Senate again resolved itself into committee of the whole, Mr* 
King in the chair, on a bill to incorporate the Delaware and Columbus 
Cotton and Woollen Manufacturing Company, and reported the same 
back wi.h sundry amendments; when the bill was further amended in 
Senate, the amendments engrossed at the clerk’s table, and the bill or¬ 
dered to its third reading and final passage on Monday next. 

The Senate again resolved itself into committee of the whole, Mr. 
Granger in the chair, on a bill to incorporate the town of Oberlin, in 
the county of Lorain, and reported the same back with one amend¬ 
ment—the first section stricken out. 

Mr. Medary moved that the bill be indefinitely postpone. 

Mr. Smith moved that the Senate adjourned. 

Upon which question Mr. Kirby called for the yeas and nays, and 
they were ordered; when the same was taken and carried. Yeas 14, 
Nays 10, as follows:

MONDAY, Feb. 27, 1837. 
The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Allen presented a petition from citizens of Cleveland, praying 
the incorporation of the Bank of Cuyahoga; which was laid on the ta¬ 
ble. 

Mr. .YVellhouse presented a petition from the subscribers and stock¬ 
holders in the Lake Erie and Muskingum road and Canal Company, 
praying that said company may be clothed with banking powers; 
which was laid on the table. 

Mr. Starkweather presented a remonstrance from citizens of the 
town of Massillon, against an increase of the capital of the Bank of 
Massillon, and praying the establishment of a new Bank; which was 
laid on the table. 

On motion of Mr. M’Laughlin, 

The Senate took up the petitions in relation to the Stillwater and 
Maumee Rail-road, when the same were committed to the standing 
committee on Rail Roads and Turnpikes. 

Mr. Donnally, from the joint committee on Enrolment, reported that 
they had examined and found duly enrolled, the following acts, to wit: 
An act to incorporate the Sidney Manufacturing Company; 

An act to amend the act, entitled an act to incorporate the St.Clairs- 
ville Collegiate Seminary; 

An act to amend an act to lay out and establish a State road from 
the town of Aurora, in the county of Portage, to Cleveland, in the 
county of Cuyahoga; 

An act to review and lay out a State road in the counties of Perry, 
Morgan, Monroe and Belmont; 

An act to incorporate the Darby creek Lyceum and Library Asso¬ 
ciation in the county of Union. 

Mr. Allen, from the standing committee on Canals, submitted the 
following report; which was ordered to lie on the table. 

The standing committee on Canals, to whom was referred the petition 
of the executors of Thomas Worthington, deceased, praying to be 
relieved in part from the payment of a subscription of the said 
Thomas Worthington, to the Ohio Canal fund, have had the same 
under consideration and report: 

That from the exhibits made to thG committee, it appears that the 
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said Worthington subscribed the sum of two thousand dollars to the 
Canal fund, on conditions that the Ohio Canal should be constructed 
through the town of Chillicothe, payable in money or in land, at the 
option of the said Worthington, within six months after placing the 
the line through Chillicothe, under contract—that several other per¬ 
sons, also, made subscription to the Canal fund, on the same terms, 
amounting, collectively, to about thirteen thousand dollars—but none 
of them individually, were for more than five hundred dollars, and 
there were but four for that amount. The committee are also satis¬ 
fied, that the subscription of Mr. Worthington was made under the ex¬ 
pectation that the Canal would pass through land owned by him, 
known as Worthington’s addition to Chillicothe, on which a line had 
been run through, not supposed to be permanently fixed. The sub¬ 
scriptions were made in December, 1825, the Canal was located in 
1828 or 29. Mr. Worthington died in June 1827, leaving a will, of 
which the petitioners are executors. The subscription of Mr. Worth¬ 
ington not being paid, a suit was instituted in behalf of the State, and 
at the last term of the Supreme Court in Ross county, a judgment was 
rendered against the executors, for the sum of twenty-seven hundred 
and thirty dollars, being the original amount and interest. The exec¬ 
utors now ask to be relieved of the payment of a portion of the claim. 

1st. Because the estate of the deceased, was at the time of the sub¬ 
scription, encumbered by debts of the existence of which he was not 
aware, from liabilities incurred for others, making full payment ofthe 
subscription oppressive, which could otherwise have been easily made. 

2d. Because the estate of the deceased was not rendered as valua¬ 
ble as was erected at the time of the subscription, in consequence of 
the Canal not passing through Worthington’s addition, and which, in 
fact, was diminished in value, by tlm change of the location. 

3d. Because, in consequence of the death of said Worthington, pay¬ 
ment in land at an estimated value, could not be made, there being no 
person who could make a conveyance. 

To the first and third reasons assigned, the committee give little 
weight, but the second they think entitled to favourable consideration. 
The committee are satisfied from the evidence presented'to them, that 
when the subscription was made, it was expected that the Canal would 
pass through Worthington’s addition, which in fact it did not, but was 
ultimately constructed some distance from it, and the contemplated 
advantages being the principal inducement to making the subscription, 
were therefore, not realized. What deduction ought to be made, the 
committee are unable to say with certainty, but they are induced to 
think that the estate of the deceased should be discharged from the 
judgment, on the payment of fifteen hundred dollars to the State, and 
all the taxable costs of the suit, and with this view of the matter, a 
majority of the committee ask leave to introduce a bill for that pur¬ 
pose. 

The bill for the relief of the executors of Thomas Worthington, 
deceased, was read the first time. 
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Mr. Granger, from the select committee to which was recommitted 
a bill to amend the act, entitled an act to incorporate the village of 
Richmond, in the county of Geauga, reported the same back with sun¬ 
dry amendments; which were agreed to,and the bill ordered to be en¬ 
grossed for its third reading and final passage on to-morrow. 

Mr. Medary, from the select committee to whom was recommitted 
a bill of the House regulating the lees of sheriffs in civil and criminal 
cases, reported the same back with sundry amendments; which were 
agreed to, ordered to be engrossed, and the bill go to its third reading 
and final passage on to-morrow. 

The following bills were severally read a second time, committed 
to a committee of the whole Senate, and made the order of the day 
for this day. 

A bill levying a tax upon Insurance Companies and Agencies with¬ 
in this State, for special purposes therein named, 

A bill to amend the act, entitled an act for the election of county 
assessors, passed March 12, 1831. 

The following bills were read a third time and passed, to wit: 

A bill to incorporate the Trustees of the Regular Baptist Church of 
Chillicothe; 

A bill for the relief of Peter M’Mullen; 

A bill to punish trespasses on the public lands. 

Ordered, that the titles be as aforesaid, and the concurrence of the 
House be requested. 

The following bills of the House were read a third time and passed, 
to wit: 

A bill to incorporate the Delaware and Columbus Cotton and Wool¬ 
en Manufacturing Company; 

A bill to incorporate the Warren Academy, in the county of Trum¬ 
bull; 

A bill supplementary to an act, entitled an act to incorporate the 
Ohio Rail-road Company. 

Ordered, That the titles be as aforesaid and that the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives be informed thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Crouse,

the amount of $1,500 had been made to the contractors for work per- 
tormed on this contract, J. L. Vance was appointed bv the contrac 
tors, their agent, and payments to the amount of £2,005 were made 
fo him as agent. On the 29th July, 1831, the Kesident Engineer, 
Mr. Dodge, satisfied that the work was not progressing properly, de¬ 
clared the contract abandoned, agreeably to an express condition and 
stipulation of the contract. 

The following is a copy of the declaration of abandonment: 

“Engineer’s Office, 2 Dlh July, 1831.

“Sir: —I certify that the work on sections No. 28 and “40,” south of 
the Licking [summit,] is not progressing with sufiicient rapidity to 
cause its completion in the time specified in the contract; nor is there 
reasonable probability that these sections will be finished as soon as 
the other parts of the canal will be ready for navigation; and, there¬ 
fore, I declare the contract abandoned.”

On the 20th of November, 1828, Gibson and Griffin became con- 
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tractors for sections No. 41, “42” and 61, and by an endorsement on 
the back of their contract, dated January 20th, 1829, it appears they 
appointed J. L. Vance, their agent. Payments to the amount of §3>- 
290 were made to Mr. Vance as their agent, during the progress of 
the work, and on the 29th day of July, 1831, this contract was declar¬ 
ed abandoned, as in the former case.

bearing an annnal interest of six per cent., for the payment of which 
scrip, with the annual interest thereof, the faith of the State is hereby 
pledged. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Commissioners of the Canal 
Fund to make and deliver to the President and Directors of said Com¬ 
pany, the scrip of the State for the above mentioned sum,' whenever 
they shall be satisfied that the conditions hereinafter specified have 
been performed, stating therein the rate of interest, and when and 
where payable, and the said company shall be held and bound to pro¬ 
vide for the payment of said interest at the times, and places so speci¬ 
fied, and for the redemption of the principal, when the same shall be 
due, and the receipt of said scrip or any part thereof by said Compa¬ 
ny, shall operate as a specific pledge of the capital stock, tolls, rents 
and profits of said Company, to the State of Ohio, as security for the 
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payment of the interest and the redemption of the principal to be ad 
vanced in pursuance of this act; written evidence of such pledge duly 
executed shall be delivered to the Commissioners of the Canal Fund, 
with approved security for the faithful expenditure of the principal 
for the purpose it was granted. 

Sec. 6. Before said Commissioners shall deliver the amount of said 
scrip, they shall be satisfied that said Company has vested and actual¬ 
ly expended in the construction of said last canal, the sum of seven 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars; and if said Company shall at any 
time fail to meet the interest on the amount thus advanced, or to re¬ 
deem the principal when due, the Governor shall be authorized, on be¬ 
half of the State, to take possession of the canal, and place it under 
the charge of such officers or JBoard of Commissioners, as may by 
law have charge of the public works of the State, and hold the same 
until the tolls and profits arising therefrom shall reimburse the State, 
or the Governor may, after six weeks notice given in all the newspa¬ 
pers printed in the city of Columbus, at the Capitol of the State of 
Ohio, order said canal to be sold, for the payment of any debt or claim 
the State may have against the Company or canal.

and pay, then any such Bank shall be bound to subscribe and pay the 
said one-tenth of its capital to any such company as aforesaid, that 
may be designated by the Board of Public Works, and all Banks sub¬ 
scribing as herein provided, shall give immediate notice thereof to the 
Auditor of State, and shall also, on the first day of December annual¬ 
ly, till said subscription be fully paid, give him notice of the amount 
paid on said subscription, and if nothing be paid, that fact shall be 
stated to him, and all Banks so subscribing and paying, shall not be 
liable to a greater or other tax than four per centum, upon their divi¬ 
dends. 

Mr. Crouse moved to amend the amendment by striking out as the 
amount which each Bank shall subscribe “one-tenth,” and inserting 
x ‘one-twentieth;” but subsequently withdrew Ins motion.

any bank fails or refuses to redeem its bills or notes, any person or 
persons may demand and receive a copy of such bond from the Secre¬ 
tary of State, with his official signature, and the seal of the State af¬ 
fixed thereto, certifying it to be a correct copy of such bond; and 
such copy shall be received in all courts in this State as pnma jacie 
evidence; which copy shall be as good and valid as the original bond, 
upon which suit may be brought, against the said bank, in any court 
having jurisdiction thereof, and after the rendition of judgment 
against any bank, the same shall or may be collected without delay, 
by execution, to be levied on the property of the bank, or the individ¬ 
ual stockholders; 

Upon which question he called for the yeas and nays, and they 
were ordered; when the same was taken and lost.

THURSDAY, March 2, 1837. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. King presented a communication from the Auditor of Trum- 
bullcounty, in relation to certain frauds upon the School funds; which 
was referred to the standing committee on Schools and School Lands* 

Mr. M’Laughiin, from the standing committde on the Judiciary, # 
submitted the following report; which was considered and agreed to. 

The standing committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred 
the memorial of llcnry Keyset*, praying to be divorced from his wife, 
Polly Keyset*, have had the same under consideration, and report: 

That, from the evidence your committee have had before them, and 
the obligations contained in said memorial, your committee are of 
opinion it would be unwise and improper to grant the prayer of said 
memorial at this ti re. 'They therefore move the adoption of the fol¬ 
lowing resolution: 

Iv’solved, That your committee bo discharged from the further 
consideration of the subject, and that the petitioner have leave to 
withdraw his memorial* 

Mr. Smith, from the same standing committee, to whom was recom¬ 
mitted a bill from the House to divorce Hosannah Rohman from her 
husband, Anthony B. Rohman, submitted the following report; which, 
together with the bill, was ordered to lie upon the table: 

The standing committee on the Judiciary to which was recommitted 

House bill No. 231, to divorce Rosannah Rohman from her hus- 
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band, Anthony B. Rohman, have examined the subject and submi 

the following report: 

The petition accompanying the bill states that the petitioner was 
married to her husband, Anthony B. Rohman, on the 23d of Novem¬ 
ber, 1831, and lived and cohabited with him in the marriage relation,* 
until March, 1835, when she was compelled, by the ill treatment and 
abuse of her husband, to leave him and provide for herself, and has 
ever since lived apart from him; that during the time she lived with 
her said husband, he often kicked and beat her, so that her health was 
very much impaired. 

The allegations of the petition are sustained in substance by the 
testimony: and if the facts deposed to be true—and the committee 
are not aware of any good reason to doubt their truth—they not only 
present a good ground for divorce on account of the cruel treatment 
of the husband; but exhibit conduct on his part which would disgrace 
the character of a savage. Your committee, while they are free to 
express this opinion, are unable to perceive the necessity of applying 
to the Legislature in this case, for the relief sought. It does not ap¬ 
pear from the testimony, that any application for a divorce has been 
made to the Supreme Court; and the committee are not aware of the 
existence of any obstacle in this case, to the complete exercise of the 
jurisdiction of that tribunal in matters of divorce. It is true that the 
petitioner states that she is now living separate and apart from her 
husband; but she alleges at the same time that she was compelled to 
leave him on account of his ill treatment and abuse. If the safety 
of the wife rendered it necessary for her to separate from her hus¬ 
band, that separation would certainly be no reason why the Court 
should not grant a divorce for the “cruel treatment” of the husband. 

Your committee believe that if the testimony adduced in this case 
be true, that the Supreme Court have full and complete jurisdiction of 
the case; and that the evidence presents no barrier to the full exercise 
of that jurisdiction: that it woujd, therefore, be inexpedient for the 
General Assembly to grant the relief prayed for, and that the bill to 
divorce Rosannah Rohman from her husband, Anthony B. Rohman, 
ought not to pass. 

Mr. V incent, from the standing committee on Roads and Highways, 
reported a bill to repeal an act entitled “An act authorizing the ex¬ 
penditure of certain taxes on a State road therein named;” which was 
read the first time. 

Mr. King, from the standing committee on Colleges and Universi¬ 
ties, to whom was recommitted a bill to incorporate the Cincinnati 
Book and Paper Company, reported the same back with sundry 
amendments; which were taken up and agreed to.

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Upson presented a petition of citizens of Portage county, pray¬ 
ing for the passage of a law protecting sheep from the ravage of dogs;

merce and Manufactures.

Mr Smith, from the standing committee on the Judiciary, to whom 
was committed a resolution instructing them to inquire what amend¬ 
ments, if any, are necessary to the law granting licenses and regula¬ 
ting taverns, submitted the following report; which was ordered to lie 
upon the table: 

The Standing Committee on the Judiciary, to which was refer¬ 
red a resolution instructing them to inquire what amendments 
are necessary to the “Act granting licenses and regulating 
taverns,” so as to prevent the county from being liable for 
costs, which in the opinion of the court are unnecessarily crea¬ 
ted, have examined the subject, and submit the following re¬ 
port: 

The object of the resolution is an inquiry into the expedi¬ 
ency of rendering those persons who remonstrate in writing 
against the granting or renewal of tavern license, liable for the 
costs, if the applicant should succeed in obtaining license, and 
the court should be of opinion that costs were unnecessarily 
created. 
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By the provisions of the “Act granting licenses and regulating 
taverns,” “when ten or more reputable freeholders residing in 
the neighborhood of the place where a tavern is proposed to be 
kept, shall remonstrate in writing against the granting or renewal 
of any license, stating therein the reason why, in their opinion, 
such license ought not to be granted, or renewed, the Court shall 
be authorised to decide on the truth or validity of the facts 
stated in such remonstrance, and grant or refuse such license or 
renewal of the same.” 

On the presentation of the remonstrance, it becomes the du¬ 
ty of the Prosecuting Attorney of the county, to take charge of 
the same, and to cause witnesses to be summoned to sustain 
the facts set forth in the remonstrance. If the applicant dismiss 
his application, or if the Court on the hearing of the matter, refuse 
to grant the license, a judgment is rendered against the appli¬ 
cant for the whole of the costs: if on hearing the matter, the 
Court grant the license, the fees of the Clerk, tSherhf and witness¬ 
es, arising or accruing from the summoning of the witnesses na¬ 
med by the Attorney for the State arc to he paid out of the coun¬ 
ty Treasury. 

These provisions have been a part of our state law for many 
years past, and the expediency of a change in this respect, is 
the subject matter of the present inquiry, i our committee a ra 
not aware of any general or settled objection to the provisions 
above specified. There may he cases in which this right of 
remonstrance is abused, and where the principles of strict justice 
would demand that the remonstrants should he taxed with the 
costs incurred by the remonstrance; but with some experience in 
cases of this kind, your committee are inclined to the opinion, 
that but a very small proportion of the cases are of that charac¬ 
ter. 

The act regulating taverns is one of very great importance to 
the community at large; and a proper regard for the public 
peace, the happiness of families, and the good order of society, 
demands that its provisions should be duly enforced. While an 
orderly, well conducted tavern isofgreat and essential advantage 
to the community, a public house of a different character is" a 
public pest; and your committee believe that instances are much 
more frequent, where delicacy, or want of moral courage, pre¬ 
vents the presentation of remonstrances, than cases where re¬ 
monstrances are presented without just cause. 

If we were now making a general revision of the act regula¬ 
ting taverns, there would perhaps be no objection to inserting a 
provision leaving it discretionary with the court, in cases where 
the facts stated in the remonstrance were wholly unsustained,

to render judgment against the remonstrants for costs: but the 
committee do not think that the existing evil, if any exist , is of 
6uch magnitude as to require any legislation upon the subject, at 
the present session.

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The Senate then resolved itself into committee of the whole, Mr.

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr* Hunt presented petitions of citizens of Williams and Allen 
counties, praying the establishment of a State road therein named; 
which was referred to Mr. Hunt to report thereon. 

Mr. Smith, from the standing committee on the Judiciary, to whom 
was recommitted a bill from the House to divorce E. L. Goodrich 
from his wife, Hannah Goodrich, made the following report; which, 
together with the bill, was ordered to lie upon the table: 

The standing committee on the Judiciary, to which was recommitted 
House bill No, 150, to divorce Ezekiel L. Goodrich from his wife, 
Hannah Goodrich, together with the petition, remonstrance and 
accompanying documents, have examined the subject, and report: 
The cause for which a divorce is sought, is the adultery of the 
wife. The time when it is alledged to have been committed, is be¬ 
tween the years 1830 and 1833; and the petitioner alledges, that the 
first knowledge he had of the fact, was in the month of July last, 
when his wife made a written confession of the crime. The reasons 
assigned for applying to ihe Legislature for relief, are First, that 
the petitioner had not a knowledge of the offence a sufficient length 
of time before the session of the Supreme Court in the county of Lo¬ 
rain, to present his petition to that tribunal; and, Secondly, the ab¬ 
sence of a sufficiency of disinterested testimony, apart from the con¬ 
fessions of his wife, to establish the fact of adultery in a court of 
justice. Without attempting an elaborate discussion of the insuffi¬ 
ciency of these reasons, your committee would remark, that the testi¬ 
mony of the fact of adultery in this case, is of two species: the 
written confession of the wife, and the proof of facts and circumstan¬ 
ces by witnesses, as in ordinary cases, as respects the confessions of 
the wife. The same reason which induced the Legislature to require 
of the Supreme Court to reject this species of testimony when an ap¬ 
plication for a divorce is made to that tribunal, would require its re¬ 
jection when the petition was preferred to the Legislature. 

Independent, however, of the confessions of the wife, there is in 
this case a mass of other testimony taken for the purpose of estab¬ 
lishing the fact of her adultery. If the facts testified to by these 
witnesses be true, your committee have no hesitation in expressing 
the opinion, that, although the adultery is not positively p\roven, there 
is such a train of circumstances and strong presumptive evidence, as 
would convince any judicial tribunal that the wife of the petitioner 
had been guilty of adultery. If the committee are correct in this 
opinion, it follows that it is one of those cases in which the Supreme 
Court have full and complete jurisdiction; and the Legislature^should 
not interfere in the matter. They therefore recommend that t\he bill 
to divorce Ezekiel L. Goodrich from his wife, Hannah Goodrich, be 
indefinitely postponed. \ 

Mr. Thomas, from the standing committee on the Judiciary, to 
jvhom was recommitted a bill to ameud the act defining the duties of 
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Executors and Administrators, with the amendments of the House, 
reported the same back with a recommendation that the Senate agree 
to the first amendment of the House, with one amendment, and disa¬ 
gree to the remainder; which was agreed to.

Sec. Such bank, after the payments of its debts shall have been re¬ 
fused, may apply to the president judge of the judicial circuit, in which 
said corporation shall be included, or to any judge of the supreme 
court, by petition, accompanied by a full disclosure of the state and af¬ 
fairs of the corporation, for leave to proceed in its business; and if 
such judge, after due examination, shall find that the proceedings of 
such corporation have been fair and without fraud, and that such bank 
is in a condition to resume its operations, he may, by an order, annex¬ 
ed to such petition and exhibit, and filed in the proper court of the 
county, permit such banks to do so. 

If any bank shall, at any time, neglect or refuse to make payment 
of its debts, as above provided, any creditor of such bank, or any 
stockholder thereof, may forthwith apply, by petition, to the presi¬ 
dent judge of the circuit, or to any judge of the supreme court, and 
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Obtain an injunction restraining the said corporation from proceeding 
in its business, and from collecting the debts due it, or to become due, 
and the judge allowing such injunction shall appoint proper trustees, 
to settle the affairs of such corporation, for the benefit of all the cred¬ 
itors and those interested in it, under the direction of the proper court 
according to equity. 

Sec. No conveyance, assignment, nor transfer, nor any payment 
made, judgment suffered, nor lien creatad, or security given by any 
such corporation, when insolvent, or in contemplation of insolvency, 
with the intent of giving a preference to any particular creditor, over 
other creditors of the company, shall be valid in law, and every per¬ 
son receiving by means of any such conveyance, assignment, transfer, 
hen, security or payment, any of the elfects of the corporation, shall 
be bound to account therefor to its creditors or stockholders, or to their 
trustees, as the case shall require.

House bill No. 397, to repeal an act entitled an act for the relief of 

John Feller, of Fairfield county, report: 

The act proposed to be repealed by the bill under consideration, was 
passed at the present session of the General Assembly, and by its 
provisions, John Feller was authorized to surrender to the Auditor of 
the county of Fairfield, his temporary lease for lot No. seven, in sec¬ 
tion No. 16, in Bloom township, in said county, as provided in the 
sixth section of an act to provide for the sale of section sixteen, grant¬ 
ed by Congress for the use of schools, passed January 29, 1827. And 
the Auditor of said county, upon said surrender being made as afore¬ 
said, was authorized to issue to said John Feller, a certificate of pur¬ 
chase for the land in said lease discribed, upon his complying with the 
provisions of the seventh section of the above recited act, in the same 
manner he is authorized to do, upon the surrender of permanent leas¬ 
es, by the provisions of the above mentioned act. 

Whether any proceedings have been had under the provisions 
of the act proposed to be repealed; your committee are not cer¬ 
tainly advised, but it is supposed that said Feller has not surrendered 
his temporary lease; if he has not, it follows as a matter of course, 
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hat the Auditor of the county 6f Fairfield has not issued to him a 
certificate of purchase, for the land described in said lease. As the 
act above referred to, merely authorizes the lessee to perform an act 
of surrender, and upon that surrender being made, authorizes the Au¬ 
ditor to issue a certificate of purchase. Tour committee are of the 
opinion, that unless those acts were performed, there are no such ves¬ 
ted rights conferred or secured by the act aforesaid,as would render 
it unconstitutional for the Legislature to exercise the power of repeal. 

If the act authorized have been consummated, then the repeal of the 
act could not divert the rights thereby acquired. Your committee are 
not, at present, advised of any constitutional objection to the passage 
of the bill under consideration, and, therefore, report the same back 
without amendment.

To the Honorable, the Senate :— 

In answer to a resolution of the Senate, that the Board of Public 
Works be requested to communicate to the Senate all the information 
in their possession, in relation to the expediency of draining certain 
lands in Butler county, as proposed by bill No. 208 of the House, 
whether said lands are overflowed in consequence of the construction 
of the Miami Canal; “whether any damages .have been claimed or al¬ 
lowed for such injury; what will be the additional value of the water 
power secured to the State; what causes have operated to prevent the 
use of this water power, and any other facts within their knowledge, 
having any bearing upon the justice or policy of the measure proposed, 
and the probable expense of the work; also, the probable value of a 
sufficiency of lands at locks No. 17 and 18, to enable the State to im¬ 
prove the water power;” the Board report: 

That although the expediency of making appropriations of money. 
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the objects of which are so entirely local, awl the benefits of which 
are confined to so small a portion of the population of the State; yet, 
the considerations named in the bill now before the Senate, may be 
considered as a sufficient inducement for such appropriation in the 
present instance. The drain of water from the canal where it first 
enters the valley of Mill Creek, has undoubtedly injured a small por¬ 
tion ofland in that neighborhood, but it is supposed that this injury 
has in a great measure been compensated by the additional value caus¬ 
ed by the location of the canal, to all the farms thus injured. The 
instance mentioned in the resolution was one in which the damage 
did not occur until some time subsequent to the completion of the Mi¬ 
ami Canal, in consequence of which, the claim could not properly be 
submitted to the Board of Appraisers, under the provisions of the ca¬ 
nal laws. iNo damages have therefore been allowed. The water 
power which might be put in operation at locks 17 and 18, is estima¬ 
ted to be equal to twenty-one run of mill stones, and is valued at an 
annual rent of three thousand one hundred and fifty dollars. This 
water power has hitherto remained unoccupied, in consequence of un¬ 
willingness on the part of the proprietors to sell a sufficient quantity 
of land to enable the agents of the Slate to make leases. The value 
of the required quantity of land at those locks, to enable the State to 
lease or sell the water, may be safely estimated at one thousand five 
hundred dollars. The Board have no data before them upon which 
to found an estimate of the work proposed, but they believe that the 
appropriation named in the bill No. 208, as reported to the House of 
Representatives, will be cattended with beneficial consequences to the 
State, as well as to the persons interested.

nal passage on to-morrow. 

Mr. James, from the standing committee on Finance, to which was 
referred the annual report of the Auditor of State, on the present 
condition of the Finances of the State of Ohio, submitted the follow¬ 
ing report; which was ordered to lie on the table and be printed: 

The committee on Finance, to which was referred the annual report 

of the Auditor of State on the present condition of the Finances of 

the State, having considered the same, report: 

That, in connexion with the subject immediately before them, they 
have bestowed some attention on the other documents and reports 
submitted to the General Assembly, which have relation to the pre¬ 
sent condition of the finances. The annual reports of the Auditor, 
for several years past, having shown a constant and growing deficit in 
the revenue for state purposes, the committee have felt it necessary to 
call attention to the subject in such a manner as will either induce an 
augmentation of our income or lead to a diminution of the public ex¬ 
penditures. As was well remarked in the annual report of the Audi¬ 
tor at the last session, “the successful operations of the government, 
“it is well known, depend, in a great measure, on the skilful and 
“ economical management of the public finances; and the important 
“charge committed to his office, is consequently felt to be one of abi- 
“ding interest to the people.” And the committee feel with him that 
“the support of the public credit, and the protection of the revenue, 
“are intimately interwoven with the duties of the public servant, in 
“whatever situation he may be placed;” and they have endeavored 
to learn the extent of the public engagements of the State, and of the 
means provided, by law, to meet them. 

The annual report of the Auditor, made at the present session, 
states a balance in the Treasury, on the 15th Nov. 1836, of 31,398 
dollars 60 cents. But it appears, on examination, that, as in former 
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years, there is still a deficit in the revenue, for among the items of 
general revenue, is embraced a transfer of 67,351 dollars 41 cents, 
from the school funds, which is, in fact, borrowing money at 6 per 
cent, interest for the payment of current expenses. And the annual 
report to the last General Assembly shows, that to this sum should be 
added the sum of 8,170 dollars 90 cents, transferred, in like manner, 
prior to the 15th Nov. 1835. 

A comparison of the revenue and expenditures for several years 
together, will more clearly show the actual state of the public accounts 
at this time. The revenue is accounted for under two classes, by the 
Auditor and Treasurer; one for State purposes, and the other for Ca¬ 
nal purposes. A portion, however, of the public income is accounted 
for on the books of the Canal Fund Commissioners only, and much 
the largest expenditures are made under their superintendence, and 
separately reported. Each class will be considered separately:

The committee are unable to explain the difference in the result, 
but they discover that a part of it consists in a variance in the amount 
of surplus on 15 Nov. 1833; which was reported at 9,949 dollars 76 
cents: the surplus at that day, in the above statement, was 5,090 dol¬ 
lars 11 cents, and the residue may be caused, in part, by the interest 
accounts with the several classes of school money funded in the 
Treasury. The act for creating a common school fund, provides that 
all moneys paid into the Treasury, from the sale of school lands, 
shall draw an annual interest of six per cent, forever. When the 
annual charge for interest was small and the revenue redundant, the 
interest was paid from the Treasury, and charged to the general re 
venue. In 1832, the practice commenced of retaining from the Ca¬ 
nal tax, an amount to repay the general revenue the sums disbursed 
for interest on the domestic debt, and transferring the balance of the 
Canal tax to the Canal fund. The power of levying the Canal tax, is 
vested exclusively in the Auditor; but the money so raised, is irrevo¬ 
cably pledged to the holders of the Ohio Canal stock, and should be 
paid to the Commissioners of the Canal fund. The act to establish a 
fund for the support of common schools, provides that all moneys paid 
into the Treasury, arising from the sale of lands granted to the State 
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«frf Ohio for the use of schools, shall be paid to the Commissioners of 
*the Canal fund, on their order only, and at the end of every two 
nrionths the Auditor is required to give them notice of the amount of 
•money so paid in. The Auditor shall charge the Canal fund with the 
•amount of each draft so made upon the school fund, and from the date 
•of such draft, he shall charge interest on its amount at the rate of 
six percent., which interest shall be payable on the first day of Janu¬ 
ary in each year, “out of the funds provided by law for the payment 
of interest on the Canal debt.” The committee regard this law as 
•giving no authority to the Auditor of State to retain, in the general 
revenue, a tax which has been raised under a special power, and 
pledged to a specific object. The interest is indeed charged upon the 
Canal fund, but the proper mode would seem to be that the Canal 
Commissioners should pay this interest to the Treasury as they pay 
all other interest to the creditor, and account for it in their annual 
reports to the General Assembly. The Auditor’s drafts on the Com¬ 
missioners for the interest due, and their collection through the Trea¬ 
sury, would thus furnish means of verifying the accounts of schoDl 
revenue. The books of the Auditor should exhibit the whole amount 
•of Canal fund charged to the Canal fund Commissioners, and their 
report should account for its expenditure. The present mode of pay¬ 
ing domestic interest consists, in part, of mere transfers on the Audi¬ 
tors books, and tends to keep out of view the amount of interest ac¬ 
tually paid on the public debt of the State. 

From the gradual increase in the amount of interest on the domes¬ 
tic debt, and an improvident reduction in the Canal tax of 1835, it 
seems that while the interest for 1835, amounted to 40,806 dollars 6 
cents, the Canal tax was only 23,208 dollars 31 cents, leaving a bal¬ 
ance of 17,597 dollars 76 cents, unprovided for. The amount, how¬ 
ever, is even greater than this, if the interest had been computed on 
the common school fund, and on the Connecticut Western Reserve 
school funds, in the manner directed by the several acts which 
direct the interest to.be funded annually. The act of 13th February, 
1833, (Ohio Laws, vol. 31, p. 24) directs that the interest on the lat¬ 
ter fund, should be funded annually, till the 1st Jan. 1836, by which 
the interest would be made principal and passed to the Canal fund. 
The act of 9th March, 1835, (Local Laws, vol. 33, p. 395) directs the 
interest to be funded to 1st Jan. 1837, and the whole accumulation to 
be made principal,. If the committee understand the report, this has 
not been done, but the interest has run on, and is now computed and 
charged on the Canal Revenue of 1836, except the >um of 6,079 dol¬ 
lars 81 cents, which had been previously entered. The whole amount of 
interest on domestic debt, computed to the 1st Jan. 1837, and charged

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There is difficulty in understanding tho interest accounts on school 
funds, and the committee have not been able to make the reports ac¬ 
cord with each other. The interest on them is computed to the first 
day of each year, and paid from the general revenue; and the reports 
show, that from the Canal tax is annually retained a sum to repay the 
revenue. The amounts retained, however, do not accord with the 
payments reported, and until the last year, the amount retained, has 
been greater than the reported payments, as will appear by the fol¬ 
lowing items from the last four annual reports:—

Until the last year, when the amount of Canal tax fell short of the 
amount of interest on the domestic debt, the sums retained from the 
Canal tax, exceeded the sums reported to be paid, and the excess ser¬ 
ved to diminish the apparent deficit in the general revenue. Taking 
the four years together, the amount paid on the domestic debt, is at 
present, greater than the amount retained. A memorandum, howev¬ 
er, at the close of the Auditor’s last annual report, (page 11) shows 
that he proposes to replace the whole advance made in 1835, from the 
Canal tax of 1838. But it is well to notice here, that 75,52? dollars of 
the school fund has been lent to the gene ml revenue, and that the an¬ 
nual interest of this sum, which is 4,531 dollars, and now amounting 
to about 6,000 dollars, can on no pretence be charged on the Canal 
fund.

Which seems to be the actual deficit in the revenue, on the 15th 
Nov. 1836, and which would accordingly appear, except for the trans¬ 
fer of school funds, by which the deficit is covered, and a balance re- 
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fyorted to be on that day, in the Treasury, amounting to $31,393 60. 
But the late report on finances, shows that this balance was made up 
in part, of a draft of 10,000 dollars on the Commercial Bank of Cin¬ 
cinnati, for 20 per cent, tax on dividends, which is an excess of 8,000 
dollars beyond the amount due. This sum, deducted from the repor¬ 
ted balance, will reduce it to 23,398 dollars GO cents, and added to the 
deficit, will make the latter amount to $52,867 30. 

A summary view of the expenditures for interest and charges on 
the Canal debt, and of the revenues to meet the same, during a period 
ot four years, will show the condition of that branch of the public ac¬ 
counts.

The act of 1825, which auth »rized the making of loans for the 
construction of Canals, provided that the tolls arising from the Canals 
should be irrevocably pledged to the payment of interest on all mo¬ 
neys borrowed under that act; and for the final redemption of said 
loans, it was provided that specific sums should be annually set apart 
to constitute a sinking fund. Until the nett profits of the Canals 
shall produce the surn of twenty-five thousand dollars per annum,, 
over and above the amount required to pay interest on all sums which 
shall have been borrowed under said act, it is made the duty of the 
Auditor of State to determine the amount of tax necessary t© be rais¬ 
ed to pay the interest and sinking fund, after applying the tolls there¬ 
to; and the faith of the State was further pledged, that the tax thereby- 
authorized and levied, should not be altered or reduced so as to im- 
pair the security thereby pledged for the payment of the interest and 
the final redemption of the principal sums borrowed. The duty 
seems to be very clear, that a sufficient tax should be levied annually, 
to pay the interest and the sum allotted for the sinking fund, and the 
failure to do it, is in contravention of the express terms of the act au¬ 
thorizing the loans. So far as relates to the interest, however, the 
deficiency may be regarded as provided for, from the sales of the 
lands granted by Congress to aid the State of Ohio in constructing 
her Canals. But that species of aid is nearly exhausted, and means 
must be provided, by taxation, to meet the engagements of the State. 

The principal of the sinking fund should, at this day, amount to 
285,000 dollars, if the sums appropriated by law, had been faithfully 
applied to it. The practice was adopted of lending the sinking fund 
to the Canal fund; and the act of 23 Feb. 1830, concerning the sink¬ 
ing fund, specially directs the sinking fund to constitute a part of the 
Canal fund; but this does not seem to have warranted the neglect in 
levying the proper sums to constitute it. No separate account has 
been kept of this fund, nor does it in fact have existence; and the 
General Assembly have tacitly approved the mode in which the ac 
counts have been kept. The act passed 2d March, 1831, to establish 
a fund for the support of common schools,directs that moneys'arising 
from the sale of school lands, and remaining unexpended after the 
Canals were finished, and all moneys of the school fund afterw-ards 
drawn from the Treasury, should be considered a part of the sinking * 
fund for the redemption of the debt incurred under the Canal act of 
1825. The 10 th sec. particularly directs, that the Commissioners of 
the Canal fund shall be authorized to manage the same to the best advan¬ 
tage, in such ways as their judgment and knowledge shall direct, for 
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the improvement of said sinking fund , and for its application towards 
the redemption of the debt aforesaid, and to report, annually, their 
proceedings in that behalf. This act seemed to repeal so much of the 
act of*1830, as directed the sinking fund to be part of the Canal fund. 
The authority to improve the sinking fund is expressly given, and the 
manner of doing it is left to the sound discretion of the Commission¬ 
ers. Il the principal sums of the sinking fund, and the interest, as they 
were due, had been regularly invested and funded at six percent., the 
whole amount on the lust day of January last, would have exceeded. 
350,000dollars. If the investment had been made in Hank stocks 
and the dividends invested, the amount would have been still greater. 

From the foregoing view of our finances, it appears that the ex¬ 
penditures at the Treasury, for State purposes, have, in four years, 
exceeded the actual revenue 52,867 dollars;—that the charges on the 
Canal debt have, in the same time, exceeded the whole amount of Ca¬ 
nal tolls and Canal taxes. 158,251 dollars; and that the sinking fund, 
which should be 350,000 dollars, does not exist. The State undoubt¬ 
edly has the capacity to meet all her engagements, and discharge all 
her obligations promptly; but the committee cannot concur with the 
Auditor in his last annual report, that “the finances of this State, still 
remain in a prosperous condition.” 

The question arises, will the present revenue of the State pay ihe 
ordinary charges of government and leave a surplus to repay to the 
school funds, the money borrowed from them? 

The Auditor estimates the revenue from taxes on proper¬

At the close of the same report, he makes some deductions, which 
would reduce the same to 82,425 dollars. And if the estimate of ex¬ 
penditure were correct, there will be, at the close of the year, a sur¬ 
plus of revenue sufficient to repay the moneys borrowed from the 
school funds, which it is obviously the duty of the State to repay as 
soon as practicable.

and exceeding the revenue proper, six thousand dollars; and leaving 
a balance in the Treasury on the 15th Nov. 1837, of not more than 
40,000 dollars—and by that day, the amount due the school fund will 
amount to 80,000 dollars. It is believed that the payments from the 
Treasury will rather exceed than fall short of the above estimate; 
and unless it be decided that the public expenditures shall be reduced, & 
that the decision be rigidly adhered to, it seems inevitable that the taxes 
of the State shall be increased. The present rate of one mill and a 
fourth on each dollar of the grand levy, yields at this time, 114,000 
dollars. A tax of one mill and a half, will yield about 135,000 dol¬ 
lars; and with this increase, it will require more than two years to 
retrieve the State from debt for her common expenses. The commit¬ 
tee have accordingly reported a bill to lev} r a tax of one mill and a 
half on each dollar of the assessed value of taxable property, for 
State purposes 

But a still more important question arises as to the means of pay¬ 
ing interest o.i the Canal debts. Tlicjast notice of the Canal debt in

The annual interest of the domestic debt on 1st. Jan. 1838, may be 
estimated at 61,000 dollars, and may be expected to increase at the 
rate of 4,000 dollars per annum for several years. New loans for 
the construction of public works have been authorized to the amount 
of $2.570 000; but 1.500,000 dollars of this sum is for the extension 
of the Miami Canal, and it is required that no resort shall be had to 
taxation to meet the interest on that loan, and the means are provided 
so certainly for thut purpose, that no charge on the'Treasury need be 
anticipated for interest on Miami Canal loans. For the prosecution 
of other works, and for meeting the instalments on stock subscribed 
in Turnpike Companies, and Canal Companies, new loans will prob¬ 
ably be made at the rate of 400,000 dollars per annum.

The interest due in New York has been duly paid, but no means 
were provided to pay the interest on School funds. The Canal tax of 
1836, has been estimated as applictble to it, but as before observed, 
the committee believe that this fund is pledged, and should go to the 
Canal fund Commissioners. If the Auditor should transfer the Canal 
tax levied in the year 1836 to the General revenue, and disburse it to 
pay the arrears of interest on School fund, there will not be sufficient 
means to pay the interest ofloans in 1837, due on 1st. January, 1838. 
By thus throwing back on a former year, the money provided for the 
succeeding year, the Auditor has fallen in arrear one entire year 
with the Canal tax. This has been hitherto lost sight of, by throw¬ 
ing the capital and revenues of the Canal fend into one column, and 
reporting the moneys arising from sale of School lands, as revenue 
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to pay interest. From the nature of the interest on loans made, it is 
not practicable to apply the tax levied in one year, to the payment of 
interest in the same year. The payments are due in January and 
July, and the money to make those payments must be provided sever¬ 
al months previously. The taxes are not paid into the Treasury un¬ 
til after the close of the year in which they are collected, and if di¬ 
verted from the payment of interest on the ensuing July, the tolls 
would obviously not yield in the spring, a sufficient amount, even if 
no time were required for transmission. The committee believe the 
prevailing practice must be corrected, and that the deferred and ac¬ 
cruing interest up to the 1st. Jan. 1837, on School funds, should be 
paidinto the Treasury by the Canal fund Commissioners, from the 
balance of money in hand at that day. This may be done, as from 
the avails of Ohio Canal lands sold, a fund specially appropriated to 
the payment of interest, and of which there is a considerable surplus 
after supplying the deficiencies in Canal taxes and Canal tolls. The 
amount to be thus paid, will be 98,872 dollars 44 cents, of which 
25,815 dollars 16 cents will be funded and paid again to the Commis¬ 
sioners.

To raise this amount, it will be necessary that # the Auditor should 
levy a Canal tax of one mill and a-half on the dollar, for the year 
1837, which will produce about the amount needed; and it may also 
be fairly anticipated that the tolls of Canals will somewhat exceed the 
amount at which they are estimated. 

It is with no willingness that the committee have thus laboured to 
show the necessity of increasing the rate of the State and Canal taxes, to 
meet the current obligations of the State. In the discharge of this du¬ 
ty, they have felt the want of a clear and precise system of public ac¬ 
counts, and of a uniform system of reports, by which to test their ac¬ 
curacy. The Auditor of State, the Canal Fund Commissioners, the 
Directors of the Penitentiary, and the officers of other public institu¬ 
tions, keep their several accounts of disbursement, and separately re¬ 
port to the General Assembly. These reports, have in many particu¬ 
lar, no relation to each other, and in points where they should coin¬ 
cide, great disparities are found to exist. A few instances of these dis¬ 
crepancies in the reports to the present session, will more clearly show 
the difficulties encountered in any attempt to elucidate the condition of 
the finances, viz:

Thus, by going back to the day when their reports nearly agreed 
as to amounts, in a period of four years the Fund Commissioners re¬ 
port a receipt of 77,713 dollars 25 cents more than the Auditor has 
reported them to be charged with. The committee have not attempt¬ 
ed, by an examination of books and papers, to ascertain which class of 
reports is most correct, for their other duties precluded this; but they 
exhibit these details from the public documents, to show how destitute 
of accuracy the financial accounts are at this time, and how incapable 
of proper supervision under the present system. Such reports con¬ 
fuse and obscure as much as they enlighten, and until some new sys¬ 
tem be adopted, calculated to ensure a rigid accountability, the public 
can never rest assured that the moneys of the State are faithfully ap 
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plied, or that the reported and actual condition of the finances, accord 
with one another.

The standing committee on the Judiciary, to which was recommit¬ 
ted the petition of William W. Gault, praying for compensation as 
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late keeper of the Ohio Penitentiary, have examined the subject, and 
report: 

On the 22d day of February, A. D. 1834, the petitioner was elected 
Keeper of the Ohio Penitentiary, for one year from the twenty eighth 
day of the same month, and on the last named day, was regularly 
commissioned. The election was held under the provision of the “act 
making provisions for carrying into effect the act for the punishment 
of crimes,” passed February 26th, 1824. On the eighth day of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1832, the legislature passed an act entitled “An act to provide 
for the erection of a new penitentiary, and establishing and regulating , 
prison discipline for the same,” the seventh section of which act pro¬ 
vides that “as soon as the new penitentiary should be fitted for the re¬ 
ception and employment of convicts, the Directors should thereupon 
appoint a Warden of the Penitentiary, who should hold his office du¬ 
ring the pleasure of the directors.” It further provides that the War¬ 
den should take an oath or affirmation, faithfully to discharge the du¬ 
ties of his office, and give bond with security, to the State? of Ohio, and 
that the prisoners should be thereupon immediately transferred from 
the Old to the New Penitentiary, and placed 'under the custody and 
government of the Warden. This act was in full force and effect at 
the time the petitioner was elected and commissioned, and it will be 
seen that upon the happening of the contingency therein mentioned, 
almost the entire duties of the Keeper of the Penitentiary were trans¬ 
ferred to another officer. . On the day after Mr. Gault was commis¬ 
sioned, to wit: the first day of March, 1834, another act was passed 
by the legislature, entitled “An act concerning the Old Penitentiary,” 
by which it was provided in substance that upon the removal of the 
convicts from the Old to the New Penitentiary, the Directors of the 
New Penitentiary were authorized and required to take possession on 
behalf of the State, of the Old Penitentiary, of all bonds, notes, books, 
accounts, and other papers, of the machinery, tools, provisions, raw 
materials, manufactured articles, and other property on hand, belong¬ 
ing to the State. It was likewise provided, that so soon as the con¬ 
victs should be transferred to the New Penitentiary, the office of Keep¬ 
er of the Ohio Penitentiary should cease and be determined. 

It appears that the prisoners were removed from the Old to the 
New Penitentiary, about the first of November, 1834, at the expira¬ 
tion of the third quarter of the year for which Mr. Gault was elected 
Keeper, but he continued to remain in, and occupy the building attach¬ 
ed to the Old Penitentiary, and, as he states, took care of the public 
property, or some portion of it, until about the first of the following 
March. 

Two questions are presented to the consideration of the committee. 

1st. Did the office of Mr. Gault, by virtue of the provisions of the 
law above referred to, so far cease and determine on the removal of 
the prisoners, as to deprive him of his legal right to his salary for the 
fourth quarter of the year for which he was elected? 

This question, the committee are disposed, without presenting to the 
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Senate an elaborate argument in support of the opinion, to answer in 
the affirmative. 

2d. Is Mr. Gault entitled to an equitable compensation for his ser¬ 
vices rendered to the State, after the removal of the prisoners? 

In reference to this question, your committee are of the opinion 
that, for services rendered to the State, after the removal of the pris¬ 
oners, if such were performed by the petitioner, he is entitled to an 
equitable compensation. Of the amount of that compensation, your 
committee do not deem themselves the appropriate committee to de¬ 
termine; and if they were, the evidence is not before them. 

The committee therefore recommend that the petition and docu¬ 
ments be recommitted to the standing committee on Claims, and that 
the committee on the Judiciary be discharged from the 1 further con¬ 
sideration thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Patterson, 

The Senate adjourned.

Mr. James, from the standing committee on Rail Roads and Turn¬ 
pikes, submitted the following report; which was considered and 
agreed to: 

The committee on Rail Roads arid Turnpikes, to which was recom¬ 
mitted Senate bill 182, for making appropriations to the building of 
certain bridges in the counties of Jefferson and Belmont, report: ' 

That they have no doubt that the bridges, for the construction of 
which this bill provides, would be highly useful improvements in the 
vicinity of them, but they are not prepared to recommend the pas¬ 
sage of a bill, the principal of which would make the construction of 
all bridges whatever, a charge upon the State Treasury. If the 
change became a general one, the people of any one county would be 
taxed at a higher rate for their bridges, than they would be by a coun¬ 
ty tax for the same purpose, unless their county happened to contain 
an unusual portion of them. For it would most likely be found that 
the money thus received into a county Treasury from the State Trea¬ 
sury, would not be disbursed with the same rigid economy as if levi¬ 
ed by a voluntary county tax. The unequal operation of such a tax 
would also l)e a strong objection to its adoption. For in some counties 
the amount required would be large, and in others very small. The 
State is, moreover, about adopting a system for the equal diffusion 
of Turnpike improvements in every part of the country; and the ma¬ 
king of these roads will cause, of necessity, the erection of bridges, 
to which the State will be a contributor; and the provisions of that 
law are sufficiently liberal without further extension. Thecommittee 
are not aware of any reasons that exist for the passage of this law, 
as a peculiar case applicable to these two counties only, and as the 
present condition of the Treasury does not admit o'f appropriations 
of money for any but State objects, the committee recommend that 
the bill do not pass.

The standing committee on the Judiciary, to which was re-commit¬ 
ted a resolution of the House providing for the preparation and print¬ 
ing of a general index of the laws and resolutions passed by the Leg¬ 
islature of Ohio since the 29th of November, 1802, have examined the 
subject, and respectfully report: 

That that part of the resolution submitted for tho consideration of 
the committee, which requires the Secretary of State to cause to be 
prepared, a regular alphabetical index of the laws and resolutions of 
the State government, that the same be printed, and a copy thereof 
attached to each copy of the General Laws passed at the present ses¬ 
sion of the General Assembly; the committee would deem inexpedient 
to*be passed at this late period of the session. To prepare a good in¬ 
dex, is a task that requiles much time and attention; a sufficiency of 
time to prepare such an index, would not be afforded the Secretary 
prior to the period when the laws of the present session will be dis¬ 
tributed. The committee having understood that the State Librarian 
had, for some time passed, been engaged in the preparation of an in¬ 
dex to the laws and resolutions of both the Territorial and State gov¬ 
ernments, from the origin of the former, down to the present time, 
which was highly recommended for its value and general accuracy,; 
and understanding that he was inclined to dispose of the book to tho 
State on favorable terms, a letter was addressed to Mr. Mills, request¬ 
ing him to communicate to the Senate, through tho Judiciary commit¬ 
tee, the character and plan of his work, together, with such proposi¬ 
tions as he might feel disposed to make for transferring his work to 
the State. An answer to that communication was received from Mr, 
Mills, which is hereto annexed, and made part of this report, marked 
( A. ) From the information your committee have received respect¬ 
ing this work, they would respectfully recommend that the proposition 
of Mr. Mills should be accepted. They therefore recommend the fol¬ 
lowing amendment to the resolution.

the future disposition of the Legislature.”

Gentlemen —In obedience to your request respecting the printing of* 
my index to the laws,&c. of the State, 1 would observe, that this work, 
contains a complete index of all the laws and resolutions both general 
and local, from the commencement of the Territorial Government to 
the present time, arranged under their proper heads, and marked 
general or local, as the case may be. It will comprise a volume of 200 
pages, or thereabout. As to the terms on which I will give it to the 
State, I will only say, that I will superintend the printing, and en¬ 
deavor to ma\e it as correct as possible, and leave it to a future Le¬ 
gislature to allow me such compensation for my labors, as they may 
think it worth, after it is completed.

That, while they consider the duty of providing the means of instruction to ev¬ 
ery class in society, and of establishing and maintaining an efficient system of 
common school education throughout the State, one of the highest obligations de¬ 
volving upon the Legislature, they, also, regard those institutions of a higher or¬ 
der in literature and science, as the legitimate and proper objects of Legislative 
encouragement and patronage. 

Although the number of such institutions, has so rapidly multiplied within the 
State, as to perclude the hope of extending to each, the same pecuniary aid, which 
similar institutions have received in other States, still it forms the no good reason 
for wholly disregarding their claims. 

The interests and prosperity of our common schools, are intimately connected 
with the success and stability of those of a higher order. 

It is to the latter only, that we can look for qualified teachers to regulate and 
sustain the former. 

No facilities or pecuniary aid can be extended to the higher seminaries of learn¬ 
ing, but what must, in some degree, benefit those of a lower grade. By furnish¬ 
ing the requisite number of qualified teachers amongst us, the character and 
value of our common schools will be raised, by multiplying the intermediate 
grades between the highest and the lowest order of our institutions, the educa¬ 
tion of a larger portion of the community will more readily be advanced, and by 
lessening the expense of tuition in our Colleges and Universities, they may be¬ 
come accessible to every class in society. 

Entertaining these views, your committee have felt much embarrassed in re* 
gard to the course which should be pursued in relation to the present applica¬ 
tions for loans or donations which have been refused to them. 

Finding no funds in the Treasury, properly applicable to these objects, they 
have refrained from urging any action upon the subject, until the question of dis¬ 
posing of the Surplus Kevenue should be taken up. 

Nor are your committee now prepared to recommend any specific legislation in 
regard to the particular claims which have been submitted to them, until some 
general system shall be matured, which will diffuse its benefits and advantages 
throughout the State. Neither have they within their reach, the means of obtain¬ 
ing sufficient information of the state and condition of the various Seminaries in 
different sections of the State, to enable them to do justice to their respective 
claims.

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The pan of aiding each county in the State, which shall, at its own expense* 
procure the requisite grounds and erect suitable buildings for an Academy or 
High School, has suggested itself to your committee, as worthy of the seriouJ 
consideration of the Legislature. 

Under these circumstances, their attention has been directed more to provide 
the means, and secure the necessary information for future legislation upon these 
subjects, than to obtain any delinite action upon the particular cases presented by 
the petitioners. 

In consequence of the rapid sales of the public lands, the Naiional Treasury 
has accumulated a fund far beyond the necessary current expenses of the go¬ 
vernment, which, by a law of Congress, the Secretary of the Treasury has been 
directed to place at the disposal of the severl States, on certain conditions. The 
amount which will thus be placed at the disposal of this State, during the cur¬ 
rent year, has been stated at $ l 2,676,344. 

The power of determining the mode in which this sum shall be invested or dis¬ 
posed of, devolves upon the present I egislature. So far as public opinion ha* 
been manifested, it would seem to direct that the avails of this fund should b* 
applied to the purposes of education, and in these views, your committee fully 
concur. They also concur in the belief, that a large proportion of such income, 
should be permanently secured for the use of common schools. 

Believing, however, that the cause of education and general science, as well as 
the interest and character of the State would be advanced, by devoting a small 
portion of this fund, which has thus unexpectedly come into her possession, to 
the encouragement and promotion of other literary institutions of a higher grade, 
ns well as to those of a benevolent character, which have been or may hereafter 
be established and sustained at the expense of the State, your committee would 
recommend that all over the sum of £72,500,000, which the Treasurer of Stare 
shall receive from the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States, under the 
act of Congress of June 3d, 1836, be reserved by the Treasurer from the instal¬ 
ment which will fall due on the first of January, and retained in the Treasury, 
for the future disposition of the next General Assembly; and the committee ask 
to be discharged from the further consideration of the petitions, and recommend 
the adoption of the following resolution.

A bill to revive and amend an act entitled an act to lay out and es¬ 
tablish a graded State road in the counties of Holmes and Tuscarawas; 

A bill to incorporate the New-Philadelphia Academy, in the county 
of Tuscarawas. 

The Speaker of the House has signed the following enrolled acts; to 
which the signature of the Speaker of the Senate is requested, to wit: 

An act to authorize the construction of a canal basin, in the town of 
Piqua; 

An act to incorporate the Brunersburgh Bridge Company, on Tiffin 
river; 

An act to lay out and establish a State road from Waterford to Ma¬ 
rietta.

to its third reading and final passage on to-morrow.

The Senate took up a resolution authorizing a survey of the Ports¬ 
mouth and Columbus Turnpike Road; when the same was re-commit¬ 
ted to Mr. Crouse to report thereon. 

On motion of Mr. Patterson, 

The Senate again took up the bill to provide for the distribution and 
investment of this State’s proportion of the surplus revenue; the bill 
was amended; when, 

Mr. James moved further to amend the bill by adding the following 
as additional sections: 

Sec. 3. That the county Commissioners of any organized county, 
may at any lime appoint three competent persons to act as Fund Coniv 
missioners, to serve for three years, who shall perform all the duties 
required of Commissioners under this act, and the persons so appoint¬ 
ed, shall be paid their actual and reasonable expenses while attending 
the sitting of the Board, or engaged in the business of their trust, and 
no other compensation shall be allowed them. 

Sec. 4. At the first organization of any Board so created, the Com¬ 
missioners of such Board, shall by lot determine their term of service 
in such manner that one shall serve for one year, one for two years, 
and one for three years; when a vacancy shall happen in the term of 
service of any Fund Commissioner, the county Commissioners, or the 
Associate Judges, as either may have originally appointed said Board* 
shall appoint a person to serve the residue of the term, and they shall 
have power, whenever they think the public interest requires it, to 
remove any of the Fund Commissioners, and appoint to supply his 
place. 

Mr. Patterson called for the yeas and nays, and they were ordered; 
when the question was taken and lost. Yeas 14, Nays 19, as fol¬ 
lows :

Treasurer, “under any law of this State.” 

Upon which question Mr. Patterson called for the yeas and nays* 
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%nd they were ordered; when the same was taken and lost Yeas 11— 
Nays 22; as follows:

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. King presented a pe‘ition of citizens of Trumbull county, for 
the construction of a Rail Road from Warren to the Conneaut and 
Beaver Rail Road; which was referred to Mr. King to report thereon* 

Mr. Price presented the petition of S. A. M. Shipp, praying the 
passage of a law authorizing the Treasurer of Hamilton county to 
pay him the amount of a certain recognizance; which was referred to 
the standing committee on the Judiciary. 

. Mr. Hunt, from the standing committee on Canals, to whom peti¬ 
tions were referred, submitted the following report, which was con¬ 
sidered and agreed to: 

The standing committee on Canals, to whom was referred the peti¬ 
tion of Egbert J. Smith, praying for compensation in consequence of 
the Miami Canal separating a portion of his farm from the balance of 
the tract, have had the subject under consideration, and make the fol¬ 
lowing report: 

Mr. Smith states, that in consequence of the Canal separating a 
part of his farm from the balance of the tract, he is subject to very 
great inconvenience and expense in keeping up a bridge across the 
Canal. From an examination of the papers, your committee cannot 
perceive that Mr. Smith is any more entitled to damage in this case 
than thousands of others in the State similarly situated. And inas¬ 
much as your committee believe the precedent would be a bad one to 
allow the claim of Mr. Smith at this time, they would recommend the 
adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved , That the committee be discharged from the further con¬ 
sideration ot the subject, and that the petitioner have leave to with¬ 
draw his papers. 

Mr. Smith, from the standing committee on the Judiciary, to whom 
was recommitted a bill for the relief of Thomas Johnson and John 
Drury, reported the same back without amendment, accompanied 
with the following report: 

The standing committee on the Judiciary, to which was recommitted 
bill of the Senate No. 250, “for the relief of Thomas Johnson and 
John Drury,” report: 

That, from a conversation with the Senator representing the county 
of Perry, they are informed that the facts of this case are as follows: 
Under the law of 1817, the Trustees of Township No. 15, in range 15, 
in the now county of Perry, executed a lease to a man by the name of 
Hart, for the northeast quarter of section No. 16 in said township, for 
ninety-nine years, renewable forever. Hart failing to pay the rents 
reserved in said lease, the Trustees re-entered upon the premises, and 
sold one hundred and eight acres thereof to Thomas Johnson; and af¬ 
terwards, for a further neglect in the payment of the rent by the 
original lessee, sold the balance of the quarter section to John Drury. 
Under the law of 1827, providing for the sale of section No. 16, 
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Johnson and Drury Surrendered their leases and toek certificates of 
purchase agreeably to the provisions of that act, and have paid into 
the State Treasury, through the Treasurer of the county of Perry, 
the sum of one hundred and sixty-two dollars forty-five cents and 
three mills, a part of the original appraisement of the quarter sec¬ 
tion. The heirs of Hart, the original lessee, have subsequently 
prosecuted a suit against Johnson and Drury, and have finally suc¬ 
ceeded in recovering possession of the land, in consequence of the 
irregular and illegal course pursued by the Trustees in attempting to 
dispose of the interest of the original lessee in said premises. Since 
the determination of the question by the Supreme Court, no further 
sums have been exacted of said Johnson and Drury, by the Treasurer 
of Per^y county. The object of this bill is to provide for a repay¬ 
ment of the sum thus paid by lohnson and Drury into the State 
Treasury, out of the money received by the Treasurer of State from 
the proceeds of said section 16, township 15, and range 15, in the 
county of Perry aforesaid. In examining this case, and arriving at 
a conclusion as to the facts, your committee have not had the benefit 
of consulting anv of the written documents or records connected with 
the case; but have been compelled wholly to rely on the knowledge 
and recollection of the Senator from Perry, with one excception, a 
memorandum signed by the Auditor of said Perry county, containing 
a statement of the money paid by Johnson and Dairy. If the effect' 
of the decision of the court would be, to revest in the township the 
right to this quarter section of land, subject to the claim of the heirs 
of Hart, (which the committee suppose would be its efFect,) and to di¬ 
vest Johnson and Drury of the right acquired by their original pur¬ 
chases, and subsequent surrender of their claims or leases, and ob¬ 
taining certificates of purchase; equity and justice would seem to re¬ 
quire that the amount paid by them on the faith of these official acts, 
should be refunded. The committee therefore report back said bill 
without amendment, for the consideration of the Senate. 

Mr. Spangler moved the further consideration of the bill and re¬ 
port be postponed to the first Monday of December next; which was 
lost. 

The bill and report were then ordered to lie on the table. 

Mr. Starkweather, from the standing committee on the Judiciary, 
to whom was recommitted a bill to authorize the town council of the 
town of Somerset, in Perry county, to levy a tax on dogs, reported 
the same back with one amendment; which was agreed to, and the 
bill ordered to be engrossed for its third reading and final passage on 
Monday next. 

Mr. Vincent, from the select committee to whom was recommitted 
a bill to incorporate the Rock Hill Manufacturing Company, reported 
the same back with sundry amendments; which were agreed to, or¬ 
dered to be ongrossed, and the bill go to its third reading and final 
passage on Monday next. 
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Mr. Donnally, from the joint committee of Enrolment, reported that 
they had examined and found duly enrolled t.ie following acts, to 
wit: 

An act to incorporate the Monroe Seminary, in the county of Mon- 
too; 

An act to create the office of superintendent of Common Schools,, 
and to prescribe the duties of such officer; 

An act providing for a geological survey of the State of Ohio, and 
for other purposes. 

Mr. Donnaliy, from the same joint committee, reported that he had 
deposited with the Secretary of State and taken his receipt for the fol¬ 
lowing enrolled acts: 

An act to authorize the construction of a Canal basin in the town of 
Piqua; 

An act to incorporate the Brunnersburgh Bridge Company, in Tiffin 
river; 

An act to lay out and establish a State road from Waterford to Ma¬ 
rietta; 

An act to authorize a loan of credit by the State of Ohio to Rail 
Road Companies, and to authorize subscriptions by the State to the 
capital stock of Turnpike, Canal and Slack-water Navigation Compa¬ 
nies. 

The following bill was read the second time, committed to a com¬ 
mittee of the whole Senate, and made the order of the day for this 
day, to wit: 

A bill appointing Jacob II. Baldwin, guardian of Francis M. L. 
Phel ps. 

The following bill of the House was read the third time and passed, 
to wit: 

A bill to amend an act providing for the safety of stage passengers. 
Ordered that the title do as aforesaid, and the House of Represen¬ 
tatives be informed thereof. 

A bill to amend an act entitled “An act to organize a Board of Pub¬ 
lic Works,*’ was read a third time. 

The question being, “shall the bill pass?” 

Mr. M’Mechan called for the yeas and nays, and they were order¬ 
ed; when the same was taken and carried. Yeas 21—Nays 11; as 
follows:

The county commissioners of any organized county, may 
at any time appoint three competent persons to act as fund commis¬ 
sioners, to serve for three years, who shall perforin all the duties re¬ 
quired of commissioners under this act, and the persons so appointed 
shall be paid their actual and reasonable expenses, while attending the 
sittings of the Board, or engaged in the business of their trust, and no^ 
other compensation shall be allowed them. 

Sec. 4. At the first organization of any Board so created, the com¬ 
missioners of such Board shall by lot determine their term of service 
in such manner, that one shall serve for one year, one for two years, 
and one for three years. When a vacancy shall happen in the term 
of service of any fund commissioner, the county commissioners, or the 
Associate Judges, as either may have originally appointed said Board, 
shall appoint a person to serve the residue of the term; and they shall 
have power, whenever they think the public interest requires it, to 
remove any of the fund commissioners, and appoint another to supply 
his place.

to*the terms prescribed in this act; then, in that case it shall be the 
duty of said commissioners to loan said institution, on the terms 
and conditions herein specified, the sum of five thousand dollars; and 
upon the same conditions it shall be the dutv of the fund commission¬ 
ers of Athens county to loan to the Ohio University the like sum of 
five thousand dollars; and upon the same conditions the fund commis¬ 
sioners of Butler county are required to loan to the Miami University 
the sum of five thousand dollars; and upon the same terms, the fund 
commissioners of Portage county are directed to loan to the Western 
Reserve College the sum of five thousand dollars, out of the moneys 
received by them respectively, under the provisions of this act.

If said fund is not invested as pointed out in the preceding 
section, it may be loaned to individuals, at a rate of interest not ex¬ 
ceeding seven, nor loss than six per cent, per annum, under the follow¬ 
ing limitations: 

1st. The commissioners shall be satisfied that every applicant for a 
loan is a citizen, resident of the county where application is made. 

2d. The sum loaned to each individual shall not he less than one 
hundred dollars. 

3d. On making a loan, they shall require and take from the appli¬ 
cant a bond, the payment of which shall be secured by a mortgage 
on unincumbered real estate, situate in said county, of an estimat'd 
value double in amount to the sum loaned, or other adequate security, 
conditioned for the payment of the interest semi-annually in advance, 
and of the principal sum so borrowed from time to time, as the same 
may become due. 

4th. The principal sum loaned and secured lobe paid as above,shall 
be payable on demand. 

6th. If the interest be punctually paid, no demand for the principal 
sum shall be made for three years, or until such demand shall be au¬ 
thorized by legislative enactments, or by resolution of the General 
Assembly; or when the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States may call for the same agreeably to law, unless a shorter term 
than three years shall have been previously agreed on. 

6th. All obligations and securities, taken and received for money 
loaned under the provisions of this act, shall be taken in the name of 
the State of Ohio. 

7th. Whenever the interest is not punctually paid, both the interest' 
and principal sum shall thenceforth become due and demandable, and 
the commissioners shall proceed to collect the same. 

8th. Whenever the commissioners shall beef opinion that the secu¬ 
rity taken for a loan has become insufficient, they shall, after giving 
thirty days notice thereof to the borrower, and no suliicient security 
tendered by such borrower, demand the amount of said loan, and pro¬ 
ceed to collect the same. 

9th. Whenever the principal sum, or any loan, is paid to the com- 
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missioners, or collected by them, the same shall be re-loaned or in¬ 
vested, as before provided for.

Sec. 2. That the county commissioners of each organized county 
in this State, for the time being, shall constitute a Board of County- 
Fund Commissioners, and shall hold their office until their successors 
are elected or appointed, and qualified; 

Upon which motion he called for the yeas and nays, and they wer© 
ordered; when the question was taken and lost. Yeas 4, Nays 30 as 
follows:

Arbuckle in the chair, on a bill levying a lax for State purposes, and 
relating to the canal tax, and reported the same back without amend¬ 
ment; when the bill was ordered to be engrossed for its third reading 
and final passage on Monday next. 

The Senate again resolved itself into committee of the whole, Mr* 
Gerard in the chair, on a bill to incorporate the Nyesville, Chester 
and Athens Turnpike company, and reported the same back without 
amendment. 

The bill w r as amended and ordered to be engrossed for its third 
reading and final passage on Monday next. 

The committee of the whole was discharged from a bill explanatory 
of the sixth section of the act for opening and regulating roads and 
highways, passed March 14,1831. 

Mr. Spangler moved to strike out the first section of the bill; which 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Spaagler then moved that the further consideration of the hill 
be indefinitely postponed; which was agreed to. 

A call of the Senate being ordered by the chair, the following Sena¬ 
tors answered to their names, to wit:

MONDAY, March 27, 1837. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. King presented petitions from citizens of Trumbull county, 
praying the incorporation of a Rail-road Company; which was re¬ 
ferred to Mr. King to report thereon. 

Mr. Thomas presented sundry memorials of citizens of Miami coun¬ 
ty, complaining of an unnecessary delay of the extension of the Mia¬ 
mi canal, north of Dayton; which was ordered to lie upon the table. 
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"Mr. Hunt, From the standing committee on Canals, to whomiras re¬ 
ferred sundry petitions of citizens of Stark county, in relation to the 
supply of water on the Portage summit, reported the following reso¬ 
lution; which was ordered to lie upon the table: 

Resolved , That the Board of Public Works be and they are hereby 
authorized to make such arrangement for a further supply of water 
oil the Portage summit of the Ohio canal, as they may consider the 
interest of the State requires. 

Mr. Thomas, from the same standing committee, to whom was re¬ 
ferred the claim of J. L. Vance, for damages sustained in the construc¬ 
tion of the Ohio canal, submitted the following report; which was or¬ 
dered t© lie upon the table: 

The standing committee on Canals, to which was committed the claim 

of Jacob L. Vance, for damages claimed to have been sustained by 

him as a contractor on the Ohio canal, report: 

The petitioner alleges that in the year 1828, he undertook, as a 
'contractor, to perform the work required on sections 40, 42 and 49, 
on the Ohio canal, south of the Licking summit; and that from the gen¬ 
eral appearance on the surface, he was induced to believe that it would 
•consist in nothing more than ordinary earth excavation. In this, he 
states, he was grossly deceived; and that during the progress of the 
work he found a large portion of it to be composed of an extremely 
hard clay and slate, the removal of which, far exceeded in cost, the 
estimate previously made, that having been prediea ed upon the gen¬ 
eral outward appearance of the soil. 

He further states, that during the prosecution of the work, whene¬ 
ver an estimate was made, about twenty per cent, upon such estimate 
was retained in the hands of the Acting Commissioner. 

That when he had nearly finished the work, the contracts were de¬ 
clared abandoned; and the jobs completed under the direction of the 
acting Commissioner, at a cost far exceeding the contract prices, and 
which was charged to the petitioner, and paid out of the money with¬ 
held from him upon his estimates. He states that the amount retain¬ 
ed by the acting Commissioner, as part of what was due to him for 
his labor, was above two thousand dollars, no part of which has ever 
been paid to him. . 

In support of the claim, a number of depositions have been submit¬ 
ted, a brief abstract of which is here presented. 

E. Farrington, in his deposition of the 13th January, 1835, states, 
that he was well acquainted with the character of the work on sec¬ 
tions 40 and 49, during its progress, and that the excavation and em¬ 
bankment on those sections was worth fourteen cents per cubit yard; 
•and that, having superintended the finishing of the work, as agent of 
of the State, he had a fair opportunity of becoming acquainted with 
its character. 

George H. Williams states that he acted as assistant engineer on 
sections 40 and 49 above mentioned, from the time the petitioner com¬ 
menced laboring thereon, until the sections were completed, and that 
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from the nature of the whole work, excavation and embnnkment, ft 
was worth fifteen cents per cubic yard; and further, that the contrac¬ 
tor was retarded in his operations on five or six stations of section 49 
by water which had been let in upon that part of the section, by the 
direction of the acting Commissioner, and which continued upon the 
work for about two months; and that after the water was taken off, the 
excavation was much more difficult than it otherwise would have 
been. 

The deposition of Samuel D. Henley and Daniel Miller, are to the 
same effect with the last. They state further that so soon as that 
part of the section which had been covered with water as before stat¬ 
ed, became somewhat dry, and in tolerably order to be worked upon, 
the job was taken from the petitioner. 

Charles Cross slates that about three feet in depth of section 42, 
was of an extremely hard character, and that it could only be sepera- 
ted by a “kind of pick,” and that the excavation could have been per¬ 
formed in about two-thirds of the time, if it could have been ploughed 
or spaded. 

James Chaney and James Clark testify that they labored upon sec¬ 
tion 40, and that the excavation was of such character that the earth 
could not be ploughed or spaded, and that it could not be removed 
without great labor and difficulty, it being necessary to split it with 
wedges, before it could be rendered capable of being taken from the 
canal and placed in the embankment; and that an embankment about 
ten feet wide and seven feet high, on the greater part of the section 
was necessarily made of that material. James Clark states that ho 
could not, in his opinion, remove more than three cubic yards of it 
per dayj; The testimony of the last three witnesses is cc r.oborated by 
the certificate of Nathaniel Bray, the Justice of the Peace before 
whom the deposition was taken. 

The report of the Board of Public Works, in answer to a resolution 
of the Senate, calling on them for information in relation to this claim, 
affords no sufficient data to enable the committee to arrive at any de¬ 
finite conclusion as to the amount of additional compensation or dam¬ 
ages the claimant may be justly entitled to, supposing the claim itself 
to be well founded, lie stales that about twenty per cent, upon the 
estimates upon his work was withheld from him; and that after the 
contracts had been declared abandoned, the work was completed by 
the State at an extravagant cost, which operated greatly to his injury, 
inasmuch as that cost charged to him, and paid out of the amount 
due for his labor upon those sections. In answer to the enquiries upon 
these points, the Board of Public Works state that “as these contracts 
(on sections 40 ond 42.) were conducted by an agent, and before they 
were completed, were declared abandoned, we lind no final account of 
. the different items of work performed by either party.” 

This report sets out the specifications of the contract entered into 
. by the claimant for the construction of section 49. From this it ap¬ 
pears that the price of excavation was seven and a half cents per cu¬ 
bic yard, and for embankment eight and a half cents. These, your 
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committee believe, were the prices generally paid to contractors on 
the Canal for simple earth excavation and embankment, respectively. 
No specifications of the work on sections 40 and 42, are given in the 
report. But the committee believe that they cannot be far wrong in 
the inference that the contract prices were about the same on all 
three of the sections. 

By the testimony of Farrington and Williams, it is shown that the 
work on sections 40 and 49 was worth from fourteen to fifteen cents 
per cubic yard—nearly double the contract prices. There appears 
to be no reason to doubt the correctness of this testimony—-both of 
these persons having been in the employ of the State while the work 
was going on, and well acquainted with its character. 

The fact that a contractor has sustained losses, even where they 
are shown to be very considerable m amount, should not of itself be 
sufficient to entitle him to additional allowance, as such losses may 
have been the result of improvidence and bud management. Nor 
should it be a sufficient reason for the allowance of damages, that the 
actual cost of the work somewhat exceeds the price at which it was 
contracted to be performed. It is only in cases where the inadequacy 
of compensation is palpable and gross, and that too in cases where, by 
the exercise of common care and prudence* such results could not or¬ 
dinarily be avoided, should any additional compensation be allowed. 
When such a case as this presents itself, it is conceived that it froukl 
be doing nothing more than strict justice requires, to grant relief. 

The evidence in the case under consideration, presents, as your 
committee conceive, a claim of this character, and had they the evi¬ 
dence before them showing the amount of work actually performed 
by the claimant, they see no reason why they ought not, under such 
circumstances, to have recommended the payment of the difference 
between the contract prices of the work and the actual value of his 
labor. And if, as the claimant states was the fact, extravagant prices 
were paid by the officers of the State for finishing the work after the 
contracts bad been declared abandoned, and the amount paid out of 
money which he had earned, he is entitled to further remuneration-on 
that Account. Upon this point .there is no evidence showing the amount 
of work done after the contracts were declared abandoned, and the 
contractor was turned off. The gross cost of this portion of the 
work is all that is shown in the report of the Board of Public Works. 
Nor are there any other facts given, sufficient to enable the commit¬ 
tee to say whether more was paid by the State for this work than it 
was worth, or not. 

At the close of their report, the Board of Public Works state, that 
from information derived from the engineers and other agents of the 
State, having charge of the work, the claimant was not among the 
most efficient contractors, but that his work showed a want of skill 
and efficiency. Were the claim founded upon the losses sustained by 
the contractor, and upon these only, this objection to its validity would 
doubtless be entitled to much weight. If lie was careless and inefficient 
in carrying on the work, his losses were undoubtedly much greater- 
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than the amount of remuneration to which he can set up any jus# 
claim. This inefficiency on the part of the contractor, may have- 
been owing to the fact that the actual cost of the work being so far 
above the contract prices,, he became crippled in his operations for 
want of the means to carry it on vigorously, and was finally compell- 
ed 1o abandon it entirely. It is also in proof that the contractor was 
industrious in the prosecution of the work. Your committee re¬ 
commend, as the most proper mode of adjusting this claim, the adop¬ 
tion of the following resolution: 

Resolved , That the claim of Jacob L. Vance for additional compen¬ 
sation for work by him performed on sections 40, 42 and 49 of the- 
Ohio Canal south of the Licking summit, and for damages by him sus¬ 
tained by reason of water being let in, by order of the Acting Canal 
Commissioner, upon a portion of section 49, whilst the same was m 
charge of said Vanes as contractor, be referred to the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Works for settlement; and that said Board be, and is hereby re® 
quired to make a full examination of said claim at as early a day as 
practicable, and that they allow the claimant the actual value of the* 
work by him performed, and such damages as he is justly entitled to 
receive; and they are authorized to hear further testimony in the 
case.. The sum found due to said claimant shall be paid out of the 
Canal fund..

to serve as such keeper, until the removal of the prisoners from the 
old prison to the new one, which removal took place in the month of 
October in the same year. The petitioner alleges that he is legally 
entitled to his yearly salary. That branch of the subject has been re¬ 
ferred to the standing committee on the Judiciary, who have reported to 
the Senate, that in their opinion, the petitioner has no legal claim on the 
State for what he claims as the balance of his salary, but seems to intim 
ate that he has a claim in equity; which branch of the subject has been re¬ 
ferred to your committee, with a view of ascertaining the amount that i» 
equitably due the petitioner. Your committee have examined two wit¬ 
nesses touching the kind of services the petitioner has rendered the 
State, for which he claims a compensation. It appears upon such ex¬ 
amination, that there was left in the care of the petitioner, at the time 
the removal took place, two horses, one cow, fourteen head of hogs,, 
besides some lumber and tools, &c.; that he continued to feed and take 
care of this stock about two months; that he continued to occupy the 
old prison until the following spring in the month of March. It seems 
to your committee that the use and occupancy of the old prison would- 
be a sufficient compensation for the care and attention bestowed on the 
stock and lumber left in his care.

The committee have ascertained at the Auditor’s office, that since 
the last annual report, a draft of 2,125 dollars 14 cents, has been 
made on the Urbana Bank, also at the rate of twenty per cent., and 
from a Senator they have learned that during the present session, the 
Bank of West Union has resumed banking business by the circulation 
of bank notes, some of which are of less demoninations than five 
dollars; and when it shall make a dividend, it will also he liable to the 
came draft, if the law be valid which directs the draft to be made. _ 

The committee believe that the law cannot be enforced, and such they 
understand to be the conceded opinion of some who have heretofore 
advocated the law. 

The power of taxation is inseparable from the social compact, and 
the extent of its exercise depends on the wants of the governing, 
power controlled by the consent of the governed. It is a power to 
be used for the protection of the subject and not for his destruction.. 

The acquiring, possessing and protecting property, was one of the 
inherent and inalienable rights asserted in the constituiion of the* 

State, for the securing of which, the constitution was formed, and any 

law which tends to destroy the possession of property, or to co epei 

its abandonment, is against the purpose of the Constitution. If the. 

law for prohibiting the circulation of small bills be viewed as a tax. 

of twenty per cent, on the dividends of Banks, to operate continually 

qcv them, it would neces-arily compel all persons holding property in \ 

their capital stock, to abandon it. Such a tax would ordinarily bo, 
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equal to two per cent, on the capital stock on which the dividends- are 
made; and the highest State tax ever levied on taxable property, under~ 
the valuation system, has be< n less than a third of one per cent. 
But the law does not profess to assess and levy a tax, but under the 
infliction of a penally, compel the release of a right vested in the 
Banks; and it expressly declares, that when such release shall be 
made, the tax then authorized by law, shall be the rate of contribu¬ 
tion by them for tho support of government. It is settled law, that 
where the act creating a corporation defines the rate of tax it shall 
pav, no subsequent act can increase that rate without the consent of 
tho corporation; and the committee believe that the Slate cannot, by 
process of law, recover from the Commercial Bank of Cincinnati 
more than four per cent., and cannot recover from the Franklin Bank 
of Cincinnati and the Bank of Circleville, more than five per cent, 
on their respective dividends. The other Banks received their char¬ 
ters by giving a bonus to the State, paid by setting off to the State 
one twenty-fifth part of their capital .'tock, or four per cent, of the 
whole amount on which the State was to receive dividends. This 
stock was afterwards transferred by the State to the. proper Banks on 
their paying a sum of money equal to two per cent, on their previous 
dividends, and four per cent, on all subsequent dividends, w ith a reser¬ 
vation that any subsequent Legislature might levy such a tax on their 
dividends as should seem just and reasonable. The tax of four per 
cent, was afterwards increased to five per cent, as a just and reasona¬ 
ble rate. No effort has been made to increase this rate as a mere lax 
for the purpose of raising revenue, and the collection of the penalties 
for non-compliance with the act to prohibit the circulation of small 
bills, not being capable of enforcement, the committee believe that 
the institution of suits must postpone the collection of the revenue 
now r due, and involve a certain expense with no probability of suc¬ 
cessful result. They report the same back with an amendment, by 
striking cut these w r ords in the seventh line— 4 *their several charters,’* 
and inserting the word “law.” 

The amendment to the resolution was agreed to.

The Speaker laid before the Senate a communication from the Au¬ 
ditor of State, in reply to the Report of the standing committee on Fi¬ 
nance, on the subject of Public Revenue; which was read and ordered 
to be printed, as follows: 

Auditor of State’s Office, 

Columbus , 30 Ik March, 1837 . 

To the Honorable , The Senate: 

Gentlemen: —The proper regulation of the public finances is confided 
to this office, under such advice and instructions as the head of this de¬ 
partment occasionally receives from the committee on Finance in the two 
branches of the General Assembly. It has been my aim, hitherto, to 
present nothing in my annual reports, or in the reports on the finances, 
beyond that which is deemed essential to a correct knowledge of the re¬ 
ceipts and disbursements of the Government, and of the various sources 
of the public revenue, constituting our present financial system. In do¬ 
ing this, I have endeavored to be so guarded in every statement, as to 
prevent the possibility of misapprehension or error; and although perfec¬ 
tion is not to be looked for in a system so complicated as ours, still, it is 
my pride to know, that it has ever been the anxious wish of this office, 
to keep the Legislature properly advised on every subject of public inter¬ 
est, connected with our financial operations. 

The late Report of the committee on finance, made to the Hon. the Se¬ 
nate, through its Chairman, the Hon. John H. James, of Champaign, embo¬ 
dies many comparative statements and views, which should not be allow¬ 
ed to remain unanswered. I regret, however, that a report so minute 
and labored as that of the committee, should not have found its way on 
your tables at an earlier period of the session. It is a task of great labor 
and responsibility, to attempt to meet.so numerous* a collection of opin¬ 
ions and intimations, as I find before me in this report, and yet, some of 
the main positions taken, are so palpably erroneous, that they require but / 

a single glance to demonstrate their error, or to prove their absurdity. 

The Honorable the Senate will bear with me, while I wade through th® 
different divisions into which their linaucial report is thrown, i trust 
they will discover, (with all due deference to the committee, for whose 
talents and uprightness I entertain none but ihe profoundest regard,) 
that for want of a proper investigation, or the lack of time to look minute 
Jv into the dilierei.r subjects on which they have chosen to comment, they 
have failed to find any essential error in this office; while, by mere ac¬ 
cident, no doubt, on their part, many of the points made in tlie report, 
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from & full examination of all the facts, will be seen to be manifestly error* 
neous. 

In order the more clearly and effectually to demonstrate the several 
hasty conclusions of the committee, and to show the Senate, and all 
concerned in the prosperity and success ©f our financial system, tbe 
very great danger of placing reliance upon any statement, except such 
as takes an official form, and is the result of a careful examination and 
comparison of all the public accounts together, I have been at no incon-* 
siderable pains in throwing my views on this subject into a shape, by 
means of which every reader who examines it, will at once discover the 
truth, and know how to apply it. 

This remark is made here as introductory to the tabular statements 
which follow, and which may be relied upon as correct.

It will be recollected that the items of this report are taken 
from the printed reports; and it is to be presumed, that occasionally 
typographical errors occur. The correctness of the form, and mode of 
making out reports, is the true object sought. 

It will be seen by the foregoing exhibit, that in assuming three dif¬ 
ferent forms of stating the receipts and expenditures of the State for the 
past four years, the same result is ascertained. 

Other forms might be selected to establish the correctness of the books 
and Reports of this office, but it is deemed unnecessary, inasmuch as the 
statements already submitted, will abundantly satisfy every enlightened 
mind, that a most rigid system of proof has been introduced into this re¬ 
view, to detect and expose errors, if any had existed. 

On pages 3 and 4, the committee have endeavored to show, by actual 
demonstration, that errors do exist in the annual reports of the Auditor 
for the past four years, amounting to the sum of $7,271 62. On this point 
they remark, “The committee are unable to explain the difference in the 
“ result, but they discover that a part of it consists in a variance in the 
“ amount of surplus on the 15th Nov. 1833;—which was reported at 
“ $9,949 76; the surplus at that day, in the above statement, was $5,090 
“11, and the residue may be caused in part, by the interest accounts 
“ with the several classes of school money funded in the Treasury.” 

How the committee came to the conclusion that the balance in the 
Treasury on the 15th Nov. 1833, was but $5,090 11, this office has no 
means of determining. My attention was particularly directed to this 
discrepancy, and a slight examination and comparison instituted into the 
affair, which resulted in the same manner as reported at that day to the 
General Assembly. The report of the committee was next taken up, in 
order, if practicable, to ferret out the cause of the difference; and to give 
the public a proper understanding of the whole matter, the following com¬ 
parative statement of the two reports is submitted:

By the foregoing process.it will be perceived that the sum of $4,861 65 3 
was retained from the Canal’s portion of the Revenue, but by no 7ncans de¬ 
ducted from the State’s proportion, until such time as the Legislature 
made a further disposition of it; otherwise it would have been set forth 
among other items of the disbursements of that. year. 

The committee,however, appear to have omitted to include this sum in 
their report, which seems to be the principal cause of the diilerence stated, 
as the Senate will readily discover. 

By a careful examination of this subject, the Senate will see where the 
error complained of is to be found, whether in the report of the committee, 
or in this office: and here I may be allowed respectfully to add, that as 
fgures are arbitrary characters, they should be put down, particularly 
when important results are thereby ailected, with great caution; and es¬ 
pecially, too, when the commission of an essential error may tend to throw 
doubts and uncertainty upon the accuracy of official statements, and thus 
vitally to affect the public interest. I take to myself, ali, in this remark, 
that in justice applies to me; and I sincerely hope the committee will be 
equally disposed to allow that it is possible tor them to have misapprehen¬ 
ded some of the points on which they so freely comment. 

The great fundamental principle, in all such examinations, is to arrive at 
the truth , to the end that the public good may thereby be the better sut> 
served; and as this must be the joint and mutual purpose of all who stand 
connected with the State Government, or feel a lively interest in its suc¬ 
cessful administration, I am happy, even laborious as it has been to me, 
that the opportunity has been atforded to make such corrections and ex¬ 
planations as the very terms of the Report seemed to demand. And still, 
the little time allotted to me for the investigation, has put it. out. of my power 
to trace the entire suggestions and remarks of the committee to the extent 
I could have desired.

Time will not [permit me to explain by demonstration the entire dis 
crepancy between the reports of the Auditor, and that of the committee’ 
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Suffice it to pay, that enough has? been ascertained to warrant the assertion^ 
that by extending the foregoing process into subsequent years, similar re¬ 
sults would follow. 

The proof here introduced, to test the principles upon which the annual 
reports are made up from this office, is rigid in its ebeets, and conclusive 
in its results; and when applied as it has been in this case, no error can 
by any possibility escape detection . 

The list of loans made, and the total amount of our foreign and domes¬ 
tic debt, cannot well be ascertained, except through the fund commis¬ 
sioners themselves. Hence the specific amount of interest arising upon 
these loans cannot be computed with accuracy, except from a full knowl¬ 
edge of the facts derived from the Fund Commissioner’s Report, which is 
not in this office. 

The allusion in the report, to the difference hi the amount reported be¬ 
tween this office and the fund commissioners, bv which rising of seventy- 
seven thousand dollars is charged to themselves, over the amount of re¬ 
ceipts from the Treasury through this office, is made, as is indicated by the 
commissioners, without a knowedge of the causes creating the difference; 
and yet they have unhappily loft an inference to be drawn from it, derog¬ 
atory to the manner in which the accounts in question have been kept, 
either alluding to this department or the fund commissioners. Rut it is 
only necessary to state, in reply to this branch of the report that the amounts 
drawn , are precisely those with which they stand charged; and the credits of 
the Treasury precisely agree with our reports. This is sufficient, without a 
word of comment to prove the accuracy of our reports and of our books; and 
that so far as this office is concerned, all is correct. It is fair to presume 
however, injustice to the fund commissioners, that all is as it should be in 
this particular with their accounts. The fund commissioners occasionally 
receive moneys from other source's than from the Treasury, probably from 
some of the Ranks, which will fully account for the difference found to 
exist in this respect. 

The committee in commenting upon the interest accounts of the vari¬ 
ous School Funds, complain that they “have not been able to make the re¬ 
ports accord with each other.”

A manifest error will be observed in the report of the committee, in recapitu¬ 
lating- the payments made for interest in the tour annual reports from this office. 
The error alimlcd to, is the statement of the amount that accrued for interest on 
the school fund for 1835, which is put down at $35,837 31. No such sum is to 
he found in the report of that or any other year. 

The foregoing statement of each annual payment, will exhibit the true sums 
derived from that fund It will show also, that the debits and credits are equal, 
the tvpographical error in the printed report, before noted, excepted. 

1 have not found the leisure requisite to examine, with any minuteness, the al¬ 
lusion made by the committee, to the sinking fund; nor has this office the partic¬ 
ular data on which to found any specific calculations in relation to the Canal debt. 
This is / more particularly applicable to the Fund Commissioners, who have th® 
immediate charge and control of this matter, and such probably were the views 
of the committee at the penning of their report. 

In the propriety of the remarks of the committee, that “they have felt the leant of 
a clear and precise system of public accounts , and of a uniform system of reports , by 
which, to test their accuracy ,” I most fully and cordially concur ;—and it has been 
for the want of this very system, properly perf ected and matured, that t lie report 
of the committee has ever been made, or this answer required. And I believes 
also, that the Senate will do me the justice to admit, that this, and this alone, is 
the principal occasion of the discrepancies alluded to. 

Nothingbut an effectual change in.the system, and a full enactment of anew 
code of laws, applicable to the public finances, will reach lue evil, or produco 
that thorough and eimctuul re-orgnni^aiimi .4; he Vuclitor and Treasurer’s offices,

The select committee to which was referred the memorial and remon¬ 
strance of sundry citizens of the State against the system which 
has been adopted, of employing the convicts in the Penitentiary in 
the mechanical branches of labor, have given the subject an atten¬ 
tive consideration, and respectfully submit the following report: 

The memorialists complain that after having at considerable ex¬ 
pense established themselves in the business of manufacturing saddle¬ 
trees with a view of supplying the Western country with that article, 
they now find the labor of the convicts brought into competition with 
them in the market, whereby their sales are circumscribed, and the 
profits on their regular business much reduced, and they further rep^ 
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resent this mode of employment of the inmates of the Penitentiary to 
be such an infringement of their constitutional rights of acquiring, 
possessing, and protecting property, as to require legislative interpo¬ 
sition. 

Without attempting to controvert the correctness of the position as¬ 
sumed by the memorialists, that the increase of any manufactured ar¬ 
ticle in the market has a tendency to lessen the price by creating com¬ 
petition, or that their sales may have been diminished to some extent 
in the manner suggested, your committee proceeded to examine the 
more important questions which had been raised on the subject. It 
will hardly be contended by any one who has reflected upon the sub¬ 
ject, that the convicts should remain unemployed, during the period 
of their imprisonment. Exercise and labor are essential to the pres¬ 
ervation of their health and their mental and physical powers. The 
duty and obligation of society to watch over and protect them, do not 
cease on their conviction and imprisonment, nor are those duties lim¬ 
ited to the sole object of securing the community from their future 
depredations. To produce reformation in the convicts by inculcating 
habits of industry and subordination, and imparting to them moral and 
religious instruction, and thereby weaning them from idleness and 
vicious propensities are appropriately connected with our present 
Penitentiary system. To effect these objects, and to secure the offender, 
after he shall have expiated his offence, the means of sustaining him¬ 
self when he shaft again mingle with society, without* resorting to his 
former vicious courses, it becomes necessary to instruct him in some 
of the useful branches of mechanical business. The general power of 
determining what kind of employment is proper for each individual, 
your committee believe, can only be discreetly confided to the imme¬ 
diate ofricers of the institution, subject to the supervision of the Legis¬ 
lature. It will readily be perceived, that no system of labor can be a- 
dopted in the prison, but what must supercede the labor of others to 
the same extent, for the same objects, and would therefore be liable to 
the same objections which the memorialists have raised in the present 
instance. To direct any changes to be made in the employment of 
- the convicts, to meet the present case, would only be transferring the 
alleged cause of complaint from one class of mechanics to another. 
These questions should be left to the sound discretion of those having 
charge of the institution. Sound policy would dictate, in selecting 
articles for manufacture, that reference should be had to the cost of 
the material, compared with its value when manufactured, and the 
readiness of its sale. A judicious discrimination should also be exer¬ 
cised in selecting such objects as would interfere the least with the or¬ 
dinary mechanical industry of the country. In these respects, your 
committee believe that this discretionary power has been wisely and 
properly exercised by the ollicers of the institution, and ask to be dis¬ 
charged from the further consideration of the subject.

The amendments were agreed to; when. 
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Sir. Thomas moved the constitutional rule be dispensed With, atiS 
^the bill be read a third time; which was lost. 

The amendments were then ordered to be engrossed, and the bill go 
to its third reading and final passage on Monday next.

The standing committee on Militia and Military Affairs, to which 
was referred the petition of Charles W. Gazzam, praying and claim¬ 
ing pay for the storage, &c., of public ariss, report: 

94—S 
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That after examining the subject, we find in the petition of the pe-> 
titioner,‘‘that on the 5th November, 1828, your petitioner received 
from the United States’ commandant of ordnance, at Lawrenceville, 
Pennsylvania, a number of boxes of military arms, with instructions 
to report them to the Quartermaster General of Ohio, and did so report 
to him that said arms were in s ore, subject to his order, on the pay¬ 
ment of charges. The Quartermaster General of Ohio distributed or 
disposed of a portion of said arms, but did not receive, nor remove, nor 
take the control of the remaining portion, (nine boxes,) which are still 
in the store of the subscriber, subject to charge.” 

Not having any evidence but that of the petition, before the commit¬ 
tee, the committee deemed it proper to call on the Quartermaster Gen¬ 
eral, to ascertain if any accompt had been presented to that depart¬ 
ment for adjustment, and there obtained an account filed some years 
since, for §23,04, in favor of C. W. Gazzam, the aforesaid petitioner, 
dated 20th April, 1829, and approved on the 18th February, 1830, by 
Allen Trimble, then Governor, and also the acknowledgment of said 
petitioner, that the accompt was paid to bis agent Geo. Graham, Jr. 
The petitioner still claims pay for the storage for part of those arms 
yet in his possession on the 2d of February, 1837. The committee 
have come to the conclusion that the Quartermaster General at that 
time grossly neglected to perform the duties required of him by law: 
therefore injustice may have been done to the petitioner, and said pe¬ 
titioner ought to receive a compensation for said storage, from the 
State; and the committee believing that the law amply provides and gives 
sufficient authority to the Quartermaster General to compromise and 
settle the same as justice and equity may demand. Your committee 
therefore concur in opinion on this subject, and offer for adoption the 
following resolution: 

Resolved , That the committee be discharged from the further con¬ 
sideration of the subject, and that the petitioner have leave to with 
draw his petition. 

Mr. Steele, from the standing committee on Claims, to whom was 
referred the claim of Thomas W ood, reported the following resolu¬ 
tion ; 

Which was agreed to, and ordered to the House of Representatives 
for concurrence: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio , That there 
is due to Thomas Wood, Esq., the sum of three dollars, his fees for 
swearing witnesses called to testify before committees of the Senate 
and House of Representatives, and that the same be paid out of the 
contingent fund of the Governor, on the order of the Auditor of 
State.

The Senate returned to their Chamber. 

Mr. Granger, from the standing committee on the Penitentiary, sub¬ 
mitted the following report; which. 

On motion of Mr. King, 

Was accepted, ordered to lie on the table, and be printed: 

The standing committee on the Penitentiary, to whom was referred so 
much of the message of the Governor as related to that subject, as 
well as absolution of the Senate, directing certain enquiries to be 
made, have had the same under consideration, and ask leave now to 
report: 

That the sickness of the chairman, for a long time, prevented the as¬ 
sembling of the committee to prosecute the inquiries necessary to form 
the ground of a satisfactory report; but, on the 23d day of March last, 
a majority of the committee visited the prison, to inspect the same, 
and the situation of those confined, as well as to examine the books, 
and perform the special duties required by the resolution, where they 
were joined by the chairman, and the other member of the committee, 
who had notice of the visit. They were satisfied, by inspection, that 
the police and general regulations of the prison, were every way cal¬ 
culated to carry into effect this peculiar system of punishment. That 
the sentences of the courts were there rigidly enforced, while the 
health and reformation of the convicts were not overlooked. 

In pursuing the first enquiry, “Whether there is any law of this 
State which would authorize the Warden or agents of the Penitentia¬ 
ry to hire out the services of convicts to perform labor without the 
prison walls?” your committee learned, that a resolution had been, 
passed by the General Assembly, permitting their labor to be em-. 
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‘ployed on the side cut Canal to this city. They attempted to ascer¬ 
tain how the practice grew up, and when it commenced. 

It will appear, from the testimony of William M’Elvaine, herewith 
submitted, that Mr. Leonard, Keeper or Warden of the Penitentiary, 
suffered convicts to work on tne land of Mr. Stewart, about a mile be¬ 
low town, at clearing a lot of its wood. That Mr. Wright, Mr. M’Lean, 
and Mr. Gault,successively keepers of the Penitentiary, had severally 
followed the example, and tha* the convicts worked out of the prison 
walls for citizens in town, at joiner work, on buildings, at mason work, 
&c., and this, too, when there was sufiieient room for employment 
within the walls. 

From the testimony of P. E. Hare, the committee learn, that when 
Mr. Gault was keeper, he supplied the prison with wood. Mr. Gault 
had bought the wood standing, for the Penitentiary, and he, (Hare) 
had 37 cents a cord for cutting. The convicts cut the wood. Ilare 
and his cousin, the same season, employed convicts to cut wood from 
another lot, for Mr. Bryden. 

As to the second enquiry which your committee was instructed to 
•make, “Whether any convicts during the past year have performed 
labour without the prison walls, on contracts with private individuals; 
and if so, for whom, and at what kind of labor they were employed?” 
the committee learn, that the convicts have been permitted to labor out 
of the walls, during the past year, in loading and unloading stone, and 
hauling the same, to be cut within the walls, for Alfred Kelley—to re¬ 
pair a house for William Neil—to work on a farm for A. Cleveland— 
and at burning lime for Joshua Marshall and N. Medberry. As tho 
last person named is the present Warden of the Penitentiary, the ip- 
formation^ elicited on the second and third enquiries, may best be 
considered together. The third enquiry submitted, is, “Whether 
there is any law which would authorize the warden or agents to have 
a personal interest in contracts made with individuals for the labor of 
convicts, and whether said warden or agents have such personal in¬ 
terest?” 

It appears from the testimony of Joshua Marshall, that he acted as 
guard in the Penitentiary, in 1836: he chopped wood for the lime 
kilns; but when so employed he received no pay as guard. He, and 
one Bricked, had a contract, [made with the warden, to supply lime 
for the building of the prison, and the lime was furnished under it; 
but in June, 1835, Bricked, linding it to be a losing business, assigned 
his interest in the contract to Mr. Medberry, the present warden, who 
has ever since remained a partner with him. That about one fourth 
of the labor was performed by convicts; but they were not permitted 
to do the hauling, or the night work. He hired night work at from 
50 cents to (J2 > cents per man. 

On this subject your committee would remark, that, although there 
is no positive law on the subject; and though there may be no impro¬ 
priety in the warden’s employing convicts to work for his own benetit, 
if as much were paid for their labor bv him, as was required of others; 
still, there is great imprudence in such a proceeding. Were such cm 
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ployment of equal, or even greater benefit to the State, than the ordi* 
nary modes of employment; as the power is one which might be much 
abused, it would render the officer obnoxious to such attacks as might 
be prompted either by suspicion or enmity. 

In the instance of the present warden, a majority of the committee 
is satisfied, by the testimony accompanying this report, that, in the 
contract for furnishing lime, the State was a gainer; and that, under 
the contract, lime was furnished to the State cheaper than to individu¬ 
als; and they are also satisfied that Mr. Medberry was induced to 
take the contract to prevent the total cessation of work in building the 
prison. 

In relation to the labor of the convicts, when employed on contract, 
or out of the prison, your committee have no criterion by which its 
value may be determined. This must depend entirely on the skill 
and ability of each convict, for the labor for which he is employed. 
This can be known only by those acquainted with the convicts. An 
examination of previous reports of the officers of the institution will 
show, that no uniform price has ever been established. It would seem 
from the investigations of your committee, and the testimony of H* 
Mills, that the clerk of the prison had entered upon the blotter, char¬ 
ges against Mr. Cleveland, for the labor of convicts, at a less rate than 
the warden and Cleveland had agreed upon: that when the mistake 
was discovered by the warden, the warden directed the mistake to be 
corrected, and, the account remaining open, the correction was made; 
and it will also appear, from the testimony of Mr. Cleveland, that the 
amended charges against Mr. Cleveland, are the correct charges. 

With this succinct statement of their proceedings, the committee 
report back the report this morning made by their chairman, with all 
the testimony which has ever been in their custody.

The standing committee on the Penitentiary, to whom was referred 
so'much of the Governor’s message in relation thereto; and also a res¬ 
olution of the Senate, requiring several enquiries to be made, in con* 
nection with the same subject, have had the same under consideration, 
and now report: 

1st. That they attended to that service, and in the progress thereof, 
have officially visited the said prison, and have examined the internal 
regulation and police thereof, so far as their time would allow; and 
find the same judicially arranged, and properly conducted. 

2d. As an answer to the first branch of the resolution, we state, that 
we find no law of the General Assembly which authorizes the warden 
or other agents of the Penitentiary to hire out the services of the con¬ 
victs therein, to private individuals without the prison walls; but we 
have ascertained that the present warden has permitted the prisoners 
thereof to be engaged in loading and unloading stone, and hauling the 
same from boats, for Alfred Kelley, Esq., preparatory to cutting the 
same within the prison walls. 
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'3d. Also for Wm. Neil, Esq, to repair a house on his farm, near the 
prison. 

4th. Also to A. Cleveland, to work a farm, near the prison, for 
which, he says under oath, that he paid 37 cents per day. The com¬ 
mittee find, in contradiction to the testimony of Mr. Cleveland, the 
great portion of the convicts that worked for him on the farm, was 
charged only 33 cents per day, on the account of Mr. Cleveland, in 
the books of the Penitentiary. The account of Mr. Cleveland, so far 
as relates to hands charged, stands thus:

6th. As to the second and third enquiries of the resolution of the 
-Senate, we find that Joshua Marshall, one of the guards of the Peni¬ 
tentiary, and N. Medberry, the warden of the same, are partners in a 
contract for burning lime, near the prison, and that a number of the 
convicts have been working at chopping wood and burning lime, at 
those lime kilns, to the amount of one thousand and twelve days’ work, 
at thirty seven and one half cents per day; but Mr. Marshall received 
no .pay as guard while chopping wood for lime kilns, or burning lime.

Medberry: says that lime in 1836 was 6 cents a bushel, say in No¬ 
vember: does not know what has been paid per day for the labor of 
convicts. His knowledge of the price of lime is from hearsay: he 
bought none, and saw none sold: ho undertook to build a church at 
•that time, and enouired the price.

Joshua Marshall, on his oath, says, that he acted as guard in the 
Penitentiary in 1836: he chopped wood for the lime kilns; but when 
he chopped he received no pay as guard- The contract made bv him 
or,—s 
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and Brickel, with the Superintendent of the Penitentiary, for the s-up^ 
ply of lime for the building of the Penitentiary, was in existence, and 
the lime was furnished under it; but in June, 1835, Brickel assigned 
his interest in the contract to Mr. Medberry: Mr. Medberry has ever 
since remained a partner with witness in that contract. Since Air- 
Medberry has been a partner, about one fourth of the labor has been 
done by convicts, they not being permitted to do the hauling, or the 
night watching. Mr. Brickel assigned his contract because the lime 
was estimated by the measurement of the wall, and he was dissatisfied 
with it, and because there was a difficulty in procuring wood; and he 
supposed it to be not a profitable job. He, witness, considered the 
contract with the State a losing job—at least, not a desirable one. When 
Mr. Aledberry took the assignment, it was on the understanding that 
this witness and he should be prompt in their contract with the State, 
and that the contract should remain in force: tire witness was to take 
the sole management of the kilns, and Mr. Medberry to spend no time 
in the business; and this was understood when the bargain was made, 
and was a pail of the understanding. He charged the State six cents a 
bushel for lime, delivered, and charged others seven or eight cents at 
the kiln, at the same time, except on contracts, and on contracts the 
price was various, from G4 to 7 cents a bushel. He does not know 
how much tlic State had: he thought they burnt about 60,000 bushels, 
or little upwards. Some portion of the lime burned was from the 
chips of lime stone wrought at the building, say from 4,000 to 6,000 
bushels, which has been credited to the State. When convicts worked 
out of the walls, the usual charge, with guards, was 50 cents a day— 
without guards, 37 cents. The hands who worked at the kilns were 
not stout hands, who could be employed in the prison as able hands, 
and they had no guards: he thinks the same money might have hired 
more labor, done by others not convicts.

Angell Cleveland, being duly sworn, says, he rents a farm from Air. 
Neil. The farm has no connection with the Penitentiary: he hired 
three hands last year to work the farm, about six months each, at 37 
cents per day. They hoarded in the prison, and were without guards. 
The farm adjoins the Penitentiary lands, and is in sight. Air. Med¬ 
berry had no interest in the labor of these hands. Two of them were 
rather good hands, one not: he might have had more if he had wanted 
them.

William M’Elvaine, being duly sworn, says he has lived in Colum¬ 
bus since the first Penitentiary was completed, has known the con¬ 
victs to labor without iho walls; the first, to any great extent was on 
the canal, though some had been out before; he thinks it was on the 
first breaking of the feeder, and before the law was passed, enlarging 
the bounds, so that they could work on the canal, and at making brick. 
Does not know what the arrangement was: whether they worked for 
Mr. M’Lean, or the State.—Does not know, of his own knowledge, of 
their working out of the walls on private contracts, hut has seen con¬ 
victs go out, and, as he supposed, to work, across the river with Mr. 
Godman and Gilbert Kelly.—Saw them at work about a mile below, 
on Mr. Stewart’s land, clearing off a lot.—lie thinks Mr. Leonard was 
Keeper then—He has seen them out when Mr, Wright was Keeper, 
when Mr. M’Lean was Keeper, and when Mr. Gault was Keeper, at 
work for others beside the State, on private contracts—like joiner 
work, or mason work, on buildings for citizens, &c.

P. E. Ilare being duly sworn, says, that he has known convicts to 
be employed to work for individuals, without the walls of the Peniten¬ 
tiary. They worked for him.—Mr Gault was then keeper.—They 
chopped wood.'—He paid at the rate of 37 cents per day; had average 
hands, such as could chop wcod; most of the wood was to be used at 
ihe prison—he supplied the prison with wood.—Mr. Gault had bought 
the wood before it was cut, and the convicts cut it, and Mr. Hare had 
37 cents a cord for cutting—they guarded them.—Mr. Hare and his 
cousin also employed convicts to cut the wood from another lot for Mr. 
Brydcn, at the same rate, and the same season.—lie thinks it was the 
winter of 1833—’34.

Angel Cleveland, being again examined on oath, says he has had 
out sometimes, fourteen or fifteen hands he should think, with a guard; 
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fias hired hands for which he paid less than 37 cents a day; thinks 
paid 33 cents a day, for about a third of the convicts; those he paid 
33 cents a day for, were of the poorest kind—invalids. 


Joshua Marshall, again examined on oath, says, that in 1836, he* 
was a guard of the Penitentiary, in part of January and part of Feb¬ 
ruary; he has also been a guard this last winter, about a month, com¬ 
mencing, as near as he can recollect, in the latter part of December* 
1836, continuing to the beginning of January, 1837. While he was 
at the lime kiln, he received no pay as gqard; he had no pay as guard, 
when he employed the convicts either in chopping wood, or in burn¬ 
ing lime. When he hired hands to attend the kilns at night, not con¬ 
victs, he generally had two hands, to whom he paid from a dollar to a 
dollar and a quarter; that is, from fifty cents each, to sixty-two and 
one half cents each. Mr. Medberry devoted no time at the kilns, or 
about the wood necessary to burn the lime.

I, Angell .Cleveland, being duly sworn, depose, that I employed from 
the Warden of the Ohio Penitentiary, during the year 1836, conyicts 
to labor for me, as follows, viz: 

In the month of April, twenty-nine and a half days; 

In the month of May, seventy-eight and a half days; 

In the month of June, seventy-nine days; 

In the month of July, eighty-eight days; 

In the month of August, fifty one days; 

In the month of September, eighty-two days; 

In the month of October, seventy-three days; and 
In the month of November, one hundred and fifteen days. 

Question.—Have you compared your accompt with Mr. Medberry T 
Answer.—I have, and expect to pay the prices as they are now 
charged to me.

I, Henry Z. Mills, being duly sworn, do testify, that from the firse 
of April, to the 30th of November, 1836, inclusive, there was perforn*- 
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ed for A. Cleveland, 596 days’ work with convicts, as appears on the 
books of the prison. The entries being made in my own hand-wri¬ 
ting, I have every reason to believe them correct. 

Question by Mr. Gianger.—What were the 82 days’ work in Sept. 
1836, originally charged at? 

Ans.—At the time of the original entries, I understood Mr. Msdber- 
ry to say, that the price lor the men at that time, and of that kind, was 
thirty-three cents; but since have understood from Mr. M., that for a 
portion of the men which Mr. Cleveland had, there should he charged 
thirty-seven and a half cents, say equal to one third of the whole 
time, there being probably that proportion of hands that were worth 
that price. 

Question by same.—What were the 73 days work in October 1836, 
originally charged at? 

Ans.—In my preceding answer, I spoke of all the charges for labor 
against Mr. Cleveland. The two charges in September and October, 
were originally charged at 33 cents, but altered in accordance with 
the before mentioned understanding in relation to the worth of the 
convicts. All the charges for labor were originally entered at 33 
cents, excepting the charge in April, of 29£ days, which was original¬ 
ly charged at 37& cents. 

Ques.—How long have you been clerk of the prison? 

Ans„—I was appointed in March, 1835, and have held the office ev¬ 
er since that time. 

Ques.—Who keeps the book of the prison? 

Ans.— 1 do; and have,since I was appointed. 

Ques.—Who makes the contracts? 

Ans.—Generally, Mr. Medberry alone: sometimes the Directors as¬ 
sist and consult with him. 

Ques.—How do you know what to charge? 

Ans.—Without I am present when an agreement is made, and hear 
the terms agreed upon, I always refer to Mr. Medbery. 

Ques.—Does Mr. Medbery rely on you to keep the books? 

Ans.—He does; and in relation to settlements and charges, he leaves 
it to me to make them, hut he always reserves the privilege of direct¬ 
ing me in what way to make them, when he sees fit. If through 
inadvertency or misunderstanding, 1 make a wrong entry, he has often 
directed me to alter them. 

In relation to the alteration made in two of the charges, they were 
made, I believe, the 28th, and from Mr. Medbery’s remark at the time, 
I should judge that he had not been aware that the charges had not 
been made at 37i cents, until that day. They were altered as soon 
as he suggested it.

The undersigned respectfully begs leave to submit the following^ 
facts and conclusions, for the consideration of the committee on the 
Penitentiary. 

The book on which is entered Mr. Cleveland’s, Mr. Kelley’s, and 
all other running accounts with the penitentiary, is used as a blotter,, 
or memorandum book, until such account is closed by settlement, 
(which is aimed to be done at least once, and generally oftener, in 
each year,) at which time the transaction is closed on the blotter, and 
the sum paid, accompanied with the proper voucher, is carried on to 
the financial books, and also the credit, if any is there made to appear. 
This blotter, as well as the books in general, is under the immediate 
care of the clerk. The entries are made by him, and unless his at¬ 
tention is particularly called to the subject, the warden rarely sees the 
running accounts on the blotter, until they are to be closed, at which 
time he inspects them critically, and if any errors, either for, or against 
the State, are discovered, they are corrected accordingly. In the case 
of Mr. Cleveland, the clerk was instructed, (at least such is the im¬ 
pression of the undersigned,) to charge 37£ cents per day, for a portion 
of the labor done for him, and 33 cents for another portion. This 
subject being particularly referred to by the committee of the Senate 
on the Penitentiary, induced the undersigned to examine the account 
of Mr. Cleveland, as charged by the clerk on the blotter, in which ex¬ 
amination he discovered, that with the exception of one entry, Mr. C. 
had only been charged 33 cts. per day, for the labor done. The atten¬ 
tion of the clerk was called to the subject by the undersigned. The 
clerk observed that he had forgotten the particulars, if he had been 
instructed different from which he had made the entries. Upon an 
explanation by the undersigned, in relation to the comparative value 
of the labor in question, and of his previous understanding of the 
price to be charged, some one or two charges were altered, and made 
to correspond thereto; which made a difference against Mr. Cleve¬ 
land, and in favor of the State, of from four to eight dollars. It will 
be borne in mind, that the account in question teas not, nor is not now 
closed, but stands open on the blotter; and the undersigned could cer¬ 
tainly not be considered as doing his duty to the State, should he al¬ 
low an error to pass uncorrected, that might be discovered, whereby 
either the State or an individual might suffer. It is possible, that upon 
a settlement of the account, some other improper charge or error may 
be discovered; if so, will it be proper to correct, and transfer the 
same to the journal, correct , and as it should he ; or would it be more 
proper to suffer the error to pass on to the journal, because the account 
had passed under the inspection of the committee, before the discovery 
of the error had been made? The undersigned had no reference to the 
committee in the transaction, but had the error corrected as soon as 
discovered, as he considered it his duty to do, and as he still considers 
it his duty to do, should any other error occur to him. The sum of 
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five or six dollars was saved to the State by the transaction, and the 
individual now stands charged with what he should before have been. 

If the act of itself is considered by the committee to be improper, it 
is hoped the motive at least may be properly appreciated.

A message f;om the House of Representatives. 

Mr. Speaker: 

Messrs. {Bronson, Van Ilook, Hughes, Patterson and Davis have 
been appointed a committee of Conference on the part of the House, on 
1)6—S 
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Ihe resolution for the payment of the messengers of the two Houses*. 

The House has passed the following resolutions of the Senate, to 
wit: 

A resolution authorizing a survey of the Fairhaven, Rutland and 
Athens Turnpike road; 

Resolution for the payment of Thomas Wood; 

Resolution appointing a Superintendent of the Western Reserve 
road;

Mr. James, from the standing committee on Finance, to whom was 
re-committed the communication of the Auditor of State, submitted the 
following report; which was ordered to lie upon the table: 

The committee on Finance, to whom was referred the com mu neat ion 
from the Auditor of Slate, in relation to the report of this commit¬ 
tee, on the present condition of the Finances, recently submitted, 
report: 

That the paper referred to them purports to be an answer to the re¬ 
port of the committee, and its avowed object is “to demonstoate the seve¬ 
ral hasty conclusions of the committee, and to show the Senate, and all 
concerned in the prosperity and success of our financial system, the 
very great danger of placing reliance upon any statement, except 
such as takes an official form.” It is certainly proper that the Audi¬ 
tor should advise the General Assembly in regard to the state of the 
finances, and to point out any mistakes into which they or their com¬ 
mittees may have fallen. But the assumption that exclusive reliance 
should be placed on such statements as take an official form cannot be 
admitted. It implies that the Senate shall not place reliance on the 
reports of their own committees, which is impugning the only mode 
in which the Senate can act in their supervision of the public affairs; 
And the declaration that “the late report of the committee embodies 
comparative statements and views which should not be allowed to remain 
unanswered deserves to be noticed as an imputation that the commit¬ 
tee have made an error, calculated alike to mislead the Senate, and 
work injury to him. 'Ihe committee regretthat he should have so far 
misconceived their motives as to suppose that their labors were in any 
degree prompted or biased by personal feelings. Their aim was to 
expose and make known the true condition of the revenue, not to re¬ 
flect upon an officer; and their remarks were confined to the reports 
from the Revenue office, not to the person who fills it. 

The Auditor gives tabular statements to show that there was in 
fact a balance of 31,398 dollars 60 cents on the 15th Nov. 1836, and 
he clearly misapprehends the report of the committee, for, in the fifth 
page of their report they admit his statement, that such was the nomi¬ 
nal balance in the Treasury on that day; out they have endeavored to 
show that it consisted in part of drafts for sums that would never bo 
paid, and that it had been caused by borrowing school funds. This 
the Auditor does not controvert, nor does he claim that he had set 
forth in his report that the revenue was so made up of borrowed mon- 
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ey, or that the State was liable for interest on money used to defray 
common charges of government. 

The tabular statements are mere repetitions of the gross amounts 
contained in the former annual reports, and would of course produce 
the same results, whether given in details, by annual results, as on 
the second page of his communication, or in aggregate receipts for 
four years, and the expenditures for the same time in like manner as 
on the third page of said paper. Under the denomination of disburse¬ 
ments for the fiscal year, lie includes the common expenses of the gov¬ 
ernment, the interest on school funds, and the amount of canal tax 
transferred to the canal fund, thus reiterating the confusion of accounts 
which has heretfore prevented the deficit in the revenue proper, from 
being readily perceived. The committee have said in their report, 
(page 3,) that they excluded the canal account, and the interest oh 
school funds, in their statement, by which they showed a deficit in the 
revenue. This is the only difference between the statement of the 
Auditor, and that of the committee: that he embraces what they ex¬ 
clude, as in other particulars the sums correspond. And he does not 
controvert the position taken by the committee as the amount of defi¬ 
cit, and the means by which it had remained unknown. 

The committee are satisfied that the balance of revenue in the 
Treasury on the 15th Nov. 1833, was only 5,090 dollars 11 cents; and 
the Auditor’s report of 9,949 dollars, 76 cents, was caused by an im¬ 
proper and unauthorized retention of the canal tax, to the amount of 
4,861 dollars, to pay interest on school funds, for which purpose it 
does not seem to have been ever used, being retained from the canal’s 
portion of the revenue, as the Auditor says, (page 5.) it of course could 
not be deducted from the State revenue, until carried to its proper ob¬ 
ject; but for that purpose, no disposition of it by the Legislature was 
requisite, as the Auditor supposes; for that fund had been previously 
pledged beyond the power of revocation, as the committee have 
shown. 

In stating the amounts reported to be paid for interest, and 
the amounts retained, the committee had stated the interest paid, 

to be... $120,535 25 

This is found to be too large, by-. 2,735 62 

-117,799 63 

The Auditor now states that there has been retained from the canal 
tax, to pay interest oil Connecticut Western School fund, the sum of 
12,317 dollars, 94 cents; but no such item has been reported to the 
Senate. The amounts reported by the committee, as retained from the 
canal tax, to pay interest, corresponds with the statement of the Audi¬ 
tor, except for the year 1836, in which he states that he had retained 

from the canal fund,.. $38,293 40 

Also for Connecticut W. R. fund,. 2,459 96 

---40.753 36 

But this could not be done, as the whole canal tax of 1836 amounted’ 
to but 23,208 dollors, 31 cents, and the disparity pointed out by the 
committee is therefore correct, and the Auditor could not retain from- 
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the canal fund a greater sum, unless he absorbs a portion of the capi¬ 
tal paid into the Treasury to the credit of the school funds. At all 
events, he had not reported any such retention. 

The public debt of the State was noticed by the committee to correct 
the false impression made by a former annual report of the Auditor as. 
to its amount. His present excuse for that error is that the amount of 
the debt cannot well be ascertained except through the Fund commis¬ 
sioners themselves, and their reports are not in his office. The law 
requires the commissioners to furnish the Auditor with a statement of 
every loan made. 

The discrepancy between the reports of the Auditor* and the re¬ 
ports of the Commissioners of the Canal fund, is not explained by the 
Auditor. The suggestion that the excess of seventy seven thousand, 
dollars in their reported receipts has probably arisen from the receipt 
of moneys from other sources, can hardly be correct. The sums re¬ 
ported by them are expressly stated 1o be from the Auditor of State; 
and it is manifest that their reports of the sums paid and received in 
the same years rarely correspond. It is emphatically stated that 
“the amounts drawn are precisely those with which they stand charged; 
and the credits of the Treasury precisely agree with our reports?'* The 
committee have examined the Treasurer’s reports in regard to this 
matter; and they here give a comparison of his statements with those

Thus in the last four years the reports of the Auditor and Treasurer 
do not agree, in any year, as to the payments from the canal fund; 
and the aggregate payments exceed the amount of charges upwards 
of 6,000 dollars. The discrepancy is not so great as between the Au¬ 
ditor and the commissioners of the canal fund; but the committee can¬ 
not regard this table as “sufficient, without a word of comment, to. 
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p r ove the accuracy of the reports and hooks'* of the Auditor’s office. 
Nor do they perceive “that the main positions taken” in their report 
“are so palpably erroneous,” as he alleges, “that they require but a 
single glance^ to demonstrate their error, or to prove their absurd¬ 
ity.”

Ordered that the title be as aforesaid, and the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives be informed thereof. 

Mr T M’Mechan offered the following res,elution; which was agreed 
to, and ordered to the House of Representatives for concurrence: 

Resolved hij the General Assembly of the Slate of Ohio: That the 
Governor be, and he is hereby requested to issue, within the present

The Speaker stated to the Senate, that under the prece¬ 
dents which had been introduced by a former eminent Speaker 
of the House, he felt it his duty to examine more critically the 
parliamentary doctrine which governs this question. That in 
doing so, his opinion had been somewhat changed. That in free 
committees of Conference, he was now inclined to the opinion, that 
the report, when concurred in by the whole committee, must be re-

tive. In this opinion he was not fully satisfied; as the authority up¬ 
on which he came to the conclusion was not as full as he might have 
desired.

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Note.—I n preparing the following Index, the compiler has expe¬ 
rienced much difficulty from the situation in which many bills were 
left by the action of the body. In all previous sessions, “passage” or 
“postponement” embraced the definite action on all bills before the 
body; but during the present session, many were lost on their final 
passage and left without further action. These have been marked in 
the Index as indefinitely postponed. Another difficulty has arisen 
from the summary action of the House previous to adjournment, by 
which, on one motion “all the bills on the table ” were indefinitely post¬ 
poned without enumerating any of them. This will be found pecu¬ 
liarly unfortunate at the commencement of the next session in ascer¬ 
taining the “unfinished business.” In the present Index, all bills of 
which no notice of passage could be found, have been marked as inde¬ 
finitely postponed; under the impression that they came within the 
range of the sweeping action of the House. I have also felt myself at 
a loss what course to pursue in Indexing the action of the Senate on 
the “Bank hill” with its various amendments. To have pointed out 
the several Banks, carrying out the action in the yeas and nays, would 
have been an almost endless task, and have swelled this Index to dou¬ 
ble its present size. I am aware that, from the anxiety of the public 
mind in relation to this bill, the action upon it will be frequently re¬ 
ferred to, and consequently great pains has been taken to number cor¬ 
rectly the pages at which the amendments will be found; leaving to 
the examiner the labor of culling from amongst them the particular 
one of which he may be in search. The labor of Indexing such a work, 
always a very arduous one, has been performed in the present case 
with every care and exertion that could lead to correctness; and it is 
hoped these have been successful.
